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ORDINANCES. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  and  regulate,  upon  conditions,  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a  system  of  elevated  railroads  by  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Company,  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  to  compel 
the  removal  of  certain  service  tracks,  and  to  restrict  the  use 
of  certain  other  surface  tracks  belonging  to  the  said  com- 
panies ;  and  to  authorize  a  contract  concerning  said  matters 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  said  railroad 
companies. 

Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Company, 
acting  in  pursuance  of  a  plan  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  system 
of  elevated  railroads  for  the  better  promotion  of  their  char- 
tered rights  and  of  the  public  interests,  have  requested  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  permit  such  an  erection  ;  and  inas- 
much as  the  same  will  interfere  with  the  use  by  the  public  of 
the  streets  and  highways  unless  made  subject  to  necessary 
conditions  and  restrictions,  and  guarded  by  duly  executed 
agreements,  and  plans  thereof  having  been  submitted  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  construction  of  said  elevated  railroads, 
subject  to  the  necessary  conditions  and  restrictions,  it  is 
deemed  right  that  after  said  agreement  shall  have  been  duly 
executed  and  delivered,  to  concede  to  the  said  companies  the 
erection  of  said  elevated  system  of  railroads  upon  the  condi- 
tions and  subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth: 
Provided,  That  the  said  companies  shall  be  taken  as  accept- 
ing the  concessions  upon  the  terms  of  performing  and  con- 
tinuing to  perform  the  conditions  and  of  being  permanently 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  of  faithfully  carrying  out  the 
terms  of  said  contract,  therefore  : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions, and  subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  and 


so  long  as  said  conditions  and  restrictions  shall  be  honestly  and 
faithfully  kept,  performed  and  complied  with  the  said  railroad 
companies  collectively  and  singly,  and  acting  together  or  either 
one  by  itself  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  build 
and  thereafter  to  operate  an  eight-track  elevated  railroad 
on  private  property  from  the  north  side  of  Arch  street  between 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets  to  the  south  side  of  Mark's  lane, 
with  necessary  turnouts  and  sidings,  and  a  four-track  elevated 
railroad  on  private  property  from  the  south  side  of  Mark's  lane 
to  a  point  at  or  near  Ninth  and  Brown  streets ;  and  thence  a 
four-track  elevated  road  to  a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Philadel- 
phia, Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad,  near  Glenwood 
avenue,  upon  the  routes  and  at  the  places  designated  upon 
and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  plans  are 
hereby  approved. 

And  for  the  purposes  above  specified  the  said  railroad  com- 
panies are  authorized  to  enter  upon  and  occupy,  either  by  way 
of  crossing  or  lengthwise,  all  public  highways  along  which  the 
said  elevated  railroad  is  authorized  to  be  constructed:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  work  in  the  construction  of  said  elevated  rail- 
road shall  be  so  done  that  the  free  use  by  the  public,  if  the 
highways  crossed  are  occupied,  shall  not  be  unreasonably  or 
unnecessarily  interfered  with. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  railroads  provided  for  in  Section  1  shall 
be  considered  as  but  one  continuous  railroad  from  Arch  and 
Twelfth  streets  to  a  point  at  or  near  Glenwood  avenue,  west  of 
Broad  street,  at  which  point  the  said  elevated  railroad  shall 
connect  with  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
Norristown  Railroad  Company,  and  at  no  other  point ;  that 
the  work  of  constructing  said  elevated  railroad  shall  be  com- 
menced at  the  point  where  the  elevated  tracks  shall  begin  to 
pass  over  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
Norristown  Railroad  Company,  at  or  near  Ninth  and  Brown 
streets,  and  shall  continue  therefrom  northward  and  southward 
at  the  same  time  :  Provided,  That  in  case  any  portion  of  said 
work  shall  be  stopped  by  judicial  interference,  then  all  of  said' 
work  on  every  portion  of  said  elevated  railroad  shall  cease 
until  said  judicial  interference  shall  be  finally  determined  by 
the  proper  judicial  tribunal;  should  said  final  determination  re- 
sult in  a  permanent  stoppage  of  the  building  of  any  portion 
of  said   railroad,   then   the    privileges    and    authority  hereby 


granted  shall  become  null  and  void  as  to  every  portion  of  said 
railroad ;  that  no  work  upon  the  said  elevated  railroad  shall 
be  commenced  until  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
contract  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Com- 
pany, provided  for  by  this  ordinance  ;  when  begun  it  shall  be 
pushed  with  all  speed  possible,  and  shall  be  fully  completed  and 
in  good  running  order  within  three  years  from  the  delivery  of 
said  contract,  unless  judicially  interfered  with,  when  the  time 
shall  be  extended  for  a  period  equal  to  the  time  occupied  by 
said  interference  ;  should  said  companies  fail  to  complete  said 
railroad  within  the  time  herein  specified,  then  the  said  com- 
panies shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  for  each  and  every  day  over  and  above  the 
said  three  years  occupied  in  said  completion  ;  if  either  of  said 
railroad  companies  herein  named  shall  refuse  to  execute  and 
deliver  said  contract  with  all  the  form  necessary  to  a  legal, 
binding  obligation  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  appro- 
val of  this  ordinance,  this  ordinance  shall  be  thereafter  treated 
as  null  and  void,  and  all  rights  thereunder  shall  cease  ;  that 
the  Mayor  may  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  said  contract  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  that  the  said  rail- 
road companies  shall  execute  the  same,  with  the  assent  of  the 
stockholders  of  each  company,  duly  convened  with  a  form  of 
assent  legally  binding  upon  them,  and  that  the  obligation  of 
this  ordinance  upon  the  City  shall  be  taken,  to  depend  upon  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  contract  by  the  said  railroad  com- 
panies. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  at  any 
time,  upon  the  complaint  of  responsible  citizens  or  corporations, 
after  delivery  to  him  of  a  proper  bond  of  indemnity  to  the 
City  that  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  restrictions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  of  said  contract,  have  been  or  are  being  violated, 
to  investigate  such  complaint,  and  if  reasonably  satisfied 
that  the  same  is  well  founded,  to  institute  and  prosecute  pro- 
ceedings in  equity  and  at  law,  to  compel  the  railroads  to  com- 
ply with  said  conditions  and  restrictions.  The  railroads  shall 
be  taken  as  accepting  this  ordinance  upon  the  condition  that, 
in  case  of  proceedings  for  such  violation,  none  of  them  will 
object  to  the  issuance  of  a  special  injunction  of  a  mandatory 
character  if  the  Courts  shall  deem  it  right  to  issue  the  same. 
If  in  case  any  of  the  said  railroads  shall  defend  upon  the 


ground  of  want  of  power  to  execute  said  contract  and  to  com- 
ply with  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  all  their  rights 
hereunder  shall  be  suspended  until  such  defense  is  withdrawn. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  elevated  railroads  shall  be  built 
upon  stone,  brick  or  iron  structures,  as  designated  upon 
said  plans,  and  crossing  all  highways  with  a  clearance  of 
headway  not  less  than  that  indicated  upon  the  said  plans. 
The  roads  shall  be  built  and  the  bridges  built  and  screened 
upon  the  best  methods  of  deadening  sound,  and  all  work  shall 
be  done  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  That  when  the  said  elevated  roads  are  built  above 
surface  tracks  now  laid,  the  elevated  tracks  shall  be  laid  upon 
iron  columns  resting  upon  stone  foundations  which  may  be 
built  under  the  sidewalks,  but  the  top  of  the  capstones  of 
these  foundations  shall  not  extend  above  the  surface  of  such 
sidewalks.  Where  necessary,  the  surface  tracks  now  laid  may  be 
spread  and  readjusted  to  permit  the  erection  of  such  columns. 
No  piers  or  columns  shall  be  erected  in  any  part  of  the  road- 
way of  crossing  streets  located  under  any  of  said  railroads 
nor  upon  the  sidewalks  at  the  crossing  at  Spring  Garden 
street,  west  of  Ninth  street  and  Noble  street,  or  on  the  side- 
walk of  any  street  sixty-six  or  less  feet  wide,  which  the  said 
roads  cross  at  right  angles. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  railroads  and  bridges  herein  authorized 
to  be  constructed  shall  be,  at  all  times,  kept  in  good  order,  con- 
dition and  repair  by  the  companies  owning  them ;  and  the 
said  companies  shall  hold  the  City  of  Philadelphia  harmless 
from  liability  or  responsibility  of  any  and  all  kinds  growing 
out  of  their  construction  and  use. 

Sect.  6.  That  within  one  year  after  the  completion  of  the 
elevated  railroads  all  surface  tracks,  sidings  and  turnouts  shall 
be  removed  from  Ninth  street  between  Willow  street  and  the 
north  side  of  Spring  Garden  street,  and  no  surface  tracks, 
sidings  and  turnouts  of  any  sort  or  kind  shall  ever  thereafter 
be  laid  on  said  street  between  the  points  named.  The  surface 
tracks  in  the  vicinity  of  Broad  street  and  Lehigh  avenue  are 
authorized  to  be  shifted  to  the  extent  that  it  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  a  proper  construction  of  the  approaches  to  the 
elevated  tracks. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  through 
the    Board  of   Surveyors    is    hereby    authorized    to  make  all 


■changes  of  lines  and  grades  necessary  for  the  construction  of 
the  elevated  railroads  herein  authorized  to  be  built,  but  the 
companies  building  the  same  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  City  from  all  losses  of  any  sort  or  kind,  direct  or  in- 
direct, occasioned  by  or  arising  from  said  change  of  lines  and 
grades  from  the  construction  and  operation  of  said  elevated 
railroads  or  from  necessary  alterations,  removals  or  reloca- 
tions of  municipal  works  or  otherwise,  and  they  shall  reim- 
burse the  City  for  all  expenses  to  which  it  shall  be  put  in 
making  such  alterations,  removals  or  relocations.  All  land 
damages  which  may  be  assessed  against  the  City  by  reason  of 
said  construction  and  operation,  or  of  matters  incidental  thereto, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  railroads. 

Sect.  8.  That  before  any  work  whatever  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  commenced  by  the  railroads  they  shall  enter  into  a 
joint  and  several  bond  to  the  City  with  sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  Mayor  in  a  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor 
in  the  penal  sum  of  onemillion  (1,000,000)  dollars:  Conditioned, 
for  the  faithful  performance  and  observance  of  all  the  terms, 
conditions,  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
the  contract  required  by  Section  12  hereof,  and  of  all 
ordinances  now  in  force  or  that  may  hereafter  be  passed  for 
the  government  and  regulation  of  the  tracks  and  trafhc  of 
elevated  and  of  surface  railroads  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  9.  That  upon  the  request  of  any  owner  of  property 
whose  property  will  be  taken,  injured  or  destroyed,  or  any 
corporation  whose  tracks  may  be  affected  by  the  construction 
herein  provided  for,  a  lithographic  copy  of  the  plans  filed  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  under  the  first  section  here- 
of, shall  be  furnished  at  the  cost  of  ten  (10)  dollars  to  the 
applicant,  a  printed  copy  of  the  contract  costing  five  (5) 
dollars  to  the  applicant  and  of  the  bonds  costing  three  (3) 
dollars  to  the  applicant.  That  the  said  railroad  companies 
shall  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
repave  with  Belgian  blocks  the  streets  from  which  the  surface 
tracks  shall  have  been  removed,  and  from  the  curb  to  the 
•outside  rail  of  Ninth  street  from  Green  street  to  Jefferson 
street,  and  they  shall  also  light  with  electric  light  under  all 
bridges  crossing  any  of  the  highways. 

Sect.  10.  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  elevated  rail- 
roads authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the  remaining  surface 
tracks,  turnouts   and   switches    upon   the   routes   of  the  said 


elevated  tracks  shall  not  be  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  and  shall  only  be  used  for  freight  purposes 
between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  P.  M.  and  6  o'clock  A.  M. 
daily  for  the  period  of  two  years  thereafter,  and  between 
the  hours  of  12  o'clock  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.  for  the 
additional  period  of  two  years  after  the  expiration  of  said 
first  two  years,  and  between  the  hours  of  1  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  3  o'clock  A.  M.  thereafter  until  the  said  surface  tracks, 
turnouts,  sidings  and  switches  can  be  entirely  removed  by  agree- 
ment with  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norristown  Rail- 
road Company  or  otherwise  which  the  said  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad  Company  and  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Company  shall  endeavor 
to  have  accomplished  as  soon  as  it  can  be  lawfully  done. 
The  said  surface  tracks,  turnouts,  sidings  and  switches  shall 
be  used  as  aforesaid  under  such  rules  and  regulations  that  the 
street  crossings  shall  not  be  unreasonably  or  unnecessarily 
blocked  for  use  by  the  passenger  railways  crossing  the  same  or 
by  the  public  generally,  and  any  violation  of  this  section  shall 
subject  the  offending  company  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred 
(500)  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  like  penalties  are  now  recover- 
able, one-half  of  the  penalty  to  go  to  the  City  and  the  other 
half  to  the  prosecutor  who,  upon  filing  a  bond  of  indemnity  to 
the  City,  may  use  the  City's  name  in  a  suit  to  recover  such 
penalty  and  in  which  the  prosecutor  shall  be  required  to  prove 
only  the  fact  that  he  was  unreasonably  blocked  and  delayed. 

Sect.  11.  That  within  one  year  after  the  completion  of  the 
elevated  railroads  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  Phil- 
adelphia and  Reading  Railroad  Company  shall  abandon,  and 
forever  thereafter  discontinue,  the  use  of  its  passenger  and 
freight  station  between  Callowhill  and  Noble  streets,  and  Thir- 
teenth and  Broad  streets. 

Sect.  12.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  said 
railway  companies  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Mayor, 
stipulating  their  acceptance  of  all  the  conditions,  restrictions 
and  provisions  contained  in  this  ordinance,  and  expressly 
waiving  all  right  and  claims  it  may  have  to  exemption  from 
any  of  said  conditions,  restrictions  or  provisions  by  reason  of 
any  legal  inability  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
or  of  these  Councils  to  impose  such  conditions,  restrictions 
or  provisions,  and  shall  also,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from 
the  final  passage  of  this  ordinance,  enter  into    a    contract  and 


agreement  with  the  Mayor  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters 
and  things  in  this  ordinance  mentioned  on  its  part  to  be  done, 
executed  and  performed ;  said  contract  and  agreement  to  be 
in  such  form  as  the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve,  that  the 
companies  herein  named  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  and  publishing  this 
ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  lay  water-pipe  in  Wingohocking,  Deal,  Salmon,  Bouvier, 
Clearfield,  Thirteenth,  Camac,  Twelfth,  Cleveland,  Darien, 
Fairhill  and  Turner  streets  and  Sedgley  and  Park  avenues. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Comtnon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  lay  water-pipe  in  Wingohocking  street,  from  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  to  Seventeenth  street ;  Deal  street,  from 
Kensington  avenue  to  Frankford  Creek  ;  Salmon  street,  from 
Buckius  to  Orthodox  street ;  Bouvier  street,  from  Ontario  to 
Estaugh  street ;  Clearfield  street,  from  Broad  street  to  Sedgley 
avenue  ;  Sedgley  avenue,  from  Clearfield  street  to  Germantown 
avenue ;  Thirteenth  street,  from  Clearfield  street  to  Allegheny 
avenue ;  Camac  street,  from  Allegheny  to  Sedgley  avenue ; 
Park  avenue,  from  Clearfield  street  to  Allegheny  avenue ; 
Twelfth  street,  from  Sedgley  to  Allegheny  avenue ;  Cleveland 
street,  from  Dauphin  to  York  street ;  Darien  street,  from  Six- 
teenth street  east ;  Fairhill  street,  from  Glenwood  avenue  to 
connecting  railroad  ;  and  Turner  street,  from  Glenwood  avenue 
to  connecting  railroad.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railroad  Company  to  extend  its 
tracks  on  Front,  Cumberland,  Jasper,  Huntingdon,  Fifth, 
Luzerne  and  Sixth  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Commo7i  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Philadelphia  City 
Passenger  Railroad  Company  to  extend  its  tracks  northward 
on  Front  street  to  Lehigh  avenue,  to  connect  with  its  tracks 
on  Lehigh  avenue  ;  eastward  on  Cumberland  street,  from  Sixth 
to  Jasper  street,  connecting  with  tracks  of  the  company  in 
the  Depot  at  Kensington  avenue  and  Cumberland  street ;  on 
Jasper  to  Huntingdon  street ;  on  Huntingdon  to  Sixth  street ; 
on  Fifth  street,  ft-om  Butler  to  Luzerne  street ;  westward  on 
Luzerne  to  Sixth  street ;  on  Sixth  street  southward  to  Lehigh 
avenue,  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  the  company  on  said 
avenue,  with  the  right  to  put  in  connections,  frogs,  curves, 
switches,  turnouts  and  sidings,  as  may  be  necessary.  The 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  grant  the  necessary  permits  to  said  company  and 
furnish  the  lines  and  stakes  for  said  construction.  Before  exer- 
cising any  privileges  under  this  ordinance  the  said  company 
shall  file  with  the  Law  Department  an  agreement  in  writing 
that  they  will  comply  with  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  occu- 
pancy of  streets  by  passenger  railway  companies  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  printing 
of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  release  a  certain  property  of  the  Good  Intent  Steam  Fire 
Engine  Company  from  the  lien  of  a  certain  mortgage. 

Section  1.      The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to 


execute  a  release  of  the  lien  of  any  mortgage  held  by  the  said 
City  against  the  Good  Intent  Steam  Fire  Engine  Company 
upon  the  premises  situate  on  the  southeast  side  of  Allen  street, 
one  hundred  and  sixty-three  (163)  feet  northeast  of  a  certain 
fifteen  (15)  feet  wide  alley,  called  Farson's  court,  and  con- 
taining in  front  on  said  Allen  street  forty  (40)  feet  and 
extending  at  right  angles  therewith  of  that  width  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  to  Collard's  alley  (G.  W.  C  16,  page  184),  upon  the 
payment  of  the  principal  sum  with  accrued  interest  and  costs.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  ground  situate  at  the 
northAvest  corner  of  Twentieth  and  Berks  streets,  in  the 
Thirty-second  Ward,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby 
a.uthorized  and  directed  to  examine  the  title  to  all  that  certain 
lot  or  piece  of  ground  situate  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Twentieth  and  Berks  streets,  in  the  Thirty-second  Ward,  con- 
taining in  front  on  Berks  street  eighty  feet,  and  seventy  feet 
on  Twentieth  street,  and  if  he  approves  of  the  same  to  cause 
a  conveyance  of  the  said  lot  or  piece  of  ground  to  be  made  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee,  the  consideration  therefor  to 
be  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  Item  38  in  the 
annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
(Bureau  of  City  Property)  for  the  year  1890,  to  pay  for  the 
lot  of  ground  described  in  the  first  section  hereof,  and  the 
warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  in  conformity  with 
existing  ordinances.

avenue,  from  Germantovr  n  avenue  to  Clearfield  street :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  assessment  shall  be  made  for  the  construction  of 
the  sewer  in  Garfield  street,  and  that  the  sewer  in  Broad  street 
shall  be  assessed  on  the  west  side  only.  Said  sewers  to  be 
built  in  accordance  with  specifications  prepared  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids

than  full  City  rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened, 
he  may  advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a 
duly  executed  agreement  binding  the  owners  to  pay  the 
regular  assessment  charges.

by  said  tunnel,  and  shall  maintain  the  same  and  keep  it  in  good

manholes  and  to  make  house  connections  along  the  route  of 
said  conduits,  according  to  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors  in  the  following  streets,  to  wit :  Trenton 
avenue,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Frankford  avenue ;  Sus- 
quehanna avenue,  from  Trenton  avenue  to  Fi-ankford  avenue  ; 
Frankford  avenue,  from  the  north  side  of  Allegheny  avenue 
to  the  south  side  of  Master  street ;  the  said  Frankford  Avenue 
Merchants'  Electric  Light  Company  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  regulating  the  laying  and  con- 
struction of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  con- 
duits, cables  and  tubes,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved 
August  5,  1886,  and  its  several  supplements,  also  with  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  for  the  laying  and  main- 
taining of  underground  wires,  cables  and  conduits  ;  and  before 
this  ordinance  goes  into  effect,  said  Frankford  Avenue  Mer- 
chants' Electric  Light  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement, 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  to  be  filed  in  the 
Law  Department,  to  furnish  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  free  of 
cost,  three  additional  arc  lights,  which  shall  be  kept  lighted 
from  sundown  to  sunrise,  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  to  be  located  by  said  department,  and 
shall  agree  to  furnish  said  City,  in  addition  thereto,  one  arc 
light,  to  be  kept  lighted  from  sundown  to  sunrise  ;  for  every 
additional  hundred  of  such  arc  lights  hereafter  furnished  to 
its  commercial  consumers,  and  to  make  return  on  the  oath  of 
one  of  the  officers  of  said  company  to  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lie  Works,  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  or  when- 
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ever  required,  of  the  number  of  lights  furnished  by  it  as  afore- 
said ;  and  if  at  any  time  said  company  shall  manufacture  and 
install  incandescent  lights,  the  said  company  shall  light,  free  of 
cost,  all  school,  station  and  fire  engine  houses  along  the  route 
of  said  conduit  through  -which  such  incandescent  service  is 
introduced;  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  con- 
strued to  render  the  privileges  hereby  granted  null  and  void 
and  of  no  effect;  and  the  privileges  hereby  and  hereunder 
granted  shall  be  exercised  Avithin  five  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance;  this  ordinance  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time 
by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect ;  the  said  company 
shall,  before  exercising  any  privileges  hereunder,  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  pay  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

conduits  belonging  to  said  Bell  Telephone  Company  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  laying  of  the  wires  belonging  to  said  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company.  That  on  all  streets  where  the 
said  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  shall  occupy  the  said 
conduits  and  operate  its  wires,  the  poles  and  wires  on  said  streets 
shall  be  abandoned  and  removed  by  the  said  Telegraph  Com- 
pany ;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  said  Company  to 
remove  the  same,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the 
Company  to  remove  them  within  thirty  days ;  and  in  case  the

in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  August  5,  1886,  and 
such  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  passed ; 
also  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  adopted

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  sum  of  four  million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
the  payment  of  temporary  loans,  the  purchase  of  ground, 
and  for  permanent  improvements. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelpliia  do  ordain,  That  the  ]Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  highest 
bidders,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  four 
million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  repayment  of 
temporary  loans,  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erection 
thereon  of  public  school  buildings,  for  the  construction  of  main 
sewers,  for  water  extensions,  for  the  completion  of  the  Walnut 
street  bridge,  for  the  completion  of  the  county  prison,  for  the 
purchase  of  the  islands  in  the  Delaware  River,  and  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  the  gas  plant  and  the  highways  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia :     Provided,  That  one-half  only,  or 
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two  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  said  author- 
ized loan  shall  be  created  during  the  year  1890,  and  the 
remaining  one-half  in  the  year  1891. 

Sect.  2.  Interest  upon  the  said  loan  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum  half  yearly  on 
the  first  days  of^^Iay  and  November,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  principal  of  said 
loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  series  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars  each,  alphabetically  arranged ;  and 
each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on  the  first  day  of  November 
at  said  office,  until  the  whole  of  said  loan  shall  be  paid,  begin- 
ning with  series  "A,"  which  shall  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance,  there  shall  he  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  certificates,  and  after  the  said  loan  shall  become 
payable,  there  shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
dollars.

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Cambria  street,  from  Second  to  Mascher  street ;  Cambria  street, 
from  Sixth  street  to  east  curb  line  of  Seventh  street ;  Dauphin 
street,  between  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-seventh  streets; 
Eighteenth  street,  from  Dauphin  to  York  street ;  Forty-ninth 
street,  from  Woodland  avenue  to  Kingsessing  avenue ;  Fifty- 
fourth  street,  from  Wyalusing  to  Vine  street,  and  also  from 
Supplee  to  Paschal  street ;  Huntingdon  street,  between  Fif- 
teenth street  and  Glenwood  avenue ;  Howard  street,  from 
Brown  to  Hare  street,  and  on  Brown  street,  from  Howard  to 
Twenty-second  street ;  Indiana  street,  from  the  sewer  east  of

Sixteenth  street,  between  Cumberland  street  and  Glenwood 
avenue;  Seventeenth  street,  from  Cumberland  street  to  Glen- 
wood avenue ;  Somerset  street,  from  Fillmore  to  Gurney 
street,  and  thence  on  Gurney  street,  from  Somerset  street 
southeastward  about  one  hundred  feet ;  Twenty-third  street, 
from  Federal  to  Dickinson  street;  Thirtieth  street,  from  the 
sewer  at  the  south  side  of  the  connecting  railway  northward  to 
Sedgley  avenue,  thence  on  Sedgley  avenue  to  ^Montgomery 
street,  thence  on  Montgomery  street  to  the  west  side  of 
Thirty-first  street;  Thirty-first  street,  from  Stiles  street  to 
Girard  avenue,  and  thence  eastward  along  Girard  avenue  to 
Thirtieth  street ;  Thirty-second  street,  from  the  sewer  at  Reed 
street  to  the  north  house  line  of  Wharton  street ;  Twenty- 
second  street,  from  Kimball  to  Christian  street;  Thirty-fourth 
street,  from  Spruce  to  Pine  street,  and  on  Pine,  from  Thirty- 
fourth  to  Thirty-sixth  street ;  Thompson  street,  from  Howard 
to  Front  street,  and  on  Front  street,  from  Thompson  to 
Master  street ;  Wood  street,  from  Crown  to  Sixth  street ;  on 
the  north  and  south  sides  of  Allegheny  avenue,  between 
Broad  street  and  Germantown  avenue  ;  north  and  south  sides 
of  Erie  avenue,  from  Broad  to  Seventeenth  street ;  Frankford 
avenue,  from  Unity  to  Paul  street ;  Glenwood  avenue,  from 
Huntingdon  to  Fifteenth  street ;  on  the  west  side  of  Kensing- 
ton avenue,  from  York  to  Adams  street;  "K"  street,  from 
Kensington  avenue  to  the  north  curb  line  of  Venango  street; 
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on  the  north  side  of  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Fairhill  to  Sixth 
street,  and  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  Lehigh  avenue, 
from  Broad  street  to  Glen  wood  avenue :  Provided,  That  the 
properties  on  the  north  side  of  Girard  avenue,  between 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-first  streets,  the  west  side  of  Kensington 
avenue,  between  York  and  Adams  street,  and  the  north  side  of 
Lehigh  avenue,  between  Fairhill  and  Sixth  streets,  only  shall  be 
assessed  for  the  construction  of  sewers  on  the  said  streets,  said 
sewers  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  specifications  prepared 
by  the  the  Director  of  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  bidders;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
contracts  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto  approved  February  16, 
1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  deductions  in 
the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 1868,  to 
be  charged  to  items  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropriation 
made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys), 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  thirty-two  thousand  (32,000) 
dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  any 
of  the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets  arc 
on  the  City  Plan,  legally  opened,  and  all  of  the  property 
abutting  thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full 
City  rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may 
advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly 
executed  agreement  binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular 
assessment  charges.

street ;  Eighth  street,  from  Sansom  to  Lucust  street,  and  from 
Arch  to  Callowhill  street ;  Arch  street,  from  Broad  to  Tenth 
street,  and  from  Tenth  to  Seventh  street ;  South  street,  from 
Front  to  Fourth  street ;  Front  street,  from  Race  to  Callowhill 
street ;  Callowhill  street,  from  Front  to  Fourth  street ;  Spruce 
street,  from  Third  to  Seventh  street ;  Walnut  street,  from 
Front  to  Fifth  street ;  Lancaster  avenue,  from  Saunders  avenue 
to  Thirty-ninth  street ;  Second  street,  from  Arch  to  Callow- 
hill street,  and  from  Pine  to  South  street,  east  of  the  market 
houses ;  Seventeenth  street,  from  Chestnut  to  Locust  street ; 
Nineteenth  street,  from  Chestnut  to  Locust  street ;  Thirteenth 
street,  from  Chestnut  to  Locust  street ;  Locust  street,  from 
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Broad  to  Thirteenth  street ;  Seventh  street,  from  Spruce  to 
South  street ;  Front  street,  from  Wharton  to  Federal  street ;

New  street,  from  Front  to  Second  street ;  Cresson  street,  from 
Sixth  to  Nicholson  street;  Cherry  street,  from  Ninth  to 
Eleventh  street ;  Crown  street  and  York  avenue,  from  Willow 
to  Callowhill  street ;  Frankford  avenue,  from  Girard  avenue 
to  Master  street ;  Hanover  street,  from  Girard  avenue  to  Bel- 
grade street ;  Mascher  street,  from  Berks  to  Norris  street ; 
Thirty-second  street,  from  Thompson  to  Jefferson  street; 
Coral  street,  from  East  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Diamond 
street;  East  Susquehanna  avenue,  from  Coral  to  Frankford 
avenue  ;  Carpenter  street,  from  Fifteenth  to  Sixteenth  street. 
Also  the  following  streets  with  sheet  asphaltum,  with  broken 
stone  and  vulcanite  base  and  binder,  viz.  :  Tasker  street, 
from  Front  street  to  Moyamensing  avenue;  Locust  street, 
from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-third  street;  Mt.  Vernon 
street,  from  Tenth  to  Twelfth  street ;  Swain  street,  from  Fif- 
teenth to  Seventeenth  street ;  Oxford  street,  from  Eleventh  to 
Twelfth  street ;  Marshall  street,  from  Poplar  street  to  Girard 
avenue ;  Thirty-ninth  street,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Fair- 
mount  avenue,  and  from  Walnut  street  to  Woodland  avenue ; 
Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Columbia  to  Montgomery  avenue ; 
Federal  street,  from  Broad  to  Twentieth  street ;  Fitzwater 
street,  from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-third  street ;  Broad 
street,  from  Germantown  to  Glenwood  avenue,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  the  appropriation  for  the  work  will  permit,  the  cost 
of  said  paving  to  be  charged  to  Item  24,  Section  4,  of  the 
ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  the  year  1890. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  conditions  of  the  contracts  for  the  fore- 
going work  shall  be,  that  the  contractors  shall  enter  into  an

lating the  construction  of  sewers,  any  excess  over  and  above 
the  assessments  provided  for  in  ordinance  of  April  3,  1868,  to 
be  charged  to  Item  29,  Section  7,  of  the  ordinance  making  an 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the 
year  1890,  and  the  cost  of  the  laying  or  relaying  of  the  gas- 
pipe  shall  be  charged  to  Item  7,  Section  3,  and  of  the  laying 
or  relaying  of  water-pipe  to  Item  8,  Section  8,  of  the  same 
ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

which  ordinance,  however,  Councils  may  determine  or  change 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  route,  and  change  or  regulate 
the  character,  weight  and  capacity  of  said  omnibuses,  and 
make  such  other  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  In 
no  case  shall  any  license  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one- 
hundred  (100)  dollars  per  annum  for  each  vehicle.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  appoint  a  Commission  to  consider  the  subject  of  rapid 
transit  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  report  its 
recommendation  to  Councils. 

Whereas,  In  view  of  the  rapid  and  continuous  increase  in 
the  population  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  erection  of 
thousands  of  houses  and  the  opening  and  improving  of  miles  of 
new  streets  therein  every  year,  we  are  compelled  to  recognize, 
viz. :  That  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  aflFecting  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  more  than  a  million  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  is  their  transportation  from  one  section  to 
another,  and  the  demand  of  those  inhabitants  for  better  and 
quicker  interior  transportation. 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  from  six  hun- 
dred thousand  to  seven  hundred  thousand  people  south 
of  Washington  avenue,  north  of  Spring  Garden  street,  and 
west  of  the  river  Schuylkill.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  the 
built  portions  of  the  City  represent  a  territory  from  south- 
west to  northeast  of  at  least  twenty-two  miles,  and  from 
southeast  to  northwest  about  fifteen  miles.  The  time  has 
now  come  when  it  is  our  imperative  duty  to  consider  and 
advise  a  system  of  rapid  transit  that  will,  if  possible,  meet 
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the  approval  of  all  the  corporations  now  engaged  in  the 
conveyance  of  people,  and  at  the  same  time  originate  a  plan 
that  will  serve  all  parts  of  the  City  for  the  future  ;  therefore, 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljyhia  do  ordain,  That  a  Commission  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  appointed  as  follows  :  The  Mayor,  the  Presidents  of 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee  of  Councils  on  Railroads,  Finance,  Highways,  City 
Property  and  Surveys ;  three  members  each  of  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  the 
respective  Chambers;  the  City  Solicitor,  the  Presidents  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  Company,  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  two  from  the  Presidents  of  the  Passenger  Railway 
Companies  of  Philadelphia,  the  latter,  with  five  citizens  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  selected  in  joint  convention  by 
these  Councils,  which  Commission  of  twenty -five  members  shall 
meet  without  delay  to  consider  the  question  of  rapid  transit 
within  the  City  limits ;  to  examine  and  consider  the  present 
means  of  transportation,  together  with  the  system  of  under- 
ground, elevated  and  surface  I'oads,  and  projects  now  pending, 
and  to  report  to  Councils  at  the  earliest  date  possible  and 
consistent  with  the  proper  and  thorough  examination  of  each 
and  every  subject  committed  to  it,  but  said  report  shall  not  be 
made  later  than  October  1,  1890,  at  which  date  said  Com- 
mission shall  expire. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chairman  of  said  Commission  shall  be 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  in  case  the  Mayor  shall  decline  to 
serve  as  Chairman,  the  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Commission.  The  said  Commission  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation. The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  render  such 
service  to  the  Commission  as  shall  be  needed  in  their 
deliberations. 

Sect.  3.  The  Committee  on  Finance  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
requested  to  approve  bills  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said 
Commission,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  out  of  Item  7  of  the 
appropriation  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils  to  the  amount  of  one 
thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  the  bill  to  be  first  approved  by  a 
majority  of  said  Commission. 

Sect.  4.  The  members  of  said  Commission  to  be  elected 
by  Councils  shall  be  elected  by  Councils  in  joint  convention. 
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held  at  such  time  as  the  Councils  may  determine ;  and  in  case 
of  vacancies  in  said  Commission,  occurring  by  reason  of  any 
person  or  official  named  declining  to  serve,  or  otherwise, 
Councils  may  in  joint  convention  fill  such  vacancies  by  the 
election  of  such  persons  as  they  may  deem  proper.  The  said 
Commission  may  be  dissolved  at  any  time  on  the  passage  of  a 
resolution  or  ordinance  to  that  eifect.

In  case  of  failure  to  connect  the  drainage  with  the 
public  sewer  within  the  time  specified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  notify  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  shall  at  once  pro- 
ceed to  make  the  necessary  connections,  which  connections 
shall  be  from  the  sewer  to  the  building  line,  the  cost  of  which 
shall  be  collected  as  provided  for  by  Act  of  Assembly,  April 
10,  1867,  the  work  to  be  done  out  of  a  special  item  to  be  pro- 
vided by  Councils  for  that  purpose,  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

Columbia  avenue,  from  west  side  of  Broad  street  to  east  side 
of  Twenty-third  street ;  west  side  of  Broad  street,  from  Col- 
umbia avenue  to  Master  street ;  Fifteenth  street,  from  Mont- 
gomery avenue  to  Master  street;  Sixteenth  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Master;  Seventeenth  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Master;  Eighteenth  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Master ;  Nineteenth  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Master ;  Twentieth  street,  from 
Montgomery  avenue  to  Master :  Provided,  That  the  said 
25 
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Columbia  Electric  Light  Company  shall  comply  with  the  pro- 
vision of  the  ordinance  approved  August  5,  1886,  regulating 
the  laying,  maintenance  and  construction  of  underground 
wires,  electric  conductors,  conduits,  cables  and  tubes,  and  such 
other  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  relating  to  the 
laying  and  construction  of  the  same,  and  also  with  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors  from  time  to  time  for  the  laying  and  maintenance 
of  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits  and  tubes  not  provided 
for  in  the  general  ordinance  above  mentioned. 

Sect.  2.  In  consideration  of  the  grant  of  said  privileges, 
said  company  shall,  without  cost  or  charge,  furnish  and  supply 
wires  and  current  for  lighting,  and  thoroughly  light  all  build- 
ings now  erected  or  which  may  hereafter  be  erected  and  occu- 
pied or  to  be  occupied  by  the  City  for  police,  school  or  other 
municipal  purposes,  along  or  upon  the  said  route  herein 
authorized,  and  furnish  two  (2)  ducts  for  the  use  of  the  City 
on  said  route ;  and  shall  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  City 
Treasury  five  (5)  per  cent,  per  annum  of  said  company's  net 
earnings ;  and  shall  give  a  bond  satisfactory,  to  the  City  Solic- 
itor, in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  to  protect  the 
City  from  loss  or  damage  by  accident  or  otherwise  in  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  conduits  or  wires  ;  and  shall 
first  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50) 
for  advertising  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  recognizing  the 
importance  of  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  harbor  of 
the  port  of  Philadelphia,  have  together  appropriated  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  acquisition  and  vesting  in  the  United  States  of 
the  title  to  Smith's  Island,  Windmill  Island  and  such  other 
islands  or  parts  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  removed  in 
connection  with  said  improvement :  And  whereas,  The 
amount  so  appropriated  as  aforesaid  is  insufficient  for  the  said 
purpose  :  Now,  therefoIie,  In  furtherance  of  said  object  and 
to  provide  for  such  deficiency :

Section  1.     The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  there  shall  be,  and  there  is 
hereby  appropriated  and  set  apart  out  of  loan  authorized  by 
"  ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  sum  of  four  million  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  the  repayment  of  temporary  loans,  the  purchase  of

west,  under  such  permits  and  specifications  as  may  be  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinances  of  Councils,  and  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors:  Provided^  That  the  said  Powelton 
Electric  Company  shall  furnish  at  least  ten  arc  lights  in  the 
City  free  of  charge,  as  soon  as  it  is  prepared  to  furnish  arc 
lights  to  its  customers,  and  that  they  will  light  free  of  cost  all 
police  and  fire  stations  on  their  lines.  Nothing  contained 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  grant  permission  to  run  cars  or 
vehicles  by  overhead  service  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City. 
The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  poles  and  conduits  of 
said  Powelton  Electric  Company  to  attach  wires  thereto  for 
municipal  purposes  without  cost,  and  all  poles  and  wires  shall 
be  erected  under  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety.

— All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
Broad  street  and  the  Delaware  River,  and  south  of  Ellsworth 
street,  west  from  Passyunk  avenue  (and  south  of  Wharton 
street,  east  from  Passyunk  avenue),  at  present  constituting  the 
First  Ward  and  a  part  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward. 

TJdrd  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  south  of  Vine  street  and 
north  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  First  and  Second  Survey 
districts,  at  present  constituting  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  wards. 

Fourth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  north  of  Vine  street  and 
south  of  Poplar  street,  from  Schuylkill  River  to  Sixth  street, 
and  south  of  Oxford  street,  from  Sixth  street  to  Frankford 
avenue,  and  west  of  Frankford  avenue,  from  Oxford  street  to 
Laurel  street,  and  southwest  of  Laurel  street,  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  the  Delaware  River,  at  present  constituting  the 
Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Six- 
teenth and  Seventeenth  Wards. 

Fifth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Allegheny  avenue,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Germantown 
avenue,  on  the  south  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Allegheny 
avenue  to  the  Frankford  Creek  (on  the  southeast,  by  the 
Frankford  Creek),  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Wingohocking 
street,  and  by  "F"  street,  from  Wingohocking  street  to  the 
county  line  on  the  east,  by  Wingohocking  street,  from  Frank- 
ford Creek  to  "  F  "  street,  and  from  Broad  street  to  German- 
town  avenue  and  by  the  county  line,  between  Broad  and  "  F  " 
streets  on  the  north,  by  Broad  street  on  the  west  and  by 
Germantown  avenue,  from  Allegheny  avenue  to  Wingohocking 
street  on  the  southwest,  at  present  constituting  portions  of 
the  Twenty-second,  Twenty-fifth  and  Thirty-third  wards. 

Sixth  District.— AW  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Laurel  street,  between  Delaware  River  and  Frankford  avenue 
on  the  southwest,  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Laurel  street  to 
Oxford  street  on  the  west,  by  Oxford  street,  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  Sixth  street  on  the  south,  by  Sixth  street,  from 
Oxford  street  to  Germantown  avenue  and  by  Germantown 
avenue,  from  Sixth  street  to  Allegheny  avenue  on  the  west,  by 
Allegheny  avenue,   from  Germantown  avenue  to  Frankford 
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avenue  on  the  north,  by  Frankford  avenue  from  Allegheny 
avenue  to  Frankford  Creek  on  the  northwest,  by  Frankford 
Creek,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Luzerne  street,  by  Luzerne 
and  Pike  streets  on  the  northeast,  by  Richmond  street  from 
Luzerne  and  Pike  streets  and  by  the  Delaware  River  on  the 
southeast,  at  present  constituting  the  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth, 
Thirty-first  and  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Wards. 

Seventh  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Poplar  street  and  south  of  Susquehanna  avenue  east  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  and  west  of  Sixth  street  from  Poplar  street 
to  Germantown  avenue,  and  southwest  of  Germantown  avenue, 
from  Sixth  street  to  Susquehanna  avenue,  at  present  consti- 
tuting the  Twentieth,  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirty-second  Wards. 

Eighth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  on 
the  southeast  by  School  lane,  on  the  southwest  by  the  Schuyl- 
kill River,  on  the  northeast  by  Wissahickon  avenue,  and  on  the 
northwest  by  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  the 
Twenty-first  Ward. 

Ninth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  on 
the  southwest  by  Wissahickon  avenue,  on  the  northeast  by  the 
county  line,  on  the  east  by  Broad  street,  on  the  south  and 
southeast  by  Roberts  avenue  and  Wingohocking  street,  and  on 
the  northwest  by  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  a 
portion  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

Tenth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
and  northeast  of  Pike  street,  from  Delaware  River  to  Rich- 
mond street,  Luzerne  street,  from  Richmond  street  to  Frank- 
ford Creek,  the  Frankford  Creek  to  Wingohocking  street, 
Wingohocking  street  to  "  F  "  street,  "F"  street  to  county 
line,  and  southeast  of  Richmond  street,  between  Pike  and 
Luzerne  streets,  at  present  constituting  the  Twenty-third  and 
a  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward. 

Eleventh  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  at  present 
constituting  the  Twenty-fourth  and  Thirty-fourth  Wards. 

Twelfth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south

Section  1.  The.  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

Provided,  That  the  said  Suburban  Electric  Company  shall 
furnish  at  least  five  arc  lights  to  the  City  free  of  charge,  as 
soon  as  it  is  prepared  to  furnish  arc  lights  to  its  customers, 
and  that  they  will  light,  free  of  cost,  all  police  and  fire  stations 
on  their  lines.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  grant  permission  to  run  cars  or  vehicles  by  overhead  service 
on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  :     Provided,  also,    That  the 
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City  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  poles  and  conduits  of  said 
Suburban  Electric  Company  to  attach  wires  thereto  for  munic- 
ipal purposes,  without  cost,  and  all  poles  and  wires  to  be 
erected  under  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  and  the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be 
completed  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  : 
And  provided  further.  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  shall  be 
paid  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

street.  Front  street  from  Harrison  street  to  Lehigh  avenue, 
and  Kensington  avenue  from  Front  and  York  streets  to  Alle- 
gheny avenue,  under  the  following  conditions  :  That  said 
Merchant's  Electric  Light  Company,  of  North  Front  street, 
shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  regulating 
the  laying  and  construction  of  underground  wires,  electrical 
conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, approved  August  5,  1886,  and  its  supplements ;  also,

Bureau)  and  to  be  located  by  said  Department  and  Bureau 
when  said  conduits  are  laid  ;  and  if  at  any  time  said  Company 
shall  manufacture  and  install  incandescent  lights,  they  shall 
light  free  of  cost  to  the  City,  all  schools,  station  and  fire 
engine  houses  along  the  route  of  said  conduit  through  which 
such  incandescent  service  is  introduced,  which  shall  be  satis- 
factory to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau).

from  Germantown  avenue  to  Wissahickon  avenue  ;  on  Upsal 
street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Green  street;  on  Carpenter 
street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Wissahickon  avenue;  on 
Green  street,  from  Carpenter  street  to  Manheim  street;  on 
Gorgas  street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Chew  street ;  on 
Chew  street  to  Wis  tar  street ;  on  Herman  street,  from  Ger- 
mantown avenue  to  Morton  street ;  on  Washington  lave,  from 
Germantown  avenue  to  Wayne  street;  on  Wayne  street  to 
School  lane;  on  Westview  street,  from  Green  street  to  Wissa- 
hickon avenue ;  on  that  portion  of  Germantown  avenue  be- 
tween Wistar  street  and  Walnut  lane,  and  on  Wistar  street  to 
Germantown  avenue  ;  the  said  company  shall  have  authority 
to  place  such  wires  and  fixtures  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau).  The  work 
of  erecting  the  poles  and  wires  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical 
Bureau),  and  shall  be  fully  completed  within  two  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

The  said  company  shall  furnish  free  telephonic  service  to 
all  buildings  occupied  by  the  City  for  police,  fire,  or  school 
purposes  as  may  be  ordered  from  time  to  time  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau).  The  City  shall 
have  and  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  place  wires  and  fixtures 
for  municipal  purposes  on  any  of  the  poles  herein  authorized 
without  any  cost  to  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Bell  Telephone  Company  shall 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  the  latter  to  be  in  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  be  entered  of  record  and  satis- 
factory to  the  City  Solicitor  conditioned  on  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  ordinances  now  in 
force,  or  to  be  hereafter  enacted,  regulating  the  construction, 
maintenance,  and  license  charges  of  telegraph  or  telephone 
poles,  wires,  and  fixtures,  and  that  they  will,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  remove  the 
poles  or  wires  herein  before  authorized,  and  will,  before  exer- 
cising any  of  the  privileges  under  this  ordinance,  obtain  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau)  a  permit 
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to  erect  the  poles  and  wires,  and  pay  fifty  dollars  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.  So  much  of  the 
ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  relative  to  telegraph  poles 
and  wires  as  may  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions and  terms  of  this  ordinance  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
forfeiture  of  the  bond  named  herein,  deprive  said  company  of 
all  the  privileges  granted  hereby  and  hereunder,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  thereupon  remove  said 
poles  and  wires  and  fixtures  of  the  said  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany at  the  latter's  expense  and  cost.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit   the  sale  of  adulterated   or    impure    milk   in    the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  whoever,  by  himself  or  by 
his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of 
any  person,  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  cus- 
tody or  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  exposes 
or  offers  for  sale  as  pure  milk,  any  milk  from  which  the  cream 
or  any  part  thereof  has  been  removed,  or  which  has  been 
watered,  adulterated  or  changed  in  any  respect  by  the  addi- 
tion of  water  or  other  substance,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penal- 
ties hereinafter  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  No  dealer  in  milk  and  no  servant  or  agent  of 
such  a  dealer  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  deliver, 
milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any  part  thereof  has  been  re- 
moved, unless  in  a  conspicuous  place  above  the  centre,  upon  the 
outside  of  every  vessel,  can  or  package  from  or  in  which  such 
milk  is  sold,  the  words  "  Skimmed  Milk "  are  distinctly 
38 
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marked  in  uncondensed  gothic  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in 
length.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have  in 
his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  de- 
liver, skimmed  milk  containing  less  than  eight  and  fifty  hun- 
dredths (8.50)  per  cent,  of  the  milk  solids  exclusive  of  butter 
fat.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  sell,  or  who  shall 
offer  for  sale,  or  who  shall  transport  or  carry  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  or  who  shall  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  any  impure,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  and 
every  person  who  shall  adulterate  milk,  or  who  shall  keep  cows 
for  the  production  of  milk  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  condition, 
or  feed  the  same  on  food  that  produces  impure,  diseased  or  un- 
wholesome milk,  or  shall  feed  cows  on  distillery  waste  usually 
called  "swill,"  or  upon  any  substance  in  the  state  of  putrefac- 
tion or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an  unwholesome 
nature,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  in  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  addition  of  water  or  any  other  substance 
or  thing  is  hereby  declared  an  adulteration,  and  milk  that  is 
obtained  from  animals  that  are  fed  on  distillery  waste  usually 
called  "swill,  "  or  upon  any  substance  in  a  state  of  putrefac- 
tion or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an  unwholesome 
nature,  or  milk  that  has  been  exposed  to  or  contaminated  by 
the  emanations,  discharges  or  exhalations  from  persons  sick 
with  any  contagious  disease  by  which  the  health  or  life  of  any 
person  may  be  endangered,  or  milk  from  tubercular  cows,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  impure  and  unwholesome. 

Sect.  6.  That  in  all  prosecutions  under  this  ordinance,  if 
the  milk  shall  be  shown  upon  analysis  by  the  chemist  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  or  by  any  chemist  or  chemists  appointed  or 
designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  contain  more  than  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  water 
fluids,  or  to  contain  less  than  twelve  per  cent,  of  milk  solids,  or 
to  contain  less  than  eight  and  fifty  hundredths  (8.50)  per  cent, 
of  milk  solids  exclusive  of  butter  fat,  such  milk  shall  be 
deemed  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  be  adulterated. 
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Sect.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  the  first  offence  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  a  second 
offence  or  subsequent  offence,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  tiie  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  recovered  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  proceedings  and  process  as  the 
law  provides  for  the  recovery  of  debts  of  the  like  amount  and 
all  such  penalties. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Milk,  together  with  such 
assistants,  analysts,  clerks  and  collectors  of  samples  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  the  Board  of  Health  through  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  at  such  compensation  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Councils  ;  said  inspector  or  assistant,  having 
reason  to  believe  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  being 
violated,  shall  have  power  to  open  any  can,  vessel  or  package 
containingmilk,  whether  sealed,  locked  or  otherwise,  or  Avhether 
in  transit  or  otherwise ;  and  if  upon  inspection  he  shall  find 
such  can,  vessel  or  package  to  contain  any  milk  which  has 
been  adulterated,  or  from  which  the  cream  or  any  part  thereof 
has  been  removed,  or  which  is  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for 
sale,  or  held  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in 
violation  of  any  section  of  this  ordinance,  said  inspector  is  em- 
powered and  directed  to  take  a  sample  of  the  same  for  analy- 
sis and  put  into  a  can,  vessel  or  package,  to  be  sealed  in  the 
presence  of  one  or  more  witnesses  and  sent  to  the  chemist  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  any  chemist  or  chemists  appointed  or 
designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  ;  and  also  to  condemn  the  same  and  pour  the  contents 
of  such  can,  vessel  or  package  upon  the  ground  or  return  the 
same  to  the  consignor,  and  if  upon  analysis  such  milk  shall 
prove  to  be  adulterated,  shall  direct  said  suit  to  be  brought 
against  the  person  or  party  so  violating  the  law :  Provided., 
hotvevei\  that  if  upon  analysis  it  is  proved  that  the  condemned 
milk  is  unadulterated,  the  City  shall  be  liable  for  the  value  of 
the  article  destroyed.  Provided  also.  That  in  each  and  every 
case  where  an  inspector  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  condemn 
the  milk  belonging  to  any  dealer,  servant  or  agent,  he  shall  at 
the  time  of  taking  and  sealing  his  sample,  in  the  same  manner 
and  form,  seal  a  sample  of  an  equal  quantity  of  the  milk  con- 
demned and  deliver  it  to  the  dealer,  servant  or  agent,  with  a 
written    notice  certifying   that   he   has   condemned  so  many 
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gallons  of  milk  and  taken  samples  of  tlie  same  for  examina- 
tion and  proof,  one  of  which  samples  he  has  returned  sealed  to 
the  dealer,  servant  or  agent  with  this  notice  of  condemnation. 

Sect.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  keep 
a  complete  record  of  his  proceedings  as  inspector,  giving  a  full 
account  of  all  inspections  of  milk  made  by  himself  or  his 
deputies  or  others  for  the  said  Board  of  Health,  including 
the  names  of  each  person,  producer,  firm  or  corporation 
owning  or  claiming  to  own  the  milk  so  inspected,  together  with 
their  farms,  places  of  business  or  residence,  or  the  railroad 
station  used  for  shipment  or  delivery  thereof,  and  the  re- 
sults of  the  analysis  in  each  case,  which  record  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  Board  of  Health  under  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  And  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
furnish  for  publication  monthly  to  the  city  newspapers  willing 
to  publish  the  same  a  full  list  or  bulletin  of  all  producers  and 
dealers  from  whose  milk  samples  shall  have  been  taken  during 
the  previous  calendar  month,  with  the  results  of  the  analysis 
in  each  case  attached,  with  such  notes  as  shall  indicate  so  far 
as  possible  to  what  extent  the  samples  may  appear  to  be  adul- 
terated or  otherwise  altered  or  deficient  within  the  meaning  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  under 
this  ordinance  if  he  shows  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate 
or  court  before  whom  he  is  charged  with  any  violation  thereof 
that  he  could  not  have  ascertained  that  the  milk  was  altered, 
adulterated,  impure  or  unwholesome.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  His  Honor  the  jNIayor  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  requested,  and  the  City  Solicitor  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  instructed  to  take  all  necessary  steps,  by  legal  or 
amicable  proceedings,  for  the  immediate  removal  of  the  pas- 
senger railway  tracks  and  sidings  from  Broad  street,  north 
from  Indiana  avenue,  so  that  the  said  street  may  be  repaved 
with  an  improved  pavement. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  stop 
the  running  of  any  car  or  cars  upon  the  railway  tracks  now 
laid  upon  Broad  street,  north  from  Glenwood  avenue,  until  the 
said  street  is  repaved  in  accordance  with  the  notice  to  do  such 
work  served  by  him  upon  the  passenger  railway  company 
owning  the  said  tracks  and  running  cars  over  the  same,  as 
required  by  the  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  and  the  various 
supplements  thereto. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be.  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  grade 
Broad  street,  from  Glenwood  avenue  to  Clearfield  street,  to  the 
established  grade  of  the  City,  and  if  necessary  to  reset  the  curb 
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within  those  limits,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  three  thousand 
(3000)  dollars,  advertising  for  this  work  and  awarding  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed, 
under  the  contracts  heretofore  awarded,  with  the  repaying  of 
Broad  street,  north  from  Glenwood  avenue,  with  sheet 
asphalt,  with  broken  stone  vulcanite  base  and  binder,  and  to 
charge  the  cost  thereof  to  the  appropriations  heretofore  made 
for  this  work,  sending  the  bills  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  col- 
lection from  the  passenger  railway  company  occupying  the 
said  street. 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  levy  and  fix  the  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1891. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revi- 
sion of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to 
levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1890  (except  such  as  are  marked 
agricultural  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban)  a  tax  of 
one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
of  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1891  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
(22)  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be 
printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  herein- 
before mentioned.

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
*' agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  an  addition  or  pen- 
alty of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  pay- 
able to  the  same.

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Ellsworth,  Federal,  Wharton,  Reed,  Dickinson,  Tasker,  Morris, 
Moore,  Mifflin,  McKean,  Snyder  avenue,  Jackson,  Wolfe, 
Ritner,  Porter,  Shunk,  Oregon  avenue,  Johnson,  Bigler, 
Pollock,  Packer,  from  the  Delaware  River  to  the  Schuylkill 
River,  and  on  Delaware  avenue.  Front,  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Eleventh, 
Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Broad,  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  Twenty- 
second,  Twenty-third,  TAventy-fourth,  Twenty-sixth  and 
Twenty-seventh,  from  South  to  Packer  street ;  Gray's  Ferry 
road,  from  South  street  to  Schuylkill  river ;  Passyunk  avenue,

In  consideration  of  the  grant  of  said  privileges, 
said  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  efl^ct  that  they  will  furnish,  free  of  expense, 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau),  for  the 
use  of  the  City,  two  ducts  or  chambers,  or  in  lieu  thereof 
furnish  the  said  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical 
Bureau),  for  the  use  of  the  City  at  all  times,  with  three  good 
working  conductors,  by  special  cable  or  otherwise,  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  as  required  by 
the  ordinance  approved  August  5,  1886,  and  that  said  Com- 
pany shall  also  furnish,  free  of  cost  to  the  City,  ten  arc  street 
lights,  to  be  located  at  such  points  as  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  may  direct ;  and  shall  also  furnish,  free  of  cost  to 
the  City,  the  lighting  of  all  police  stations,  fire  houses  and

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  proper  officers  be,  and

of  electrical  conduits  and  the  resetting  of  electric  light  poles, 
the  extension,  lowering  and  relaying  of  gas-pipes,  the  reset- 
ting of  gas  lamps,  the  extension  of  sewer  necks  and  the  build- 
ing of  inlets,  and  the  extension,  lowering  and  relaying  of 
water-pipe  and  the  resetting  of  fire-plugs.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Company  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  authorizing  it  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  certain 
streets  in  said  City,  regulating  the  manner  of  entry  and 
occupancy,  providing  for  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such 
authority,  vacating  and  opening  certain  streets,  striking  cer- 
tain streets  from  the  City  Plan,  revising  street  grades,  and 
otherwise  providing  for  said  construction  and  matters  inci- 
dental thereto,  and  including  permission  to  the  Union  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company  and  its  lessees  to  make  needed  changes 
in  the  location  of  its  tracks. 

Wher.eas,  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad 
Company  has  been  organized  under  the  general  railroad  law  of 
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1868,  and  it  is  proposed  by  the  said  Terminal  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  fix  its  northern  terminus  at  a  point  of  connection  with 
the  railroad  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norristown 
Railroad  Company,  on  Ninth  street,  at  or  near  Fairmount 
avenue,  in  the  said  City,  and  its  southern  terminus  at  or  near 
Twelfth  and  Market  streets,  in  said  City,  and  to  make  a  connec- 
tion with  the  railroad  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  at  or  near  Broad  and  Noble  streets,  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Terminal  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  upon  and  occupy  by  way  of  crossing  only,  any  and  all 
streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  or  other  highways,  over  or  upon  which 
it  may  be  necessary  for  the  line  of  its  railroad  to  pass,  as  shown 
upon  the  plan  made  part  of  this  ordinance — that  is,  from  a 
point  on  Ninth  street,  at  or  near  Fairmount  avenue  to  Twelfth 
and  Market  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said 
Terminal  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  connect  its 
tracks  with  those  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norris- 
town Railroad  Company  on  Ninth  street,  and  with  the  tracks 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company  on  Penn- 
sylvania avenue  at  or  near  Broad  and  Noble  streets,  as  shown 
upon  the  plans  herein  referred  to,  and  shall  also  have  the  right 
to  occupy  longitudinally  such  portions  of  Ninth  street  and  Noble 
street  as  are  embraced  by  the  line  of  said  Railroad. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad 
Company  shall  dedicate  or  cause  to  be  dedicated  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  street,  a  strip  of 
ground  fifty  feet  in  width  along  the  west  side  of  and  parallel 
with  the  said  railroad  extending  from  the  south  side  of  Wal- 
lace street  to  the  north  side  of  Mt.  Vernon  street ;  also,  an- 
other strip  of  ground  fifty  feet  in  width  along  the  west  side  of 
said  railroad,  extending  from  the  south  side  of  Mt.  Vernon 
street  to  the  north  side  of  Green  street,  and  a  strip  of  ground 
making,  with  the  street  called  Linden  street,  now  on  the  City 
Plan,  a  street  fifty  feet  in  width,  extending  along  the  west 
side  of  said  railroad  from  the  south  side  of  Green 
street  to  the  north  side  of  Spring  Garden  street,  and 
shall  pay  all  expenses  of  grading,  paving,  and  curbing  and 
other  charges  connected  therewith.  And  by  reason  of  the 
changes  herein  authorized,  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  may  be  located  on  said  new  street, 
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with  the  requisite  turnouts,  and  said  railway  company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  to  maintain  and  operate 
said  tracks. 

Sect.  3.  It  is  ordered  and  directed  that  Mt.  Vernon  street, 
between  the  west  side  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Ter- 
minal Railroad  and  the  west  line  of  Ninth  street,  and  Wallace 
street  between  the  Avest  line  of  the  new  street  herein  provided 
for  and  the  west  line  of  Jay  street,  and  Ninth  street  between 
the  south  line  of  Fairmount  avenue  and  the  north  line  of 
Green  street,  shall  be  vacated,  and  that  proper  proceedings 
shall  be  instituted  by  the  City  Solicitor  to  secure  said  vacation 
by  reason  of  said  streets  having  become  useless,  inconvenient, 
dangerous,  and  burdensome :  Provided,  however,  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  thus  vacated  until  the  new  street  herein  provided 
for  shall  have  been  dedicated  and  opened. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  revise  the  plans  of  the  city  by  striking  Mt.  Vernon 
street,  from  the  west  line  of  the  said  new  street  to  the  west 
line  of  Ninth  street,  and  Wallace  street  between  the  west  line 
of  the  new  street  herein  provided  for  and  the  west  line  of 
Jay  street,  and  Ninth  street  between  the  south  line  of  Fair- 
mount  avenue  and  the  north  line  of  Green  street,  from  the 
city  plan  ;  providing  the  same  shall  not  be  stricken  off  until  the 
said  new  street  shall  have  been  opened  for  travel  as  aforesaid  : 
Provided,  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  indemnify  the  City  of  Philadelphia  against  all 
claims  for  damages  by  reason  of  the  changes  directed  to  be 
done  in  sections  two  and  three,  and  that  said  railroad  company 
shall  pay  all  expenses  incident  to  said  changes. 

Sect.  4,  The  said  railroad  company  shall  begin  the  construc- 
tion of  its  road  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and  shall  complete  the  same  within  three  years  from 
said  date. 

Sect.  5.  The  route  of  said  railroad  shall  be  substantially 
that  which  is  shown  upon  the  map  or  plan  now  presented  and 
filed  in  the  oifice  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  before 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  railroad  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  of  the  said  railroad  company,  but  all  structures  across 
the  highways  shall  be  built  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.     All  crossings  of  all  highways 
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shall  be  overhead,  with  a  clearance  of  headway  of  not  less  than 
thirteen  feet  above  the  curb  line. 

The  road  shall  be  built  throughout  in  a  substantial  manner 
and  so  as  to  make  the  same  as  noiseless  as  practicable  by  the 
use  of  the  most  approved  means  of  deadening  sound,  and  all 
crossings  shall  be  by  iron  bridges,  properly  screened,  with  stone 
abutments.  No  piers,  or  columns,  or  structures  of  any  kind 
shall  be  located  upon  the  cartways  or  sidewalks  of  any  of  the 
streets  crossed  by  said  railroad,  except  as  shown  upon  the  said 
plans. 

Sect.  7.  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  through  the 
Board  of  Surveys,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make 
all  changes  of  lines  and  grades  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  road  herein  authorized  ;  but  the  said  railroad  company 
shall  pay  all  expenses  and  damages  arising  from  such  change 
of  lines  and  grades. 

Sect.  8.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  directed 
and  authorized  to  revise  the  grade  of  Columbia  avenue  at  or 
near  the  point  where  the  same  crosses  the  line  of  the  Philadel- 
phia, Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad,  and  to  revise  the 
grades  of  Broad  street  and  Lehigh  avenue  at  or  near  the  place 
where  the  said  streets  cross  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  German- 
town  and  Norristown  Railroad,  so  that  said  streets  shall  be 
carried  over  the  line  of  the  said  railroad,  and  to  revise  the  grade 
of  Broad  street  at  or  near  Pennsylvania  avenue,  where  Broad 
street  crosses  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
road Company,  so  that  Broad  street  can  be  carried  over  the 
said  railroad.  Said  changes  of  grade,  after  said  revisions,  shall 
be  made  by  said  Department :  Provided,  That  all  expenses 
and  damages  incident  thereto  shall  be  paid  by  said  railroad 
company,  which  shall  hold  the  City  of  Philadelphia  indemnified 
against  the  same. 

The  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  be  obliged  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
without  expense  to  the  City,  that  portion  of  the  structures,  with 
the  approaches  thereto,  fiecessary  to  carry  Broad  street  and 
Columbia  avenue  and  Lehig-h  avenue,  at  the  elevation  and  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  herewith  submitted,  over  the  Phila- 
delphia, Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad,  and  to  construct, 
or  cause  to  be  constructed,  without  expense  to  the  City,  so 
mucli  of  the  structure,  with  the  approaches  thereto,  as  shall  be 
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necessary  to  carry  Broad  street  at  Pennsylvania  avenue,  at  the 
elevation  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  submitted  herewith, 
over  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company. 

Sect.  9.  Before  any  work  shall  be  commenced  by  the  said 
railroad  company  it  shall  enter  into  a  bond,  in  a  form  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railroad  Company  as  surety,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  conditions,  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  the  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance. 

Before  the  commencement  of  any  work  under  this  ordinance 
the  said  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
shall  join  with  the  said  Terminal  Railroad  Company  in  the 
execution  of  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  do  all 
the  things  directed  by  this  ordinance  to  be  done  by  said  Ter- 
minal Company. 

Sect.  10.  Within  ninety  days  of  the  revision  of  grades  pro- 
vided for  in  the  eishth  section  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Railroad  Company  to  commence  the  construction  of 
the  structures  and  approaches  stipulated  for  in  said  section. 
This  work  shall  be  prosecuted  continuously  and  with  all  reason- 
able rapidity,  and  shall  be  fully  completed  within  three  years  of 
the  date  of  this  ordinance.  Until  the  full  completion  of  all  of 
"said  structures  and  approaches,  the  elevated  railroad  hereby 
authorized  shall  not  be  used  in  the  transportation  of  freight  or 
passengers,  saving  to  such  extent  as  it  shall  be  necessary  to  use 
it,  during  the  course  of  its  construction,  in  assisting  in  such 
construction.

by  the  River  Front  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad 
Companies,  and  the  entering  of  security. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  Ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line 
Railroad  Company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  to 
build  its  line  of  railroad  from  its  point  of  commencement  at 
or  near  the  Atlantic  Refinery,  in  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward, 
thence  by  a  line  following  the  general  direction  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill and  Delaware  Rivers  to  the  terminus  of  the  said  railroad, 
at  or  near  Monroe,  otherwise  known  as  Princeton  street,  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward ;  also  to  build  branches  of  said  railroad 
from  a  point  marked  A  on  the  map  accompanying  this  ordi- 
nance, by  the  route  shown  thereon,  to  a  point  on  the  City  Line 
marked  B,  and  from  points  marked  C,  E,  G  and  I  to  points 
marked  D,  F,  H  and  K  respectively  on  sai^  map,  and  to  enter 
upon,  occupy  and  cross  with  its  line  and  branches  any  and  all 
streets,  lanes,  and  alleys  between  the  points  above  named,  with 
all  the  suitable  and  necessary  sidings,  turnouts  and  connec- 
tions into  and  upon  the  warehouses  and  Avharves  which  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  located  along  said  line  or  branches, 
when  such  sidings,  turnouts,  or  connections  are  requested  by 
the  owners  of  said  warehouses  and  wharves,  so  that  the  manu- 
factories and  business  interests  along  the  said  line  shall  have 
full  benefit  of  receiving  from  and  delivering  property  to  the 
said  railroad.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  no  sidings  shall 
be  laid  longitudinally  upon  any  other  streets  or  avenues  men- 
tioned hereafter  without  permission  of  Councils  is  first  by 
ordinance  obtained. 

The  route  of  the  said  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  and 
branches  thereof  shall  l)e  shown  upon  a  map  to  be  filed  at  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  route  shall  be  as  follows : 

Commencing  with  a  double  track  on   Schuylkill  avenue,  at 
Curtin  street,  in  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward :   thence  southwardly 
54 
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in  Schuylkill  avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  Hoyt  street ;  thence 
curving  southeastwardly  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Avenue  Thirty-seven  south  and  Thirty-second  street ;  thence 
southeastwardly,  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Girard  Point  Ex- 
tension Railroad,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Avenue 
Forty-two  south  and  Twenty-seventh  street ;  thence  curving 
southwardly  to  a  point  in  Twenty-sixth  street  near  Avenue 
Forty-three  south ;  thence  southwardly  in  Twenty-sixth  street 
to  a  point  north  of  Avenue  Forty-five  south  ;  thence  curving 
eastwardly  to  a  point  in  Avenue  Forty-five  south,  east  of 
Twenty-sixth  street ;  thence  eastwardly  in  Avenue  Forty-five 
south  to  Government  avenue  near  Twenty-second  street ;  thence 
northeastwardly  in  Government  avenue  to  a  point  where  the 
said  avenue  is  intercepted  by  Sixteenth  street  extended ;  thence 
eastwardly  in  Government  avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  Fifth 
street ;  thence  northwardly  on  Fifth  street  to  a  point  at  or  near 
Johnson  street ;  thence  curving  eastwardly  on  Johnson  street, 
crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  to 
a  point  on  Delaware  avenue ;  thence  northwardly  on  Delaware 
avenue  and  east  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intei'section  of  Dela- 
ware avenue,  Porter  street  and  Commercial  avenue ;  thence 
northwestwardly  alBng  Commercial  avenue  parallel  with  and 
east  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company 
to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Commercial  avenue, 
Moore  street  and  iNIeadow  street ;  thence  northwardly  in  and 
along  Meadow  street  east  of  and  parallel  with  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  to  a  point 
at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Meadow  street  and  Tasker  street ; 
thence  curving  westwardly  and  northwardly  to  a  point  in  Front 
street,  north  of  Tasker  street,  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  in  Meadow  street,  and  the  tracks 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  in  Swanson  street ;  thence  north- 
wardly along  Front  street  to  a  point  at  or  near  Queen  street ; 
thence  curving  eastwardly  into  and  along  Queen  street  to  a 
point  in  Delaware  avenue  north  of  Queen  street,  crossing 
the  Swanson  Street  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  Railroad  and  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad ;  thence  northwardly  with  a  single  track  along  Dela- 
ware-avenue, and  property  adjacent  thereto,  nine  and  one-half 
feet  east  of  the  east  rail  of  the  tracks  now  laid  in  Delaware 
avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  Callowhill  street ;    thence  with   a 
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double  track  northeastwardly  along  Delaware  avenue  and  Beach 
street  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Aramingo  Canal ;  thence  curv- 
ino-  northwardly  in  and  along  the  general  course  of  said  canal 
to  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Heading 
Railroad ;  thence  northeastwardly  in  and  along  the  said  Ara- 
mingo Canal  or  street  to  a  point  near  Butler  street ;  thence 
curvino-  eastwardly  to  a  line  parallel  Avith  and  northeast  of 
Butler  street ;  thence  southeastwardly  along  same  to  a  point 
near  Casper  street ;  thence  curving  eastwardly  to  a  point  in 
Carbon  street  at  or  near  AVheat  Sheaf  lane  ;  thence  northeast- 
wardly in  Carbon  street  to  a  point  in  the  line  of  Carbon  street 
extended,  on  the  river  bank  at  or  near  Buckius  street ;  thence 
northwardly  by  the  general  courses  of  the  river  bank  to 
Bridge  street ;  thence  northeastAvardly  by  a  line  outside  of  the 
river  bank  and  crossing  the  mouth  of  Frankford  Creek  to  a 
point  on  the  wharf  of  the  Philadelphia  Cordage  Company  ; 
thence  northwardly,  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Kensington  and 
Tacony  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  to  a  point  in 
Milnor  street,  at  or  near  Funk  street ;  thence  northeastwardly 
in  Milnor  street  to  Monroe,  otherwise  known  as  Princeton  street. 

The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  A  on  the  main 
line  to  point  marked  B  on  County  Line  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  main  line  of  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad  in  Aramingo  Canal  or  street,  south  of  But- 
ler street,  thence  northeastwardly  in  the  Aramingo  Canal  or 
street  to  a  point  south  of  Wheat  Sheaf  lane ;  thence  curving 
westwardly,  crossing  Wheat  Sheaf  lane  west  of  the  Aramingo 
Canal  or  street  and  passing  under  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton 
Railroad  immediately  south  of  Frankford  Creek  ;  thence  along 
and  south  of  Frankford  Creek,  passing  under  Frankford  avenue, 
and  under  Kensington  avenue  at  or  near  "P"  street;  thence 
northwestwardly,  crossing  Juniata  avenue  at  or  near  "  0  " 
street,  Cayuga  street  at  or  near  '•  N  "  street,  Courtland  street 
at  or  near  ''L"  street,  Fisher's  lane  at  or  near  "J"  street; 
thence  northwestwardly,  following  the  general  course  of  Tacony 
Creek,  as  shown  on  the  map,  to  the  line  between  the  counties 
of  Philadelphia  and  Montgomery,  at  or  near  the  intersection  of 
Chelten  avenue  with  Cheltenham  avenue ;  the  said  branch  to 
have  Y  connection  with  the  railroad  tracks  of  the  main  line, 
parallel  with,  and  northeast  of  Butler  street. 

The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  C  on  the  main 
line  to  point  marked  D  shall  be  as  follows : — 
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Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  main  line  of  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad  in  Carbon  street  north  of  Butler  street, 
thence  southwestwardly  in  Carbon  street  to  a  point  in  the  line 
of  Carbon  street  extended,  on  the  river  bank ;  thence  south- 
westwardly  by  the  general  courses  of  the  river  bank  to  Allegheny 
avenue.  The  said  branch  to  have  Y  connection  with  the  rail- 
road tracks  of  the  main  line  parallel  with  and  northeast  of 
Bulter  street. 

The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  E  on  the  main 
line  to  point  marked  F  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  main  line  of  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad  in  Beach  street  south  of  the  Aramingo 
Canal,  thence  northeastwardly  in  Beach  street  to  Cumberland 
street. 

The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  Gr  on  the  main 
line  to  point  marked  H  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  main  line  of  road  on  Govern- 
ment avenue  near  and  west  of  Fifth  street ;  thence  extending 
eastwardly  along  Government  avenue  and  Avenue  Forty-three 
south  to  the  river  bank  at  or  near  Third  street ;  thence  along 
the  river  bank  to  a  point  at  or  near  Spangler  street. 

The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  I  on  the  main 
line  to  point  marked  K  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  Schuylkill  avenue  at  or  near 
Hoyt  street ;  thence  southwardly  in  Schuylkill  avenue  to  near 
Avenue  Thirty-six  south  ;  thence  curving  westward  to  the  river 
bank  ;  thence  following  the  general  line  of  the  river  bank  along 
the  Schuylkill  River  to  a  point  near  the  prolongation  southward 
of  Thirtieth  street ;  thence  curving  northward  to  a  connection 
with  the  tracks  of  the  Girard  Point  Extension  Railroad  at  or 
near  Avenue  Forty-five  south. 

There  shall  be  no  crossings  at  grade  of  existing  streets  now 
opened  nor  of  railroad  tracks  now  constructed  and  in  use  prior 
to  June  20,  1889,  by  the  portion  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line 
Railroad  along  the  Aramingo  Canal  and  Frankford  and  Tacony 
Creeks  to  the  county  line,  excepting  Richmond  street  at  its  cross- 
ing of  the  Aramingo  Canal,  and  on  the  portion  of  the  branch  line 
along  Butler  street  between  Richmond  street  and  Carbon  street. 
All  streets  crossing  Butler  street  between  the  Aramingo  Canal 
and  Richmond  street,  including  Richmond  street,  shall  be 
crossed  overhead  at  an  elevation  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works,  through  the  Board  of 
Surveys  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  from  time  to 
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time,  upon  the  demand  x)f  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  to  widen  Beach  street  and  Delaware  avenue  from 
Cumberland  street  to  the  south  side  of  Callowhill  street  on 
either  or  both  sides  of  said  streets,  to  an  additional  width  of  not 
more  than  thirty  feet ;  also  to  shift  the  tracks  occupied  by  the 
River  Front  Railroad  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
Railroad  Company,  wherever  necessary,  between  Cumberland 
street  and  the  south  side  of  Callowhill  street,  and  to  make 
such  revision  of  street  and  curb  lines  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enable  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company  to  be  constructed  and  operated  upon  said  widened 
streets  :  Provided,  That  the  shifting  of  the  aforesaid  tracks  shall 
be  done  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  that  all  expenses  of  every  kind  arising  from  the 
widening  of  said  streets,  the  revision  of  street  and  curb  lines, 
and  vacation  of  sidewalks,  and  the  shifting  of  aforesaid  tracks, 
including  all  damage  to  private  property  shall  be  borne  and 
paid  by  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany, wherever  it  shall  cross  or  occupy  any  now  opened  public 
street,  shall  keep  that  portion  thereof  occupied  by  its  tracks  in 
good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  harmless,  so  far  as  the  City  may  be  liable  there- 
for, from  any  responsibility  that  may  grow  out  of  the  construc- 
tion or  operation  of  the  said  railroad  and  branches  over,  upon, 
or  under  the  streets  as  aforesaid. 

When  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  direct  the  opening  and 
paving  or  macadamizing  of  any  street  now  upon  the  approved 
plan,  or  a  change  of  grade  of  any  street  now  open  across  the 
line  of  said  railroad  track  to  avoid  grade  crossings,  in  such  a 
way  as  shall  make  necessary  the  construction  of  bridges  and 
abutments,  the  railroad  company  shall  construct  at  its  OAvn 
expense  such  bridges  and  abutments  thus  made  necessary,  in 
accordance  with  plans  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  occupy  with  double  tracks  any 
portion  of  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  across  which 
the  route  of  the  said  railroad  and  branches  may  extend. 

Sect.  4.  The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company 
shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
that  where  the  line  of  the  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  on 
any  portion  of  Delaware  avenue  as  it  now  exists,  that  the  said 
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company  will  move  its  tracks  to  the  eastern  side  of  said  avenue 
whenever  Delaware  avenue  shall  be  widened  or  opened  of  a 
sufficient  width  to  permit  this  to  be  done.  And  thereupon  the 
said  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the 
right  to  lay  and  maintain  an  additional  track,  with  necessary 
turnouts  and  switches  upon  said  portion  of  Delaware  avenue  so 
widened  or  opened ;  and  if  at  any  time  hereafter  the  said  avenue 
shall  be  so  widened,  the  railroad  company  shall  indemnify  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  against  being  put  to  any  expense  by  reason 
of  the  building  of  bulkheads  and  of  the  grading  and  paving 
thereof. 

Sect.  5.  The  rights  conferred  by  this  ordinance  are  granted 
upon  the  express  and  precedent  condition  that  before  any  of  the 
said  rights  herein  conferred  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Philadel- 
phia Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  it  shall  procure  such  con- 
tracts under  bonds,  the  amount  of  which  is  to  be  hereinafter 
specified  to  be  executed  with  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  such 
form  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  as  will  make 
effectual  the  following  conditions  : 

That  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  shall,  in 
conjunction  with  all  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  enter 
into  an  agreement  bearing  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Solicitor,  that  the  whole  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line 
Railroad  and  its  branches  shall  be  completed  within  five  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  that  as  fast  as  the  said 
Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  and .  branches  shall  be  com- 
pleted each  part  thereof  as  rapidly  as  it  shall  be  constructed 
shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  all  railroad  companies  which  shall 
execute  a  satisfactory  agreement  to  comply  with  all  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  apply 
to  all  without  discrimination. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  limitations  and  penalties  respecting 
the  time  of  running  its  trains  and  the  standins:  of  its  eng;ines 
or  cars  upon  any  part  of  its  track  between  Callowhill  street 
and  Dock  street,  as  were  provided  for  the  River  Front  Rail- 
road Company,  in  ordinance  approved  May  31,  1877,  entitled 
"  An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  River  Front  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company  to  sever- 
ally and  jointly  occupy  and  use  certain  streets  for  railroad 
purposes,"  as  well  as  the  subsec^uent  decree  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  confirming  the  restrictions  as  provided  by 
ordinance. 
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Sect.  7.  The  position  of  the  said  railroad  tracks  upon  said 
streets  and  avenues  now  opened  shall  conform  to  the  established 
grade  thereof,  and  when  the  growth  of  improvement  shall 
require  bringing  the  streets  not  yet  opened  along  which  the 
said  railroad  or  its  branches  may  be  laid  to  the  conformed 
grades  of  the  City,  the  said  railroad  company  shall  at  its  own 
expense  raise  or  dei)ress  its  tracks  to  conform  to  the  said  grades 
wherever  and  whenever  it  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils  ordering  the  opening  and  paving  or  macadamizing 
of  said  streets  and  the  construction  as  to  plan  and  character  of 
rail,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works ; 
and  it  is  hereby  stipulated  that  before  any  of  the  streets  or 
avenues  herein  designated  shall  be  occupied  for  railroad  pur- 
poses, the  company  shall  file  an  obligation  with  the  City  Solici- 
tor, protecting  the  said  City  from  any  expenses  whatever  con- 
sequent upon,  or  growing  out  of  the  laying  of  said  railroad 
tracks  hereby  authorized  so  for  as  the  said  City  shall  be  liable. 

Sect,  8.  That  no  higher  charges  shall  be  made  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  for  the  transportation  of 
any  traffic  over  the  lines  of  the  railroad  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed, than  are  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  en- 
titled "  An  act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  approved  the 
liineteenth  day  of  February,  1849,  and  all  supplements  thereto. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  dividends  on  the  fully  paid  stock  be 
limited  to  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  all  excess  of  earnings  to  go 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  privileges  herein  and  hereby  given  to 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  are  conditioned 
upon  their  giving  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  each  section,  as  hereinafter  specified,  upon 
the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor,  the  following  bonds  of 
indemnification,  protecting  the  City  from  all  loss,  damage, 
claim  or  demand  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad 
tracks  herein  authorized  to  be  constructedby  the  Philadelphia  Belt 
Line  Railroad  Company  :  Upon  that  portion  of  the  line  between 
Point  Breeze  and  Pollock  street,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  ; 
upon  that  portion  of  the  line  between  Pollock  street  and  Reed 
street,  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars ;  between  Reed 
street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(250,000)  dollars ;  between  Cumberland  street  and  Tacony, 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars ;  between  Lehigh 
avenue  and  County  Line,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars.      Said 
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bonds  sball  bear  the  guarantee  or  security  of  one  or  more  of 
the  Philadelphia  trust  companies,  and  shall  terminate  and 
become  void  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  the  completion 
of  the  respective  sections  to  which  they  apply. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  modifications  in  the 
lines  and  grades  of  streets  crossed  by  the  Philadelphia  Belt 
Line  Railroad,  as  follows  : 

Lay  out  a  new  street,  fifty  feet  wide,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Aramingo  Canal,  from  Richmond  street  to  East  Girard  avenue. 
Lower  the  grade  of  East  Norris  street  and  East  Girard  avenue, 
at  the  crossing  of  the  Aramingo  Canal,  to  +  4.0  City  datum; 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Frankford  avenue,  the  elevation 
of  tracks  at  said  avenue  to  be  +  8.0  City  datum,  and  of  the 
Asylum  road,  near  Crescentville,  so  that  those  streets  shall  be 
carried  over  the  railroad,  on  bridges,  with  a  clearance  of  nine- 
teen feet ;  revise  the  grades  of  Kensington  avenue  and  Old 
Front  street,  so  that  Kensington  avenue  may  be  carried  over 
the  railroad  on  a  bridge  with  nineteen  feet  clearance ;  revise 
the  grades  of  Fisher's  lane,  Olney  road,  and  Old  Second 
street,  so  that  each  may  be  carried,  on  a  bridge,  over  the  rail- 
road, with  a  clearance  of  nineteen  feet ;  revise  the  lines  and 
grades  of  all  streets  not  now  open  along  the  line  of  Frankford 
Creek,  between  the  Aramingo  Canal  and  the  Montgomery 
county  line,  so  that  said  streets,  when  opened,  may  pass  either 
under  or  over  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad ;  revise  the 
grade  on  Queen  street,  between  Delaware  avenue  and  Swanson 
street,  and  on  the  west  side  of  Delaware  avenue. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  further  author- 
ized and  directed  to  make  such  revision  of  the  grades  of  any 
and  all  streets  upon  the  Plan  of  the  City  which  shall  be  affected 
by  the  aforesaid  revisions,  or  by  the  construction  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enable  the  said  railroad  to  be  constructed,  and  to  make  effectual 
the  aforesaid  revisions  of  grades  ;  conditioned  that  said  Phila- 
delphia Belt  Line  Railroad  shall  file  its  bond  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  (250,000)  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  file  in  the  Law  Department,  providing  that 
said  company  shall  pay  all  damages  arising  out  of  the  changes 
and  modifications  of  the  grades  of  the  streets,  avenues  and 
lanes,  now  opened,  mentioned  in  this  section. 

Sect.  12.  All  work  herein  and  hereby  authorized  shall  be 
done  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Public  Works,  and  nothing  herein  or  hereby  granted 
shall  prevent  Councils,  by  ordinance,  from  establishing  proper 
regulations  for  running  of  the  cars  and  locomotives  over  the 
streets  herein  named  as  may  be  required  for  the  protection  of 
the  citizens  and  business  interests  of  the  city,  and  before  exer- 
cising any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  herein  and  hereby  granted, 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  the  Philadelphia 
Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the 
printing  of  this  ordinance.

Education  from  assigning  to  several  sections  respectively  such 
proportions  of  the  whole  a])propriation  as  is  represented  by  the

and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  in  accordance  with  the  ordi- 
nance, entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  reception  of  bids 
and  awarding  of  contracts,"  approved  December  26,  1.882.

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  1st 
inst.,  inquiring  whether  under  the  ruling  of  a  recent  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  reference  to  hawking  and  vending 
you  will  be  required  to  discontinue  the  issuing  of  Venders' 
licenses,  as  per  ordinance  of  April  7,  1880,  I  reply  as  follows  : 

The  Act  of  1830  provides  that  nothing  contained  in  this 
Act  shall  prohibit  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  who 
may  manufacture  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  within  this 
Commonwealth  from  vending  or  exposing  the  same  to  sale  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  the  Act  had  not  been  passed  into 
a  law. 

Under  this  Act  it  appears  that  no  license  whatever  is  re- 
quired from  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  to  hawk,  and  ped- 
dle goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  being  of  the  growth,  pro- 
duct or  manufacture  of  this  State  over  the  entire  Common- 
monwealth,  including  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  District 
of  Southwark,  or  the  Townships  of  the  Northern  Liberties, 
Moyamensing  and  Passyunk. 

The  Act  of  May  9,  1889,  in  addition,  provides  that  per- 
sons may  hawk  and  peddle  goods  of  their  own  manufacture 
by  themselves  or  through  their  authorized  agents. 

The  Act  of  April  8,  1867,  provides  that  disabled  soldiers 
shall  have  the  right  to  hawk,  peddle  or  vend  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  within  this  Commonwealth  (Lancaster 


County  excepted  by  the  Act  of  April  17,  1869,  P.  L. 
1180),  by  procuring  a  license  for  that  purpose  to  be  issued 
without  cost. 

The  Act  of  April  9,  1868,  extends  this  right  to  sailors 
a,nd  marines.  , 

The  Act  of  April  24,  1857,  provides  that  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
licenses  annually  to  a  competent  number  of  responsible  persons 
resident  of  said  city,  as  hawkers,  to  expose  to  sale  and  sell 
foreign  fruits  by  retail  in  the  City  upon  said  payment  of  five 
dollars. 

It  also  appears  from  all  legislation  upon  the  subject,  that 
there  is  nothing  to  prohibit  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia from  passing  an  ordinance  regulating  the  subject 
within  its  corporate  limits,  concerning  the  right  of  any  person 
to  vend,  hawk  and  peddle  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
being  of  the  growth,  product  or  manufacture  of  this  state. 

Provided,  the  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  this  Commonwealth. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils  of  April  7,  1880,  is  not  repugnant  to  the 
laws  and  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  that  you  will 
not  be  required  to  discontinue  the  issuing  of  Venders'  licenses 
to  persons  hawking,  vending  or  peddling  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, being  of  the  growth,  product  and  manufacture  of 
this  Commonwealth.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  December  9,  in  reference  to 
the  retention  of  fees  by  the  Health  Officer,  and  also  your  let- 
ter of  February  7,  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  has  been  received 
by  me. 

In  your  letter  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  you  ask  that  I  define 
the  duties  of  the  Health  Officer  "as  to  the  receipt  of  fees  by 


him,  what  disposition  he  makes  thereof,  and  whether  any  por- 
tion of  it  is  paid  to  himself,  his  clerk  or  Port  Physician,  and 
whether  the  said  receipts  should  not  be  paid  directly  into  the 
Treasury,  and  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  clerk  above  men- 
tioned be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  Councils,"  and  what 
authority  you  have  "  to  direct  and  supervise  the  actions  of  the 
said  Health  Officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  in  all  its 
details." 

As  this  also  included  the  inquiry  in  your  letter  to  me  of 
December  9,  an  answer  to  it  will  cover  both. 

As  to  the  fees  of  the  Health  Officer,  I  would  say  that  by  Act 
of  January  29,  1818,  the  Health  Officer  is  required  to 
collect  certain  fees  therein  mentioned,  and  to  pay  the  same 
over  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

By  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  all  moneys  received  by 
the  Board  of  Health  are  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 
So  that  up  to  that  time  all  the  fees  collected  by  the  Health 
Officer  went  into  the  City  Treasury.  But,  by  the  Act  of 
April  6,  1870,  the  Health  Officer  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $2.00  for  each  permit  or  certificate  issued  by  him 
to  vessels,  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port,  etc.,  and  he  is  also 
authorized  by  the  said  act  to  employ  a  clerk  at  a  salary  not 
exceeding  $1200.00  per  annum;  and  the  Port  Physician  is 
also  to  receive  $600.00  per  annum,  and  one  dollar  for  every 
vessel  examined  and  health  certificate  furnished  by  him  ;  the 
said  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Health  Officer  out  of  the 
fees  received  by  him,  and  which  payments  are  in  addition  to 
those  now  received  by  the  said  officer. 

From  this  act  it  appears  that  the  Health  Officer  is  entitled 
to  retain  a  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  of  the  said  certificates  and  to 
pay  $600.00  extra  compensation  to  the  Port  Physician,  and  to 
pay  out  of  the  fees  the  clerk  therein  provided  for.  And  these 
fees,  as  the  act  says,  are  in  addition  to  the  compensation  now 
received. 

So  that  while  it  may  be  possible  for  all  of  the  fees  to  go 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  Councils  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  officers  and  clerk,  still  the  Act  of  Assembly 
authorized  the  Health  Officer  to  retain  the  fees  for  tlie  purpose 
of  making  these  payments,  and  it  would  have  to  be  with  his 
consent  that  any  other  method,  such  as  the  payment  of  the 
fees  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  the  extra  pay  of  the  officers 
being  provided  for  by  ordinance,  as  you  suggest,  would  be 
accomplished. 


As  to  your  authority  to  direct  and  supervise  the  actions  of 
the  said  Health  OflScer,  permit  me  to  refer  you  to  my  letter  to 
you  of  May  9,  1887,  in  which  I  have  fully  answered  this 
inquiry.     A  copy  of  said  letter  I  enclose  herewith.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  enclosing  peti- 
tion of  John  O'Donnell,  Louis  Wagner,  and  George  G. 
Pierie,  Recorder  of  Deeds,  received.  The  petition  is  from 
two  Ex-Recorders  and  the  present  Recorder  of  Deeds  to 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  setting  forth  that  certain  com- 
missions allowed  them  by  the  State  as  its  agents  in  collection 
of  certain  moneys,  and  Avhich  commissions  were  paid  by  them 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  they  pray  that  the  said  commis- 
sions be  refunded  to  them. 

In  answer,  permit  me  to  say,  that  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Commonwealth  vs.  Martin,  125  Penna.  St.  Reports,  583, 
decided  that  the  commissions  collected  from  the  State  by  the 
City  Treasurer  could  be  retained  by  him,  and  were  not  re- 
quired to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  The  Recorder  of 
Deeds  is  in  the  same  position  as  the  City  Treasurer  as  to  com- 
missions received  from  the  State  for  services  rendered  as  its 
agent,  and  he  was  not  required  to  pay  the  said  commissions 
into  the  City  Treasury,  nor  was  the  City  entitled  to  receive 
them.

Dear  Sir. — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
20th  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  "  contracts  were  made  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  for  repay- 
ing certain  streets  with  sheet  asphalt,  but  the  specifications 
were  not  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance  of  Councils, 
approved  June  16,  1885.  Subsequently  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  any  defect  which  may  have  arisen  from  this  depart- 
ure of  the  Ordinance  of  1885,  Councils  of  the  City  passed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  Councils  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  in  awarding  contracts  for  repaving  certain  streets  with 
sheet  asphaltum,  and  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  the 
said  contracts,  and  the  City  Controller  to  countersign  warrants 
in  payment  for  work  done  under  the  same,"  which  Ordinance 
was  approved  by  the  Mayor  December  13,  1889. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  or  not  the  last  Ordinance  is 
valid,  and  whether  Councils,  either  by  the  direction  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  23,  1874,  or  by  any  other 
Act  or  Ordinance  had  the  power  to  so  confirm  the  action  of 
the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows :  The  Ordinance  of  June 
16,  1885,  provides  the  manner  by  which  asphaltum  pave- 
ments in  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia  shall  be  constructed. 
Under  a  subsequent  Ordinance  providing  for  the  repaving  of 
certain  streets,  I  find  that  certain  contracts  were  entered  into  in 
which  the  specifications  did  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinance  of  June,  1885.  That  under  these  contracts 
the  work  was  done  and  completed  ;  that  after  the  completion 
of  the  work,  the  question  was  raised  as  to  the  power  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  enter  into  such  contracts,  and 
that  to  remedy  the  defects.  Councils  passed  the  Ordinance  of 
December  13,  A.  D.  1889,  which  provides  for  the  confirmation 
of  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  awarding 
the  contract  for  the  repaving  of  certain  streets  Avith  asphaltum 
and  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  the  said  contracts,  and 
the  City  Controller  to  countersign  the  warrants  for  work  done 
under  the  same.     The  said  Ordinance  recites  that 


Whereas,  It  has  been  found  that  the  foundation  of  streets 
already  paved  is  superior  to  a  newly-iaid  foundation  as  provided 
in  the  said  Ordinance,  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  paving  streets  with  sheet  asphaltum 
as  contained  in  said  Ordinance  is  much  greater  than  the 
method  herein  set  forth,  therefore 

It  is  ordained,  that  the  action  of  the  said  Department  in 
awarding  the  contracts  for  the  re-paving  of  the  said  streets  to 
the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company,  the  work  already  done,  if 
done  in  all  other  respects  in  accordance  with  the  proposals, 
contracts  and  specifications,  is  hereby  approved,  and  the 
Mayor  is  authorized,  where  he  has  not  already  done  so,  to 
execute  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  City,  for  the  repaving  of 
the  said  streets  by  the  said  Company,  as  hereinbefore  desig- 
nated, and  the  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  coun- 
tersign all  warrants  that  may  be  drawn  for  payment  for  said 
work. 

Under  this  Ordinance  the  contracts  were  executed  in  com- 
pliance therewith,  and  when  the  bills  or  warrants  were  pre- 
sented to  your  department,  you  tell  me  objection  was  made  to 
the  bill  by  a  number  of  citizens  on  the  ground  that  the  last 
Ordinance  had  not  the  efiect  of  correcting  the  defects  in 
question. 

In  the  case  of  the  City  to  use,  O'Rourke  vs.  Hayes,  93 
Penna.  State  Reports,  page  72,  it  was  held  that  "  although 
the  agent  of  the  City  had  exceeded  his  authority,  as  the  con- 
tract was  one  which  the  City  might  have  authorized,  it  could 
waive  the  irregularity  and  adopt  the  contract  after  it  was 
made.  The  question  of  adoption  is  one  exclusively  for  the 
City,  and  with  which  the  citizen  has  nothing  to  do. 

In  view  of  the  law  stated  above,  and  of  the  case  just  cited, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Councils  had  the  right  to  ratify  and 
confirm  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in 
awarding  the  said  contracts,  and  that  the  Ordinance  of 
December  13,  1889,  is  valid.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  jours  of  the  3d  inst. 
asking  me  whether,  if  your  Department  issues  a  permit  to 
open  a  street  which  has  been  paved  within  the  past  three  years, 
and  as  to  which  the  contractor  who  did  the  paving  has  agreed 
to  keep  his  work  in  repair  for  three  years,  the  contractor  will 
be  relieved  from  this  condition  of  his  contract,  and  further, 
whether  your  Department  has  the  right  to  refuse  to  grant  a 
permit  to  open  a  street  which  has  been  paved  within  three 
years  past. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  the  contractor  who  undertakes  to 
keep  his  paving  in  repair  for  three  years  contracts  to  keep  in 
order  simply  the  paving  which  he  does,  and  if  the  City  per- 
mits some  other  party  to  tear  up  tlie  pavement,  the  contractor 
who  did  the  original  paving  is  undoubtedly  relieved  as  to  the 
portion  of  the  street  torn  up. 

I  know  of  no  law  which  gives  you  the  right  to  refuse  a  per- 
mit simply  and  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  street  has  been 
paved  within  three  years.  Where  your  department  is  vested 
with  the  disci etion  to  refuse  or  to  grant  a  permit,  this  consid- 
eration might  be  sufficient  to  decide  the  matter  against  grant- 
ing the  permit.  Where,  however,  the  party  asking  for  the 
permit  has  a  legal  right  to  receive  it,  I  do  not  believe  that 
you  could  refuse  to  grant  the  permit  sini])ly  because  there  was 
a  new  pavement  on  the  street.  In  such  case  it  would  of  course 
be  legal,  and  it  seems  to  me  proper  that  the  licensee  should  be 
bound  down  by  terms  as  stringent  as  those  binding  the  origi- 
nal contractor  to  keep  in  repair  the  street  whicli  he  breaks, 
down  to  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  the  original  contract.

General  Louis  Wagner,

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  December  31,  1889,  enclosing 
letter  of  Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Esq.,  Chief  Enorineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, in  reference  to  assessment  for  sewer  on  Fifteenth  street, 
received.  He  says  that  the  lot  is  172  feet  on  Tioga  street  and 
250  feet  on  Fifteenth  street,  and  that  twenty  years  ago  a  sewer 
was  laid  on  Tioga  street  and  a  deduction  of  $75.00  was  allowed, 
and  that  now  a  sewer  has  been  laid  on  Fifteenth  street,  and  he 
desires  to  know  whether  he  must  allow  a  deduction  for  the  last 
sewer. 

You  have  not  informed  me  whether  the  present  owner  of 
the  lot  was  the  owner  when  sewer  was  laid  on  Tioga  street,  or 
the  exact  time  of  laying  the  said  sewer,  or  whether  since  then 
the  property  lines  have  been  changed. 

The  Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  allows  a  deduction  of 
one-third  on  the  street  having  the  longest  front  only,  but  which 
deduction  shall  not  exceed  fifty  feet.  As  there  has  been  one 
deduction  and  that  the  maximum  amount,  viz  :  fifty  feet,  the 
allowance  on  the  shortest  front  has  not  injured  the  party.  I  do 
not  think  a  second  allowance  should  be  made.  The  bill 
should  be  made  out  for  the  entire  front  on  Fifteenth  street.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  you  wherein  you  say  you  are  "  directed  by  the  Water 
Committee  of  Councils  to   submit  to  me  for  examination  the 
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accompanying  papers  relative  to  the  proposition  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill Water  Company  to  lease  or  sell  all  its  property,  rights, 
privileges,  etc.,  in  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  river."  You 
further  say : 

"  It  is  the  desire  of  the  committee  that  the  opinion  embrace 
and  cover  all  legal  points  involved  in  the  proposal,  so  exhaustive 
in  its  nature  as  to  leave  no  cause  for  doubt  in  the  minds  of  its 
members  as  to  the  legal  status  of  the  company  or  the  City's 
rights  in  the  premises." 

Accompanying  your  communication  is  a  letter  from  the 
President  of  the  Schuylkill  Water  Company,  addressed  to 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  requesting  that  an  ordinance  be 
passed  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
company,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  Avith  an 
amendment  thereto. 

In  reply  to  your  communication  I  would  say  that  the  purpose 
of  the  proposed  lease  is  very  clearly  set  out  in  the  amendment 
to  the  proposed  ordinance,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a 
lease  with  the  Schuylkill  Water  Company,  for  the  absolute 
use  and  control  of  all  the  property,  rights,  privileges  and, 
franchises  of  the  said  Schuylkill  Water  Company,  consisting 
of  all  the  property,  rights,  priviliecjes,  and  franchises  which 
were  formerly  of  the  Schuylkill 'Navigation  Company  and 
concerning  the  river  Schuylkill,  the  waters  thereof  and  its 
tributaries,  and  any  other  rights  the  Schuylkill  Water  Com- 
pany may  now  have  therein,  or  may  hereafter  acquire,  for  a 
period  or  term  of  fifty  (oO)  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000) 
payable  semi-annually,  the  City  reserving  to  herself  the  right, 
under  the  terms  of  the  said  lease,  to  purchase  the  said 
property  at  any  time  within  ten  (10)  years  from  the  date  of 
the  said  lease,  for  the  price  of  not  exceeding  seven  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  (.^7,500,000),  and  at  any  time  there- 
after during  the  continuing  of  said  lease,  at  a  price  to  be 
agreed  upon  by  a  board  of  seven  (7)  appraisers,  three  (3)  of 
whom  shall  be  named  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  three  (3)  by 
the  Water  Company,  and  the  six  (6)  thus  selected  agreeing 
upon  a  seventh,  which  Board  of  Appraisers  shall  make  due 
allowance  for    any   improvements  placed  upon   the  property 
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during  the  time  of  the  lease,  and  an  agreement  of  any  four 
(4)  of  the  said  board  of  appraisers  shall  be  final  and  binding 
upon  both  parties  in  interest. 

"  Section  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  said  City  shall  not  execute 
said  lease  until  he  first  obtains  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor, 
that  the  lessors  are  the  owners  of  the  property  they  propose 
to  lense,  and  that  they  have  the  power  under  their  charter  to 
lease  the  same.  Nor  shall  the  Mayor  execute  said  lease  should 
the  City  Solicitor  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  would  thereby 
become  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  obligations  of  the  said 
Schuylkill  Water  Company  or  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company. 

Section  3.  Said  lease  shall  contain  a  covenant  on  the  part 
of  the  lessors  that  they  shall  not  sell,  assign  or  transfer,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  the  property  or  estate  leased  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  lessees. 

"  Section  4.  All  leases  of  said  water  of  said  Schuylkill 
River  now  held  by  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  or 
Schuylkill  Water  Company,  shall  be  assigned  and  transferred 
to  the  City  upon  the  execution  ,of  the  said  lease  by  the 
Mayor." 

By  entering  into  such  lease  and  paying  the  price  proposed, 
what  rights  will  the  city  of  Philadelphia  acquire  in  the  waters 
of  the  Schuylkill  River  which  she  does  not  now  possess? 

This  involves   directly    the    powers,  rights,  franchises  and 
privileges  of  three  corporations:     The  City  of  Philadelphia, 
the    Schuylkill    Navigation    Company,  and    the    Schuylki 
Water  Company. 

First,  the  water  rights  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  beds  of  navigable  rivers  between  the  lines  of  ordinary 
low  water  on  their  opposite  sides  have  not  been  granted  out  by 
the  State  to  individuals,  but  continue  to  be  iield  by  and  for 
the  public.     Fulmer  vs.  Williams,  122  Pa.  St.  191. 

The  Schuylkill  river  is  a  navigable  river.  (The  City  of 
Phihidelphia  vs.  Gilmartin.  71  Pa.  St.  Rep.  140. 

A  grant  of  land  bounded  upon  a  navigable  river  extends  to 
ordinary  low  water  mark  only.  Between  this  line  and  high 
water  mark  the  hind  of  the  grantee  by  nature  and  necessities 
of  the  situation  is  subject  to  a  servitude  in  favor  of  the 
public. 

The  bed  of  the  Schuylkill  River  is.  therefore,  owned  by  the 
State.      The  owners  on  either  side  hold  the  fee  absolutely  and 
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"without  restrictions  as  far  as  high  water  mark,  and  between 
high  water  mark  and  low  water  mark  they  own  the  fee  in  the 
land  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  public  over  the  same. 

Such  being  the  ownership  of  the  land  over  which  the 
waters  of  the  Schuylkill  River  flow,  in  whom  is  the  ownership 
of  the  water?  In  Fulmer  vs.  Williams,  122  Pa.  St.  191, 
above  quoted,  it  is  said,  "The  water  of  a  stream  is  not  the 
subject  of  ownership  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  If 
one  is  the  owner  of  the  land  over  which  a  stream  flows,  he  is 
entitled  to  the  use  of  water  because  of  his  ownership  of  the 
bed  in  which  it  flows." 

"  He  may  not  retain  the  water  upon  his  land  independently 
or  divert  it  from  its  natural  channel,  or  sell  it  to  be  removed." 

"In  the  case  of  all  navigable  rivers  the  bed  in  which 
they  flow  belongs  to  the  public.  The  right  to  the  use  of  the 
water  follows  the  ownership  of  the  bed  in  which  it  flows.  The 
Commonwealth  is,  therefore,  the  owners  of  the  rivers,  and 
holds  them  for  the  use  of  the  citizens.  They  are  public  prop- 
erty, natural  highways,  open  to  all  who  may  have  occasion  to 
use  them. 

"  When  the  volume  of  the  stream  swells  in  the  time  of  high 
water,  its  surface  remains  the  surface  of  the  highway,  and  the 
riparian  owner  must  do  nothing  that  shall  interfere  with  the 
use  of  the  highway,  or  any  part  of  it,  by  the  public  up  to  the 
line  of  high  water.  The  fact  that  the  water  of  the  river  flows 
over  his  land  when  it  rises  above  low  water  mark  gives  him  no 
title  to  it,  for  he  holds  his  land  subject  to  this  servitude  in 
favor  of  the  public." 

"  The  owner  of  the  shore  having  no  ownership  of  the 
water  has  between  him  and  the  Commonwealth  no  greater 
right  in  it  than  any  other  citizen.  He  has  no  right  to  erect  a 
dam  or  turn  the  water  to  his  mill  without  a  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  a  right  so  to  do,  and  if  he  erects  such  a 
dam  without  a  grant,  he  is  a  tresspasser  and  acquires  no  title 
to  the  water  power  resulting  therefrom." 

"  He  has  an  undisputable  right,  as  a  citizen,  to  the  use  of 
the  river  as  a  public  highway,  but  as  a  riparian  owner  he  has 
no  right  to  obstruct  its  flow  or  to  divert  its  waters,  except  for 
domestic  purposes  and  within  certain  limits  for  purposes  of 
irrigation." 

I  have  quoted  thus  largely  from  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  rights  of  riparian  owners.        '"TTss 
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Is  the  City  a  riparian  owner? 

Most  of  the  land  bordering  upon  the  River  Schuylkill  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  belongs  to  private  individuals,  and 
only  a  small  portion  of  it,  especially  on  the  east  side,  to  the 
municipality. 

Judge  Thayer,  in  charging  the  jury  in  Philadelphia  vs. 
Collins,  affirmed,  in  68  Pa.  St.  Rep.  116,  says:  "Every  indi- 
vidual residing  upon  the  banks  of  a  stream  has  a  right  to  the 
use  of  the  water  to  drink,  and  for  the  ordinary  uses  of  domestic 
life,  and  where  large  bodies  of  people  live  upon  the  banks  of 
a  stream  as  they  do  in  large  cities,  a  collective  body  of  citi- 
zens has  the  same  right,  but  of  course  in  a  greatly  exagger- 
ated degree. 

"  The  City  of  Philadelphia  would,  therefore,  have  a  perfect 
right  to  take  as  much  water  out  of  the  Schuylkill  River  as 
was  necessary  for  the  use  of  every  citizen  in  Philadelphia  for 
drinking,  and  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  domestic  use,  but 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  right  to  draw  off  the  water 
and  use  it  as  a  propelling  power,  if  by  so  doing  they  diminish 
the  capacity  of  the  navigation  of  the  stream." 

Judge  Gibson,  in  Mayor  vs.  the  Commissioners  of  Spring 
Garden,  7  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  34,  says:  "The  inhabitants  of  the 
districts  might  have  lawfully  dipped  from  the  margin  of  the 
pool  water  enough  for  their  several  necessities,  but  instead  of 
drawing  it  by  hand  or  by  horses  they  have  combined  their 
funds  to  produce  a  cheaper  and  better  transportation.  True, 
they  have  laid  pipes  in  the  pool,  as  they  might  have  laid  them 
in  the  bed  of  the  river,  had  not  the  dam  been  erected." 

In  Haupt's  Appeal,  125  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  211,  these  opinions 
are  approved  by  Chief  Justice  Paxson. 

From  these  decisions  it  seems,  therefore,  that  all  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  although  located  miles  from  the  river  front,  must 
be  treated  as  riparian  owners,  having,  as  a  part  of  the  body 
politic,  a  right  to  use  the  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

And  whether  a  stream  is  navigable  or  unnavigable,  if  the 
water  can  be  reached  by  a  public  highway,  the  public  has  a 
right  to  use  the  water  for  domestic  purposes.  Haupt's  Appeal, 
125  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  211. 

And  it  is  equally  clear  that  by  judicial  decision  the  right  of 
citizens  of  Philadelphia  to-day  to  a  free  and  unrestricted  use 
of  water  is  confined  to  a  use  for  domestic  purposes,  and  does 
not  include  a  right  to  use  the  water  for  business  purposes. 
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In  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia's.  Gilmartin,  71 
Pa.  St.  Rep.,  140,  the  question  was  over  the  use  of  water  for 
water  power  as  distinguished  fiom  use  for  domestic  purposes, 
and  on  this  point  Judge  Agnew  says  :  '"  We  iiave  already  seen 
that  the  City  is  a  large  vender  of  water  from  which  it  is  deriv- 
ing revenue  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  arts,  manufacturing, 
business  and  pleasure. 

"  These  uses  are  not  domestic.  That  is,  such  as  are  for  the 
preservation  of  life  and  the  health  of  the  population  and  their 
creatures,  but  are  simply  utilitarian  or  business  uses,  and  far 
exceed  those  needed  for  domestic  purposes,  and  even  as  to 
those  termed  domestic,  a  distinction  must  be  noted  between 
the  use  proper  and  that  which  is  lavishly  expended  in  pave- 
ment washing,  baths,  etc. 

"  It  is  perfectly  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  city  drew  off 
water,  not  only  for  driving  and  lifting  power,  but  for  consump- 
tion far  beyond  any  imperious  necessity,  and  for  purposes 
wholly  subordinate  to  the  right  of  navigation."  To  the  same 
effect  in  Collins  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  68  Pa.,  106. 

The  next  question  is,  "  In  what  way,  if  any,  have  the  rights 
of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  to  the  use  of  water  for  purposes 
other  than  domestic  been  restricted  by  statute?  " 

This  makes  necessary  an  inquiry  into  the  charter  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company. 

The  charter  power  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company. 

By  the  Act  of  March  8,  1815,  P.  L.,  72,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  make 
a  lock  navigation  on  the  River  Schuylkill,"  the  President, 
Managers  and  Company  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany were  authorized  to  do  two  things : 

First.  To  form,  make,  erect  and  set  up  any  dams,  locks  or 
any  other  device  whatsoever  which  they  shall  think  most  fit 
and  convenient  to  make  a  complete  slack  water  navigation 
from  one  end  thereof  to  another,  so  as  to  make  a  safe  and  easy 
passage  for  loaded  boats,  arks  and  other  vessels,  up,  as  Avell  as 
down  said  river,  or  by  means  of  such  collateral  sluices  and 
locks  as  they  may  devise  for  the  purpose,  and  having  con- 
structed the  same,  to  charge  certain  rates  of  toll  from  all 
persons  having  charge  of  any  boat,  ark  or  other  vessel  passing 
through  any  lock  erected  on  said  river  or  canal  ;  and 

Second.  It  was  provided  they  shall  have  the  privilege  and 
be  entitled  to  use  the  water  power  from  the  said  river  sluices 
or  canals  to  propel  such  machinery  as  they  may  think  proper 
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to  erect  on  the  land  which  they  previously  have  purchased 
from  the  owner  or  owners,  or  may  sell  in  fee  simple,  lease  or 
rent,  for  one  or  more  years  the  said  water  power  to  person  or 
persons  to  be  used  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  they 
may  think  proper,  provided  it  be  so  done  that  it  shall  not  at 
any  time  impede  or  interrupt  navigation,  etc." 

The  first  power  was  to  construct  a  slack-water  navigation 
and  to  charge  toll  for  the  use  of  same,  and  the  second  was 
to  use  and  sell  water  power  from  the  river  sluices  or  canals. 

This  last-named  charter  power  received  a  construction  in  the 
c'ase  of  Mayor  et  al.  vs.  The  Commissioners  of  Spring  Garden, 
7th  Barr.,  348. 

It  was  in  that  case  decided  by  Judge  Gibson  that  the  grant 
by  the  Legislature  to  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  of 
the  right  to  the  water  power  did  not  pass  a  title  to  the  corpus 
of  the  water,  or  prevent  its  use  in  the  ordinary  services  of  life, 
and  although  the  Legislature  had  granted  the  privilege  and 
title  to  all  the  water  power  of  the  river  Schuylkill  to  said 
Company,  and  had  made  a  subsequent  grant  to  the  districts  of 
Spring  Garden  and  Northern  Liberties  of  the  right  to  erect 
works  and  supply  their  inhabitants  with  water  from  the  river, 
and  such  works  were  erected  to  be  propelled  by  steam,  such 
grants  and  the  acts  done  thereunder  were  not  in  violation  of 
the  previous  grant  of  water  power. 

In  other  words,  the  rights  of  the  people  to  the  use  of  water 
for  the  ordinary  necessities  of  life  are  paramount  to  the  grant 
of  water  power. 

This  water  power  grant  to  the  Navigation  Company  was  not, 
Judge  Gibson  decided,  "  a  grant  of  the  water  for  anything 
else  than  the  propulsion  of  machinery." 

During  the  drought  of  the  summer  of  1869  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  drew  off  the  water,  to  supply  the  Fairmount 
Water  Works,  from  the  Schuylkill  River,  to  such  an  extent 
that  canal  boats  were  detained  for  want  of  water  to  navigate, 
and  Henry  Collins  and  others,  boatmen,  sued  the  City  for 
damages. 

The  case  of  Collins  vs.  the  City  is  reported  in  68th  Penn- 
sylvania State  Reports,  106,  and'  in  that  case  the  same  right 
of  the  Navigation  Company  to  water  power  was  under  con- 
sideration, and  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company  by  its  charter  could  lease,  etc., 
water  power,  provided  the  water  be  not  drawn  off  so  as  to 
impede  navigation,  and  it  was  held  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
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had  no  legal  right  under  its  contract  with  the  Company  to 
diminish  the  flow  so  as  to  impede  navigation  in  the  river. 

The  case  of  John  Gilinartin  and  other  boatmen  detained  in 
the  summer  of  1869  from  the  same  cause  is  reported  in  21 
Smith,  140.  It  was  there  held,  afiirming  City  and  Collins, 
that  the  right  of  the  City  to  draw  water  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing,  etc.,  and  for  propelling  power,  is  subordinate 
to  the  right  of  naviijation. 

It  must,  therefore,  be  considered  as  settled  that  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation  Company  cannot  make  such  a  grant  of  water 
power  under  any  form  of  contract  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as 
Avill  enable  the  City  to  draw  so  much  water  from  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  as  will  impede  or  impair  the  navigation  of  the 
river. 

In  pursuance  of  the  power  possessed  by  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company  to  grant  water  power,  the  said  Company 
made  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  three  several  agreements, 
dated,  respectively,  June  3,  1819,  July  20, 1820  and  June  14, 
1824. 

All  of  these  agreements  relate  to  that  portion  of  the  river 
between  Fairmount  Dam  and  Flat  Rock  Dam. 

All  three  of  these  agreements  have  been  before  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  decisions  above  referred  to,  and  it  must  now  be 
taken  as  clearly  settled  that  the  only  rights  and  powers 
obtained  by  the  City  from  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company 
by  force  of  these  contracts  is  a  right  to  use  the  water  in  Fair- 
mount  Pool  for  water  power  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  impede 
or  impair  navigation  in  the  river. 

The  City  having  therefore, 

First.   The  general  rights  of  a  riparian  owner  ;  and 

Second.  The  qualified  rights  derived  from  the  contract  with 
the  Navigation  Company  as  above  said,  which  rights  are  at  all 
times  restricted  and  limited  by  the  agreements  aforesaid,  and 
the  charter  power  of  the  Navigation  Company. 

The  next  inquiry  is : 

What  other  rights  have  been  given  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
by  Acts  of  Assembly  or  otherwise,  to  use  the  water  of  the 
River  Schuylkill  ? 

The  Act  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  Act  consoli- 
dating the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  introducing 
a  sufficient  supply  of  fresh  and  pure  water  for  the  use  of  citizens 
of  said  City,"  approved  the  11th  day  of  April,  1866,  P.  L. 
635,  provides : 
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"  Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
to  purchase  and  hold  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  any 
springs  or  streams  of  water,  or  any  water  power  or  privileges, 
or  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  to  which  any  springs 
or  streams  of  water,  or  any  water  powers  may  be  appurtenant, 
situate  or  being  wholly  or  in  part  in  any  one  or  more  of  the 
counties  adjoining  the  City  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  build,  construct  and  erect  thereupon  water  works,  reservoirs, 
stores,  lakes,  ponds,  etc.,  for  the  collection,  purification  and 
preservation  of  the  water  from  such  springs  and  streams,  and 
to  purchase  and  hold  land,  through  and  upon  which  to  make, 
build,  construct,  dig  and  lay  viaducts,  aqueducts,  canals, 
tanks  and  water-pipes  and  mains,  and  every  other  apparatus 
suitable  for  the  constant  conveyance  of  the  water,  etc. 

"  Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  carry  out  the  measures  authorized  by  this  Act, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  agents,  officers,  engineers  and  servants 
of  said  City  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the  lands, 
tenements,  water  powers  and  privileges,  mills  and  dams  of 
private  owners,  after  full  compensation  or  security  given,  said 
security  to  be  approval  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
counties  in  which  said  property  is  situated,  and  to  construct 
thereupon  and  thereby  such  water  works,  reservoirs,  stores, 
lakes,  aqueducts,  viaducts,  water-pipes  and  mains,  etc.,  and 
to  dig,  carry  away  and  appropriate  from  other  lands,  under 
like  conditions  as  aforesaid,  the  earth,  clay,  sand,  gravel,  rocks, 
stone,  wood  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  aforesaid  works,  reservoirs,  stores,  lakes,  viaducts,  aque- 
ducts, canals,  water-pipes,  and  mains,  and  for  the  repair  of  the 
same  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  needed  after  their  construc- 
tion and  completion  as  herein  provided,  and  in  the  making, 
dio-ging,  building  for  and  laying  of  said  viaducts,  over,  under, 
or  at  grade,  all  creeks,  rivers,  streams  of  water,  roads,  streets 
and  highways,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  fully  carrying  out  the  objects  contemplated  by  this  Act." 

Sections  3  and  4  provide  the  method  by  which  damages 
may  be  assessed  for  the  property  so  appropriated,  etc. 

i3y  the  Act  of  April  4, 1868,  P.  L.,  721,  it  is  provided  that 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  whenever  they  shall 
need  ground  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  reservoirs  or 
other  purposes  connected  with  the  supply  of  water,  shall  have 
the  power,   if  they   cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or   owners 
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thereof  as  to  price,  to  appropriate  the  same  by  ordinance,  paying 
the  proper  damages  therefor. 

By  tiie  Act  of  April  20,  1869,  P.  L.,  1193,  the  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  above  Act  were 
extended  so  as  to  embrace  all  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments situate  or  being  wholy  or  in  part  in  the  City  or  County 
of  Philadelphia. 

The  Act  of  May  25,  1887,  P.  L.,  267,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  cities  and  boroughs  to  condemn  property  and 
rights  inside  and  outside  of  their  limits  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining and  supplying  water,"  provides: 

"  That  any  city  or  borough  desiring  to  erect  water  works, 
or  to  improve  its  water  supply,  may,  for  such  purpose,  appro- 
priate streams,  known  as  rivers  or  creeks,  land,  easements  and 
rights  of  way,  whether  Avithin  its  territorial  limits  or  not,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting  water  obtained  outside  of  the 
territorial  limits  of  any  city  or  borough,  may  lay  pipes  across 
over  and  under  any  lands,  rivers,  streets,  bridges,  public 
highways  and  cross  railroads. 

Section  2  provides  that  in  case  the  parties  cannot  agree 
upon  a  price,  that  the  city  or  borough  may  appropriate  the 
land,  and  provide  the  method  of  entering  bonds  and  the  ascer- 
tainment of  damages,  etc. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  review  of  the  legislation  relative  to 
the  powers  of  the  City  to  appropriate  water  for  the  use  of  citi- 
zens, that  her  authority  is  very  broad  ;but,  broad  as  it  is  lam 
not  able  to  see  any  way  in  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can 
acquire  a  full  and  unrestricted  use  of  the  waters  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  so  long  as  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany asserts  its  charter  rights  in  the  river. 

The  purport  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  however,  is  that  the 
Schuylkill  Water  Company  shall  acquire  the  rights,  powers 
and  franchises  of  a  navigation  company,  and  after  the  same 
have  been  so  acquired  to  lease  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the 
right  to  use  tlie  water  from  the  Schuylkill  River,  the  pools, 
dams,  reservoirs,  etc.,  now  used  by  the  Navigation  Company, 
without  any  restrictions  whatever. 

This  leads  to  an  examination  of  the  charter  powers  of 
the  Schuylkill  Water  Company. 

The    SjlmylkiU    Water  Company  was  incorporated  in  Sep- 
tember, 18S9,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  29th  of 
April,  1874-,  and  its  supplements  "  f jr  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing water  for  the  public    at  the  Citv  of  Pliiladelphia,  and  to 
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persons,    corporations,  and  partnerships,  residing  therein,  and 
adjacent  thereto,  as  may  desire  the  same." 

Section  2  of  the  act  of  the  29th  of  April,  1874,  P.  L.,  73, 
authorized  the  formation  of  the  company  "  for  the  supply  of 
water  to  the  public."  Clause  2  of  Section  34  of  the  same  Act 
provided,  "where  such  companies  shall  be  incorporated  for  the 
supply  of  water  they  shall  have  power  to  provide,  erect  and 
maintain  all  works  or  machinery  necessary  or  proper  for  rais- 
ing or  introducing  into  the  town,  borough,  city  or  district 
where  they  may  be  located  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  water, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  provide,  erect  and  maintain  all 
proper  buildings,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  pipes,  conduits,  for  the 
reception  and  conveyance  of  water,  and  they  are  authorized 
and  empowered  by  themselves,  their  agents,  engineers,  and 
workmen,  and  with  their  carts,  tools,  wagons,  beasts  of  draught 
or  burden,  to  enter  upon  such  lands,  enclosures,  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  roads  and  highways  and  bridges,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  occupy  or  to  obtain  materials  for  the  construction  of  said 
work,  or  to  occupy,  ditch  and  lay  pipes  through  the  same, 
and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  repair  subject  to  such  reg- 
ulation in  regard  to  streets,  roads,  lanes  and  highways  as  is 
provided  in  the  foregoing  section  for  gas  companies,  and  for 
any  injury  done  to  private  property  the  said  company  shall 
make  compensation  therefor  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Forty-first  section  of  this  Act." 

Clause  3  of  the  same  section  provided  "  the  right  to  have 
and  enjoy  the  franchises  and  privileges  of  such  corporation 
within  the  district  or  locality  covered  by  its  charter  shall  be  an 
exclusive  one,  and  no  otlicr  company  shall  be  incorporated  for 
that  purpose  until  the  said  corporation  shall  have  from  its 
earnings  realized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders  during 
five  years  a  dividend  equal  to  8  per  cent  per  annum  upon  its 
capital  stock,"  etc. 

A  company  chartered  under  these  provisions  had  authority 
to  construct  the  works  and  lay  the  pipes  necessary  to  convey 
pure  water  to  supply  the  district  where  the  company  was  located. 

Then  followed  the  act  of  May  16,  1889,  P.  L.,  22G,  which 
enlarged  the  power  to  incorporate  companies  for  "the  supply 
of  Avater  to  the  public,"  and  gave  a  power  to  incorporate  for 
"  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  or  the  supply,  storage, 
transportation  of  water  and  water  power  for  commercial  and 
manufacturing  purposes." 
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The  second  section  further  amends  the  previous  Acts,  by 
providing  "where  such  company  shall  be  incorporated  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  the  public  or  for  the  storing  and  transpor- 
tation, or  supply  of  water  and  water  power  for  commercial  and 
manufacturing  purposes,  they  shall  have  power  to  provide,  erect, 
and  maintain  all  work  and  machinery  necessary  or  proper  for 
raising  and  introducing  into  a  town,  borough,  city  or  district 
where  they  may  be  located,  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  water 
or  Avater  and  water  power,  and  for  that  purpose  may  erect, 
provide,  maintain  all  projter  buildings,  cisterns,  reservoirs, 
conduits  or  pipes  for  the  reception  and  conveyance  of  water 
or  water  power,"  and  it  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  so 
much  of  the  Avater  from  the  river,  creeks,  canal,  water  rights 
and  easements,  within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  bor- 
ough or  place  in  which  the  company  may  by  its  charter  be 
located  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes,  and  all  damage 
done  thereby  shall  be  ascertained,  discovered  and  paid,  as 
provided  for  in  the  Forty-first  section  of  the  Act  of  which  this 
is  a  supplement,  etc. 

The  important  power  added  by  the  above  amendment,  so  far 
as  affects  the  present  discussion,  is  a  power  "  to  appropriate  so 
much  of  the  water  from  the  creeks,  canal-water  rights  and 
easements,  Avithin  or  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  etc.,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  its  purposes." 

Tlie  Schuylkill  Water  Company  filed  in  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  No.  4  of  September  Term,  1889,  No.  76+,  a  petition 
against  t!ie  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
road Company,  lessees  of  the  franchises  and  property  of  the 
said  Navigation  Company,  for  the  appointment  of  viewers. 

This  petition  sets  forth  the  incorporation  and  powers  of  the 
Schuylkill  Water  Company,  and  says,  in  order  to  secure  the 
necessar}'  supply  of  pure  water  as  provided  in  the  Acts  of 
Assembly,  in  that  behalf  enacted,  it  desires  to  appropriate  the 
"water,  to  wit:  the  rivers,  creeks,  canals,  water  rights  and  ease- 
ments, dams,  reservoirs  aqueducts  and  locks,  and  lands,  tene- 
ments appurtenant  thereto,  situate  in  the  County  of  Philadel- 
phia, State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  now  in  use,  possession  and 
enjoyment  of  the  President,  Managers  and  Company  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  as  owners,  and  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  as  lessees,  of  thesaid 
franchises  and  property  of  the  said  President,  Managers  and 
Company  of  the  Schuykill  Navigation  Company,  the  OAvners 
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aforesaid,  and  which  are  more  particularly  described  in  the 
schedule  annexed  hereto,  marked  "A"  and  made  part  hereof, 
which  have  and  deemed  and  are  necessary  for  the  corporate 
purposes  of  the  petitioner. 

The  petition  than  avers  that  the  Schuylkill  Water  Company 
has  endeavored  to  amicably  agree  with  tlie  defendants  upon  the 
amount  of  damage  which  the  defendants  will  suffer  by  reason 
of  the  appropriation  of  said  property  by  the  petitioners,  but 
have  been  unable  so  to  agree. 

The  petition  further  alleges  that  the  petitioner  has  tendered 
to  each  of  the  defendants  a  bond  conditioned  as  therein  provided, 
which  said  bond  has  been  accepted  by  each  of  the  defendants 
respectively. 

The  petition  than  prays  for  the  appointment  of  five  discreet 
and  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county  to  meet  upon 'the 
said  premises  to  determine,  in  the  manner,directed  by  the  Act  of 
Assembl}/  in  such  cases  provided,  what  damages,  if  any,  have 
been  sustained  by  the  defendants  by  tbe  appropriation  aforesaid. 

So  far  as  appears  from  the  record,  no  jury  has  yet  been 
appointed.  Similar  petitions,  I  have  been  informed,  have  been 
filed  in  several  other  counties  on  the  line  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company's  property. 

The  power  of  the  State  to  grant  to  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  a  right  to  obstruct  the  natural  navigation  of  the 
Schuylkill  river  by  the  construction  of  dams  and  other  works 
for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  navigation  for  public 
use,  has  never  been  doubted.  Shrunk  vs.  Schuylkill  Naviga- 
tion Company,  14  S.  &  R.,  80. 

The  power  of  the  State  to  enable  a  corporation  to  take  for 
public  use  the  franchises  and  property  of  another  corpora- 
tion is  not  doubted.  Towanda  Bridge,  91,  Pa.  St.,  216.  In 
re  22  St.,  102,  Pa.  St.,  108.  Cora.  vs.  Pennsylvania  Canal  Co., 
16  P.  F.  Smith,  41. 

The  Legislature  has  a  right  to  authorize  a  corporation  to 
take  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  the  prop- 
erty and  franchises  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company 
for  a  public  use  upon  payment  of  damage  done. 

Whether  the  property,  franchise  and  rights  which  the  Schuyl- 
kill Water  Company  will  acquire  through  the  condemnation 
proceedings  against  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  Avill 
be  the  property  and  the  rights  which  it  now  proposes  to  lease 
to  the  City  will  bebesl  known  when  the  litigation  between  these 
corporations  is  at  an  end. 
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The  ordinance  wliicli  it  is  proposed  to  pass  in  the  second  sec- 
tion provides  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City  shall  not  execute  said 
lease  until  he  first  obtains  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  that 
the  lessors  are  the  owners  of  the  property  they  propose  to  lease, 
and  have  the  power  under  tlieir  charter  to  lease  the  same. 

Without  here  deciding  or  attempting  to  decide  what  property 
and  rights  the  Schuylkill  Water  Company  will  acquire  and 
possess  at  the  end  of  the  litigation  now  pending  with  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  I  advise  you  that  at  the 
present  time  the  ownership  of  the  Schuylkill  Water -Company 
in  the  canals,  water  rights,  easements,  dams,  reservoirs,  aque- 
ducts, locks,  lands,  and  tenements  appurtenant  thereto,  now 
held  and  used  by  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  and  its 
lessees,  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  is 
not  such  a  complete  ownership  as  will  justify  the  Mayor  in 
executing  the  lease,  for  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  title  of  the 
Schuylkill  Water  Company  is  so  complete  to  all  of  the  property 
which  the  petition  alleges  the  Company  has  appropriated  as  to 
warrant  the  Mayor  in  the  present  stage  of  the  condemnation 
proceedings  to  execute  a  lease  of  that  property  which  it  claims 
to  have  appropriated.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  enclosing  copies  of 
letters  from  lion.  Edwin  H.  Filler,  Mayor,  to  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  from  Hon. 
Wm.  S.  Stokley,  Director  of  Public  Safety,  suggesting  that 
four  fire  engine?,  the  property  of  the  City,  should  be  presented 
to  the  borough  of  Johnstown,  and  also  enclosing  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  present  to 
the  borough  of  Johnstown  four  old  fire-engines,  with  the 
hose,"  and  asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  said 
Ordinance,  I  answer  as  follows  :     * 
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I  do  not  think  that  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
have  the  power  to  give  away  or  donate  the  property  of  the 
City  to  any  person,  or  for  any  purpose,  no  matter  how  worthy 
the  charity  may  be. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  5,  1877  (Ordinances  '77,  p.  151), 
provides : 

"  That  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  it  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  that  property  belonging  to  the  munici- 
pality not  in  use  by  the  City  should  be  disposed  of,  they  shall, 
by  authority  of  this  ordinance,  be  empowered  from  time  to  time 
to  sell  the  same  at  public  sale,  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  execute  the  necessary  deed  or  deeds,  and  attach  thereto 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  City.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  to 
be  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  required  by  law  :  Provided, 
That  all  sales  shall  be  confirmed  by  Councils." 

This  ordinance  may  have  been  passed  more  especially  to 
provide  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City,  but 
its  language  is  broad  enough  to  cover  the  disposal  of  personal 
property  also. 

But,  aside  from  the  consideration  of  this  Ordinance,  provid- 
ing how  the  property  of  the  municipality  shall  be  disposed  of, 
when  not  in  use  by  the  City,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is 
no  general  authority  vested  in  Councils  to  donate  either  money 
or  other  property  of  the  City  to  any  persons  or  corporations. 

I  am,  therefore,  with  considerable  reluctance,  obliged  to  state 
that  I  do  not  think  the  ordinance  submitted  is  legal.

Dear  Sir: — In    your   communication  of   the    26th   ult., 
you  state  that  Mr.  Frederick   Henry  is  rebuilding    upon    his 
old  foundation  at  the  corner  of  Brown    and    Howard  streets 
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(East  'of  23d),  and  that  he  refuses  to  employ  tlie  District  Sur- 
veyor to  mark  out  the  line  or  lines  tliereof,  as  provided  in 
Section  12  of  an  ordinance  approved  June  20,  1863,  page 
191,  on  the  plea  of  the  operation  being  a  rebuilding,  and  you 
ask  me  to  advise  you  whether  an  action  to  recover  the  penalty 
provided  by  said  ordinance  would  be  proper  under  the 
circumstancss. 

The  ordinance  you  speak  of  provides  inter  alia  "  that  if 
any  person  or  persons  shall  begin  the  foundation  or  erect  any 
building  or  buildings  without  first  applying  to  and  having  the 
line  or  lines  regulated  and  marked  out  by  the  Surveyor  of 
the  District,  every  owner  or  master  builder  shall  severally 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  be  recovered  in  the 
same  manner  as  penalties  of  like  amount  are  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  by  law  recovered. 

it  seems  that  said  ordinance    does    not    apply    to    persons 
rebuilding  upon  the  old  foundation,  and  unless  you  can  prove 
that  the  lines  of  the  old  wall  are  incorrect,  or  if  the  street  has 
been  widened,  it  would  be  injudicious  to  begin  proceedings.

I  think  the  case  can  be  met.  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the 
opinion  of  Judge  Arnold.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  communication  of  the  29th 
ult.,  enclosing  communications  from  Messrs.  H.  Winsor  & 
Company,  dated  April  23d  and  28th,  relative  to  an  alleged 
nuisance  at  the  foot  of  Pine  street,  by  the  Philadelphia  Sani- 
tary &  Dredging  Company,  and  in  answer  beg  leave  to  say 
that  the  Philadelphia  Sanitary  Excavating  and  Dredging 
Company  is  chartered,  I  presume,  for  a  legal  purpose,  and  with 
the  intention  of  carrying  out  their  business  Pine  street  wharf 
has  been  leased,  and  it  is  alleged  that  they  are  guilty  of 
nuisance,  public  and  private,  in  that  they  load  barges  with 
street  sweepings,  ashes,  garbage,  and  old  building  materials  etc. 

I  see  by  the  letters  enclosed  in  your  communication  that 
Messrs.  H.  Winsor  &  Company,  occupants  of  the  adjoining 
dock,  are  complainants  in  this  matter. 

As  to  street  sweepings,  this  may  be  a  public  nuisance,  and 
if  so,  the  Board  of  Health  can  abate  it,  or  the  Police  Depart- 
ment can  sue  out  a  warrant,  or  any  private  citizen  can  so  act. 
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So  fai'*  as  complaint  is  concerned  regarding  the  loading  of 
ashes,  I  fear  this  cannot  be  a  public  nuisance;  but  if  the  wind 
carries  the  ashes  over  into  the  -wharf  and  vessels  of  the  Steam- 
ship Company,  the  Dredging  Company,  at  the  instance  of  the 
parties  injured,  can  be  enjoined  in  a  court  of  equity,  or 
an  action  at  law  can  be  instituted  to  recover  damages. 

So  far  as  the  garbage  is  concerned,  if  it  be  a  public  nuisance, 
complaint  should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Health,  or  a 
warrant  issued  out.  The  dumping  in  hot  weather  in  this 
spot  would,  I  think,  be  a  public  nuisance,  in  that  it  would  be 
injurious  and  dangerous  to  public  health. 

So  far  as  old  building  materials  are  concerned,  I  do  not  see 
how  this  phase  of  the  case  could  be  construed  into  a  public 
nuisance.  If  it  be,  however,  an  annoyance  to  adjoining 
owners,  they  have  their  remedy  at  law  or  in  equity,  as  I  have 
stated  above  in  relation  to  ashes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  yesterday  yours  of  2d  instant, 
stating  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways  reports  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Donald has  been  directed  to  repair  the  footwalks  on  Rittenhouse 
street,  east  of  Wissahickon  avenue,  and  that  he  reports  that, 
as  the  property  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates,  he  will  be  unable 
to  collect  his  bills  in  case  the  work  is  done  by  him,  and  asking 
me  to  advise  you  whether  properties  assessed  at  less  than  full 
city  rates  can  be  liened  for  grading  and  paving,  or  repairing 
sidewalks,  and  if  they  cannot  what  remedy  the  City  has  when 
sidewalks  get  so  out  of  repair  that  they  become  dangerous  to 
public  travel. 

Your  question  is  much  more  comprehensive  than  that  sub- 
mitted by  the  Highway  Bureau.  I  will  endeavor  to  answer 
both. 

Under  the  law,  the  first  cost  of  street  paving  is  payable  by 
the  property  owner  in  front  of  whose  ground  the  pavement  is 
laid.  The  roadway  betAveen  the  curbs  must  be  graded  by  the 
City.  From  the  earliest  times  the  duty  of  making  the  side- 
walks and  curbing  and  paving  it  has  been  put  on  the  property 
owner.  As  to  the  roadway  paving,  the  obligations  of  the  prop- 
erty owner  is  discharged  when  he  has  paid  for  the  first  paving. 
Hammett  vs.  Phiia.,  15  Smith,  p.  146. 

Any  alteration  in  the  kind  of  pavement  or  any  repair  of 
the  original  pavement  must  be  done  by  the  City.  As  to  side- 
walks, however,  the  law  is  different.  As  far  back  as  1736,  an 
ordinance  can  be  found  compelling  property  owners  to  pitch 
and  pave  in  front  of  their  lots  under  a  penalty  of  having  it 
done  at  their  expense  by  the  corporation.  On  the  18th  of 
February,  1769,  an  Act  was  passed  requiring  the  property 
owner  to  pave,  amend  and  repair  the  foot  pavement  in  front  of 
his  lot  at  his  own  expense,  etc. 
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The  same  power  was  given  to  Councils  in  the  Act  of  incor- 
poration of  1789,  and  again  in  section  5  in  the  Act  of  March 

25,  1805.  The  Act  of  iOth  April,  1826,  section  2,  provides 
that  the  City  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  pave  and 
curb,  and  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  footways,  and 
collect  the  cost  with  twenty  per  cent,  penalty  from  the  prop- 
erty owner. 

In  1838  (Act  of  16th  April),  Councils  were  empowered  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  of  adjacent  properties  "  to  regulate, 
grade,  pave,  and  repave  curb  and  recurb,  etc,"  the  said  foot- 
ways and  sidewalks. 

The  act  of  16th  April,  1840,  provides  that  the  commissioners 
of  the  incorporated  districts  and  townships  within  the  county 
of  Philadelphia  may  file  liens  for  curbing,  paving  and  repav- 
ing  any  footway  within  the  same. 

The  consolidation  Act  of  February,  1854,  likewise  provides 
"that  it  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  that  paving  of  streets, 
except  at  the  intersections  thereof,  and  of  footways,  etc.,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City,  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  of  the  ground  in  front  whereof  such  work  shall  be  done, 
and  liens  may  be  filed,  etc." 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  thus  given  to  Councils,  the  fol- 
lowing ordinances  have  been  passed :   Ordinances   February 

26,  1852,  May  3,  1855,  April  20,  1874,  and  June  7,  1882. 
In  all  of  them  the  cost  of  paving  and  repaving  and  repairing 

is  put  on  the  property  owner. 

This  power  of  the  City  to  compel  property  owners  to  grade 
and  pave  footways  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Johnson  and  Freeman's  appeal,  75  Pa.,  96.  The  later  case 
of  Wistar  vs.  Pliiladelphia,  80  Pa.,  505,  may  seem  to  be  a 
restriction  of  the  City's  power,  but  it  does  not  go  to  the  extent 
of  holding  that  the  City  cannot  compel  a  property  owner  to 
repair  a  sidewalk  out  of  order  and  dangerous  to  pedestrians. 

Very  many  cases,  no  doubt,  arise  where,  during  the  time 
allowed  an  owner  to  make  repairs,  accidents  happen  for  which 
the  City  may  be  held  liable.  To  guard  against  such  risks, 
further  legislation  may  ba  necessary  by  Councils,  legislation 
either  reducing  the  time  alloAved,  or  permitting  your  def)art- 
ment  to  rope  oflf  a  dangerous  sidewalk  until  the  repairs  be 
made. 

The  defence  of  rural  property  is  a  defence  to  a  paving  bill, 
because  the  Supreme  Court   has    held    that    to    charge    rural 
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properties  with  the  cost  of  roadway  paving  is  to  impose  a  local 
assessment  for  a  general  public  benefit,  and  is  therefore  uncon- 
stitutional. 

The  earliest  case  on  this  subject  is  Washington  avenue,  69 
Pa.,  352,  Avliich  has  been  followed  and  affirmed  in  numerous 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  since.  None  of  the  cases  go 
so  flir  as  to  hold  that  merely  because  property  is  rural  it  can- 
not be  made  to  bear  any  of  the  burden  of  roadway  paving. 
The  principle  is  well  expressed  in  the  case  of  Scranton  vs. 
Penna.  Coal  Co.,  105  Pa.,  449,  where  the  Supreme  Court 
said  :  "It  is  the  vicious  principle  of  compelling  certain  farm 
lands,  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  to  pay  for  an  improvement 
which,  to  them,  as  farm  lands,  is  of  no  more  benefit  than  to 
the  general  public,  that  has  met  Avith  the  reprobation  of  this 
court;  the  singling  out  from  a  community  certain  persons 
and  compelling  them  to  shoulder  a  burden  which  should  be 
borne  equally  by  all  the  taxables  of  the  municipality  the  impo- 
sition upon  one  man  of  the  cost  of  a  public  improvement,  and 
that  merely  on  the  ground  of  the  accident  of  proximity." 

The  reasoning  upon  which  these  cases  were  decided  does 
not,  in  ray  opinion,  apply  to  the  case  of  the  repairing  of  a 
sidewalk.  As  to  the  footway,  the  duty  of  making  it  and  o. 
maintaining  it  in  good  order  is  put  on  the  property  ownerf 
It  is  kept  up  not  merely  as  a  public  improvement,  but.  as  a 
special  local  benefit  to  the  property  abutting  on  it. 

If,  then,  the  sidewalk  in  question  is  out  of  repair  and  all 
that  the  City  has  done  is  to  require  the  adjoining  property 
owner  to  put  it  in  repair,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  fact  that 
the  property  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates  will  constitute  no 
defence  to  the  lien  filed  to  recover  the  cost  of  the  repairing. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  City  has  no  right 
to  require  a  property  owner  to  take  up  a  good  sidewalk  pave- 
ment and  put  down  another  and  different  one.  (Wistar  vs. 
Phila.,  80  Pa.,  505,  and  111  Pa.,  604.

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
2d  inst.,  enclosing  the  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  placing  upon  the 
Plans  of  the  City  of  certain  streets  of  thirty  feet  in  width, 
which  were  physically  opened  and  Avholly  or  partially  built 
upon  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  April  21,  1855,  fixing  the  Avidth  of  streets 
at  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet,"  and  asi<ing  me  to  advise  you 
■whether  the  proposed  ordinance  is  inconsistent  with  the  Acts 
of  Assembly  of  April  21,  1865,  and  June  6,  1871. 

In  answer  thereto  I  beg  to  say  : 

The  Act  of  1855  was  an  Act  to  regulate  building,  and  the 
Act  of  1871  relates  to  placing  streets  on  the  City  Plan. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  proposed  ordinance  to  conflict  with  the 
Act  of  1871,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  Act  of  1855. 

Prior  to  1855,  many  small  streets  had  been  laid  out  and 
built  on.  This  is  matter  of  history,  and  is  recognized  in  the 
Act  of  1855.     That  Act,  in  Section  6,  provides: 

"  No  new  dwelling  house  or  other  building  within  said  City 
shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley,  or  court  which  shall  be  of 
less  width  than  twenty  feet,  or  without  being  made  to  recede 
so  that  such  street,  alley  or  court  shall  be  of  that  width,  the 
buildings  on  each  side  equally  receding;  the  damages  for 
which  widening  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  to  the  owner  in 
manner  provided  by  law  in  case  of  opening  new  streets.  Every 
new  dwelling-house  shall  also  have  an  open  space  attached  to 
it  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side,  equal  to  at  least  twelve  feet  square  ; 
and  no  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  be  erected 
on  any  street,  court,  or  alley  hereafter  to  be  laid  out,  or  if  laid 
out  and  wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or  stone  buildings  before 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  of  a  less  width  than  twenty-five  feet; 
and  every  builder  or  owner  who  shall  hereafter  build  other- 
wise than  as  aforesaid  shall  pay  to  the  said  city  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  as  debts  of  that  amount 
may  by  law  be  recovered,  and  shall  also  be  restrained  by 
injunction  from  so  building;  or,  if  having  so  built  after  the 
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passage  of  this  Act,  from  the  continuance  of  such  building 
contrary  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  shall  pay  all  the 
expenses  of  such  alterations  which  the  court  may  decree  to  be 
made.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  High- 
ways to  give  notice  to  the  City  Solicitor  of  all  violations  of 
this  act,  and  if  the  building  be  made  to  conform  thereto  on 
notice,  without  suit,  one-half  the  fine  shall  be  abated," 

You  will  see  that,  as  to  streets  already  laid  out  and  improved 
by  any  brick  or  stone  dwellings  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  Act,  the  Act  prohibits  building  over  a  twenty-foot  line; 
while  as  to  streets  newly  laid  out  and  "wholly  unimproved 
by  brick  or  stone  buildings,"  and  as  to  streets  thereafter  to  be 
laid  out,  the  Act  provides  that  the  buildings  shall  not  encroach 
over  a  twenty-five-foot  line. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Act  says  :  "  No  new  dwelling-house 
*  *  *  shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or  court,  which 
shall  be  of  a  less  width  than  twenty  feet,  etc." 

This  particular  sentence  in  the  Act  has  been  the  subject  of 
frequent  judicial  interpretation. 

In  Shultz  vs.  Doak,  1  Pliila.,  151,  Judge  Allison  restrained 
a  builder  who  attempted  to  construct  tenements  on  a  narrow 
court  by  styling  them  back  buildings,  holding  that  the  tene- 
ments were  in  violation  of  the  Act,  because  they  did  not  recede 
so  as  to  leave  an  open  court  in  their  front  of  twenty-five  feet. 
This  was  in  1861. 

In  the  matter  of  Perry's  Court,  Leg.  Int'r,  1873,  p.  116, 
Judge  Allison  again  upheld  the  Act.  A  property  owner  at  the 
corner  of  South  street  and  Perry's  court,  built  a  building  on 
South  street  with  Perry's  court  on  the  side.  lie  receded  so 
as  to  make  his  side-wall  ten  feet  from  the  middle  of  the  court. 
The  court  sustained  his  right  to  damages  for  such  forced 
recession. 

In  City  vs.  Michener,  reported  same  volume  and  page, 
Judge  Brewster,  three  weeks  after  Judge  Allison's  opinion  was 
delivered,  gave  the  same  interpretation  to  the  Act.  Mr.  Mich- 
ener started  to  build  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and  Chancery 
lane.  His  building  fronted  on  Arch  street.  Chancery  lane 
was  eighteen  feet  wide.  The  court  held  that  he  must  recede 
so  as  to  widen  Chancery  lane  to  tAventy  feet. 

These  three  decisions  were,  of  course,  rendered  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

In  the  same  year,  the  Guarantee  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit 
Company  began  the  construction  of  their  new  building  at  the 
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corner  of  Chestnut  street  and  Carpenters'  court.  The  City 
endeavored  to  compel  the  company  to  narrow  their  front  on 
Ciiestnut  street  so  as  to  widen  Carpenters'  court  to  twenty  feet 
in  width.  The  case  went  to  the  Supreme  Court.  Eli  K. 
Price,  Esq  ,  as  the  friend  of  the  Act  and  of  the  court,  wrote 
a  letter  in  which  he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
decisions  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  if  applied,  would 
do  away  with  alleys  of  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  he  claimed 
that  the  Act  was  only  intended  to  apply  to  the  street  on  which 
a  building  fronted,  using  that  term  as  it  is  ordinarily  used, 
and  limiting  tiie  front  to  one  side.  The  Supreme  Court 
adopted  that  thought.  No  opinion  was  filed.  The  court 
refused  the  injunction.     (See  30  Leg.  Int'r,  p.  240). 

In  1874,  the  same  point  came  before  the  District  Court.  A 
builder  was  constructing  a  warehouse  fronting  on  a  street  of 
ample  Avidth,  but  having  a  ten-foot  alley  on  its  side.  The 
court  applied  the  Guarantee  Trust  Co.'s  decision,  and  held 
that  the  Act  did  not  govern  the  case. 

The  result  of  these  last  two  decisions  is  that  in  the  middle 
of  the  block,  property  owners  who  fronted  on  the  narrow 
street  are  compelled  to  recede,  while  at  the  ends  of  the  nar- 
row street  the  lots  fronting  on  the  street  running  at  right 
angles  thereto  are  built  on  up  to  the  old  line.  The  money 
paid  by  the  City  in  damages  in  the  middle  of  the  square  does 
not  result  in  securing  highways  of  the  width  contemplated  by 
the  Act  of  1855. 

If  the  several  narrow  streets  were  plotted  of  the  width 
named  in  the  Act  of  1855,  the  owners  thereon  would  be  com- 
pelled to  recede  to  the  plotted  lines  without  regard  to  wliether 
the  narrow  street  was  on  the  front  or  on  the  side  of  the  build- 
ing proposed  to  be  erected  on  the  lot.  The  Act  of  1855  costs 
the  City  a  considerable  sum  annually^  and  the  good  results 
accomplished  are  small  as  compared  with  the  intent  of  the  Act. 
To  plot  all  the  small  streets  in  the  City  of  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  feet  in  width  Avould,  of  course,  increase  this  outhiy,  but  it 
would  in  the  course  of  a  decade  or  two  result  in  widening  the 
narrow  streets  from  end  to  end.  The  question  is  one  of  cost 
in  each  particular  case,  and  it  is  for  Councils  or  your  committee 
to  decide  whether  it  be  advisable  to  plot  the  street  under  con- 
sideration of  the  width  you  find  it,  or  of  the  Avidth  named  in 
the  Act  of  1855.     I  have  quoted  the  law  for  your  guidance. 

I  need  not  add  that  no  action  of  Councils  can  affect  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  under  the  Act  of  1871. 
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That  Act  provides  that  no  street  can  be  placed  on  the''i'Plan 
unless  it  extends  "from  street  to  street  as  a  thoroughfare." 

The  ordinance  in  its  present  shape  appears  to  me  to  need 
some  change.  I  will  be  glad  to  go  over  it  with  you,  if  you 
will  call.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
asking  me  for  my  opinion  "  regarding  the  effect  of  an  opinion 
rendered  within  a  short  time  by  Judge  Arnold,  as  to  the  liabil- 
ity of  property  owners  in  the  matter  of  paying  assessment 
bills  issued  to  a  contractor  for  constructing  a  public  sewer  in 
front  of  a  property  where,  some  time  before  the  construction  of 
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the  public  sewer,  the  property  owner  had  caused  to  be  con- 
structed at  her  expense  a  private  sewer  or  drain  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  iiureau  of  Surveys." 

The  decision  referred  toby  you  is'-  The  City  of  Phihidelphia 
to  use  of  John  Noonan,  vs.  Julia  K.  Verner,  47  Leg.  Int'r, 
166."  The  facts  Avere  these:  The  property  owner  ajiplied  to 
the  Survey  Department  in  1882  for  permission  to  construct 
a  sewer  or  drain  of  less  diameter  than  three  feet  on  Spring 
Garden  Street,  east  of  Thirty-sixth  street.  This  application 
was  made  under  the  Ordinance  ot  Councils  of  May  12, 
1866,^  Section  8  (Ordinances,  page  145).  The  said  section 
is  as  fullows : 

"  That  in  all  cases  where  parties  are  desirous  of  construct- 
ing a  sewer  of  less  diameter  than  three  feet  in  a  public  high- 
way at  their  own  expense,  application  therefore  must  be  made 
to  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  Avho,  if  approving,  shall  determine 
the  size  and  material  of  said  sewer,  and  grant  authority  for  its 
construction,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Comm^ittee  on 
Surveys  and  Regulations  :  Provided,  The  party  so  applying 
shall  enter  into  an  agreement  that  the  said  sewer  shall  be 
built  in  accordance  with  specifications  prepared  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surveys,  and  also  in  conformity  with  lines  and  levels 
to  be  given  by  the  surveyor  and  regulator  of  the  district,  and 
shall  be  constructed  under  the  directions  as  specified  in  ordi- 
nance approved  June  20,  1863,  entitled  ''  An  Ordinance 
reorganizing  the  Department  of  Surveys,"  after  the  completion 
of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  surveyor  and  regulator 
to  prepare  a  plan  of  said  sewer  and  file  the  same  in  the 
Department  of  Surveys,  as  specified  in  Section  2  of  this 
ordinance,  and  in  all  cases  where  a  sewer  or  drain  has  been  so 
constructed  and  the  plan  thereof,  with  its  cost,  has  been  filed 
in  the  Department  of  Surveys,  no  permit  shall  be  granted  by 
the  Iligliway  Department  for  a  connection  therewith  to  any 
party,  unless  he  shall  exhibit  a  receipt,  showing  that  he  has 
contributed  to  the  expense  of  its  construction,  which  prohibi- 
tion shall  be  null  and  voi<l  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  filing  the  plan  and  cost  in  the  Department  of 
Surveys." 

"The  effect  of  this  Ordinance,"  says  Judge  Arnold  in  the 
opinion,  "Ms  to  make  a  sewer  constructed  at  private  expense  a 
public  sewer,  so  far  as    to    relieve    the    property    owner  from 
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liability  to  pay  for  a  parallel  sewer  in  the  same  street ;  because 
the  Departinent  of  Surveys  must  determine  the  size  of  it 
(which  must  be  under  three  feet),  and  the  material  to  be  used 
in  its  construction.  It  must  bo  built  in  accordance  Avith 
specifications  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Surveys ;  it 
must  be  in  conformity  with  line  and  levels  given  by  the 
Surveyor  and  Regulator  oF  the  District,  and  it  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  directions  specified  by  the  Ordinance  of 
City  Councils.  When  completed  it  must  be  placed  on  the 
City  Plans,  and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  use  it,  unless 
he  has  contributed  to  the  expense  of  its  construction.  This 
means,  we  suppose,  a  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  according 
to  the  fronta2;e.  These  are  the  elements  which  constitute  a 
public  sewer." 

Judge  Arnold  points  out  that  the  Survey  Bureau  has  all 
the  power  in  the  matter.  It  may  refuse  to  sanction  the  build- 
ing of  the  sewer,  it  may  fix  the  size,  designate  the  materials, 
and  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  specifications.  The  Bureau 
has  the  same  power  over  the  building  of  these  sewers  which 
are  to  be  paid  for  in  the  first  instance  by  the  property  owners, 
that  it  has  over  sewers  to  be  built  by  the  City  under  contract. 

The  effect  of  the  opinion  is  to  decide  that  these  sewers  con- 
structed with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Surveys  and  in 
accordance  with  specifications  prepared  at  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys are  public  sewers,  and  the  payment  by  the  property 
owner  of  the  cost  thereof  relieves  him  from  having  to  pay  for 
any  other  parallel  sewer  constructed  by  the  City. 

You  further  ask  me  to  advise  your  Committee,  "as  to  the 
best  course  for  them  to  pursue  in  the  matter  of  approving 
these  private  sewer  bills,  so  as  to  grant  relief  to  the  owners 
of  property  and  at  the  same  time  protect  the  intei'csts  of  the 
City  in  such  a  manner  as  will  compel  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty to  meet  the  assessment  bills  when  it  shall  become 
necessary  to  construct  a  public  sewer  in  front  of  a  prop- 
erty in  front  of  which  a  sewer  or  drain  may  have  been  con- 
structed at  private  expense. 

Tliis  is  a  dilficult  question.  The  end  sought  might  be 
reached  by  amending  the  8th  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
May  12,  1806,  so  as  to  provide  that  in  each  case  the  appli- 
cant shall  sign  an  agreement  that  the  permission  granted  him 
is  recognized  by  him  to  be  merely  a  license  from  the  City  to 
construct  a  temporary  drain  for  his  own  uses,  and  that  when 
the  City  shall  in  the  course  of  time,  or  in  the  extension  of  her 
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sewerage  system,  build  a  public  sewer  along  the  street  and 
between  the  limits  where  he  desires  to  construct  a  private  drain, 
that  he  will  not  and  shall  not  avail  himself  of"  the  permission 
granted  under  the  said  section  as  a  defence  to  the  City's 
claim  for  frontage  for  a  public  sewer. 

There  is  but  one  other  course  which  I  can  sufj^est,  and  that 
is,  whenever  a  citizen  applies  for  permission  to  build  a  private 
sewer  to  refuse  it,  but  to  at  once  construct  for  him  a  public 
sewer.  This  would  avoid  any  difficulty  as  to  the  collection  of 
assessment  bills,  and  besides  would  give  the  City  the  benefit 
which  I  presume  is  derived  from  the  building  of  scAvers  of  less 
diameter  than  three  feet  at  the  price  of  $  >.00  per  linear  foot. 
I  presume  a  scarcity  of  funds  stands  in  the  way  of  adopting 
this  course  in    most  cases. 

I  have  examined  the  draft  of  proposed  ordinance  attached 
to  your  communication.  I  cannot  see  how  Section  2  of  it  is 
in  any  wise  a  solution  of  the  present  difficulty.  It  is  not 
nearly  so  comprehensive  as  Section  8  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1860.

Dear  Sir  : — fn  answer  to  your  letter  stating  that  there  is 
now  before  the  Committee  on  Railroads  "a  bill  giantinf^  to  the 
Germantown  Passenger  llaihvay  Company  the  privilege  to 
extend  its  double  tracks  on  Germantown  and  Perkiomcn  Turn- 
pike to  Wissahickon  avenue,"  and  inquiring  whether  said 
Company  has  the  right  under  their  charter  to  extend  their 
road  (with  the  consent  of  Councils)  to  said  Wissahickon  ave- 
nue, 1  would  say  that  the  seventh  section  of  an  Act  approved 
April  21,  1858  (P.  L.,  497),  and  entitled  '"An  Act  to  incor- 
porate the  Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company,"  pro- 
vides as  follows : 

Section  7.  That  the  said  corporation  may  and  shall  lay 
down,  construct  and  complete  a  passenger  railway,  with  single 
or  double  tracks  on  all  or  any  part  of  the  Germantown  turn- 
pike road  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  such  branches 
as  may  be  neccessary  to  connect  them  Avitli  any  other  railway 
or  railways  within  the  said  City,  and  to  procure  the  cars, 
carriages,  and  other  appliances  required  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  erect  or  procure  the  necessaiy  offices, 
depots,  station  houses,  Avork  shops,  stables,  and  such  other 
buildings  as  may  be  required  for  the  economical  and  conve- 
nient transaction  of  their  business  and  the  accommodation 
of  their  passengers:  Provided,  That  the  gauge  of  the  said 
railway  shall  be  five  feet  and  two  inches,  and  the  form  of  the 
rails  laid  down  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Councils  or  by 
their  officers  :  Provided  alwai/s.  That  no  work  shall  be  com- 
menced upon  the  line  of  the  said  railway  until  an  agreement 
authorizing  the  Company  hereby  created  to  construct  and  lay 
down  their  said  road  upon  the  bed  of  the  Germantown  turn- 
pike shall  have  been  made  and  executed  by  and  between  the 
Germantown  and  Perkiomen  turnpike  road  company  and  the 
said  passenger  railway  company,  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions and  with  such  restrictions  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the 
said  parties,  Avho  are  hereby  respectively  anthorized  to  make 
and  enter  into  such  an  agreement  not  until  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  passed 
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an  Act  permitting  and  allowing  the  construction  of  the  said 
road;  the  said  agreement  to  be  acknowledged  and  recorded 
in  the  office  for  recording  deeds,  etc.,  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, as  deeds  are  by  the  present  laws  required  to  be  acknowl- 
edged and  recorded:  And  provided  farther,  That  the 
consideration  to  be  paid  to  the  said  the  Germantown  and 
Pei'kiomen  turnpike  road  company  for  the  use  of  their  road, 
if  any,  may  be  p;iid  either  in  cash  or  by  the  issue  of  such  a 
number  of  shares  of  stock  as  may  be  required;  ^vhich  shares, 
so  issued  by  the  Company,  shall  be  upon  the  same  footing  with 
other  shares  of  stock,  and  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  all  the 
privileges  of  other  stockholders." 

In  my  opinion,  this  gives  to  the  Germantown  Passenger 
Railway  Company  the  right  to  lay  down  double  tracks  on  the 
Germantown  turnpike  road  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
reference  to  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  extend  the  tracks  of  the  Frankford  and  Southwark 
Passenger  Railway  Company  from  present  terminus,  at 
Frankford  avenue  and  Arrott  street,  to  Frankford  avenue 
and  Bridge  street,"  -which  reads  as  follows: 

"  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  given  to  the 
Frankford  and  Soutlnvark  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
extend  its  tracks  on  Frankford  avenue  from  the  present  termi- 
nus, Frankford  avenue  and  Arret  street,  to  Frankford  avenue 
and  Bridge  street.  The  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervi- 
sion and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  the  sum   of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  be  first  paid  into 
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the  City  Treasury  by  the  said  Frankford  and  Southwark 
Passenger  Uailway  Company,  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  this 
ordinance." 

You  ask  my  opinion  "as  to  ^vhethersaid  Company's  charter 
authorizes  it  to  lay  tracks  on  Frankford  avenue,  between  the 
points  named  in  the  bill ;  also  as  to  whether  any  other  rail- 
way company  has  the  chartered  right  to  the  occupancy  of 
that  portion  of  the  avenue,  and  also  as  to  the  authority  of 
Councils  to  give  to  the  said  Frankford  and  Southwark  Passenger 
Railway  Company  the  lawful  privilege  to  lay  tracks  on  the 
portion  of  Frankford  avenue  mentioned." 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  I  have  carefully  examined  the 
Acts  of  Assembly  which  give  to  the  Frankford  and  South- 
wark Passenger  Railway  Company  the  right  to  lay  tracks  on 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Avhich  arc  as  follows  : 

Act  of  April  9,1858,  P.  L.,  237. 
Act  of  Mav  IG,  1861,  P.  L.,  698. 
Act  of  Maix-h  4,  1^^63,  P.  L.,  107. 
Act  of  April  17, 1866,  P.  L.,  1011. 
Act  of  Feb.  14,  1868,  P.  L.,  146. 
Act  of  October  3,  1870-71.  P.  L.,  1553. 
Act  of  May  27,  1871,  P.  L.,  1251. 
Act  of  April  3, 1873-74,  P.  L.,  345, 

and  also  the  Act  of  April  4,  1854,  incorporating  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Delaware  River  Railroad  Company,  and  I  can 
find  no  express  authority  given  to  the  Frankford  and  South- 
walk  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  for  a  pas- 
senger railway  on  Fiankford  avenue  from  the  present  terminus- 
Frankford  avenue  and  Arrott  Street,  to  Frankford  avenue 
and  Bridge  street. 

In  auswer  to  the  other  questions  contained  in  your  letter, 
I  have  only  to  say  that  Councils  have  no  poAvcr  to  grant  the 
permission  required  unless  the  Company  has  authority  under 
its  original  charter  or  by  later  Act  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  question,  "Has  the  City 
the  right  to  construct  a  sewer  or  to  place  anything  in  the  nature 
of  a  wharf  in  the  rivers  between  the  Old  Bulkhead  line,  and 
the  line  known  as  the  arbitrary  low  water  line  established  in 
1868,  Avithout  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Wardens?"  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  City  has  not  the  right  to  do  so  without 
first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Wardens. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  '"Has  any  individual  or 
corporation  the  right  to  make  any  changes  between  the  points 
above  designated  without  first  securing  a  license  from  the 
Board  of  Wardens  ?"  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  18G4  (P.  L.,  006) 
has  given  the  Board  of  Wardens  full  jurisdiction  over  this  mat- 
ter, and  that  no  individual  or  corporation  has  the  right  to  make 
any  changes  between  the  points  designated  without  securing 
a  license.

It  is  a  matter  entirely  for  Councils  rather  than  a  question 
of  law  for  me.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  29th  ult., 
n  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  Councils  have  the 
power  to  pass  a  bill  reading  as  follows  : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  any  city  or  county 
office,  commission  or  department  of  Philadelphia,  containing 
positions  of  honor,  trust  or  profit,  where  one  of  the  appli- 
cant's race  or  color  is  not  serving  under  each  of  the  forms  of 
service  practiced  by  other  citizens  there  serving,  the  appoint- 
ing power  or  appointing  powers  shall  not  refuse  by  act  or 
Otherwise  to  appoint  some  one  of  the  applicant's  race  or  color 
to  that  form  of  service  wherein  one  of  tlic  applicant's  race  or 
color  is  not  serving  at  the  occurrence  of  the  first  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  condition  by  which  the  most  favored  one  in  that 
form  of  service  shall  have  been  legally  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  The  acts  growing  out  of  the  appointment  of  a 
citizen  appointed  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be 
binding  upon  the  City  or  County  of  Philadelphia,  nor  shall 
any  money  as  a  salary  be  paid  from  the  City  Treasury  to  any 
appointing  poAver  or  appointing  powers  violating  this  ordinance 
until  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with  by  the  appointing  power  or  appointing  powers  so 
violating." 

You  also  ask  whether  Councils  can  pass  such  a  bill  affect- 
ing county  offices.  I  reply  as  follows  :  The  subject  matter 
of  said  bill  or  ordinance,  so  far  ns  appointments  to  municipal 
offices  are  concerned,  has  been  fully  provided  for  under  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885,  and  Councils  have  no  authority  to  pass 
an  ordinance  such  as  the  one  proposed. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
Councils  cannot  pass  such  an  ordinance  affecting  a  county 
office.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  communi- 
cation enclosino;  the  f'ollowin<>;  resolution  : 


RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  information  relative  to  the 
disposition  of  the  moneys  obtained  from  the  sale  of  useless 
school  buildings. 

Whereas,  A  recent  examination  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  City  by  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government  devel- 
ops the  fact  that,  by  the  removal  of  population,  the  cutting 
off  of  sections  by  railroad  lines,  the  proximity  of  large  man- 
ufacturing establishments,  the  improvement  in  modern  sani- 
tary arrangements,  rendering  older  buildings  undesirable  and 
unpopular,  or  from  other  depressing  influences,  a  large  number 
of  school  buildings  in  various  sections  of  the  Cityare  compara- 
tivclv  empty,  and  it  is  desirable  that  they  be  removed  to  other 
localities  and  reconstructed  on  better  principles. 

Ri'iiolved,  hy  the  Salect  and  Common  Councils  of  tlie  City 
of  Pldladelpliia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to 
inform  these  bodies  whether  the  Act  of  April,  18f)5,  requir- 
ing that  for  the  security  of  the  public  creditors,  the  proceeds 
of  sale  of  useless  City  property  should  be  paid  into  the  Sinking 
Fund  towards  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  would  prevent 
the  City  Councils  from  autliorizing  the  Mayor  or  Board  of 
Public  Education  to  sell  such  properties:  Provided^  the  pro- 
ceeds are  invested  in  other  school  buildings  elsewhere. 

An  answer  to  the  above  resolution  can  be  best  made  by 
referring  to  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  school 
property.  In  1845,  by  Act  of  April  ]Gth  (P.  L.,  602).  the 
Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools  was  made  a  body 
politic  and  corporate.  This  corporation  was  to  have  the 
power  to  take  and  hold  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  less 
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estate,  or  to  sell  the  same  toirake  convej'ance  free  from  all  trusts. 
The  legal  title  of  all  property  at  that  time  held  by  the  County 
Commissioners,  or  by  any  otiier  person  or  persons  in  trust 
for  the  use  of  the  old  Board  of  Controllers,  was  vested  in  a 
corporation  thereby  created  fully  and  in  fee  simple  or  for  any 
less  estate,  as  the  case  might  be,  and  the  trustees  Avere 
directed  to  execute  conveyances  to  the  corporation  in  pursu- 
ance thereto.  This  Act,  so  far  as  it  affected  property  held  in 
trust  for  school  purposes,  accomplished  merely  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  coipor;ition  called  the  Board  of  Controllers  as 
trustees  for  the  original  trustees  of  this  property.  In  other 
words,  the  fact  that  the  corporation  was  given  a  fee  simple  title 
to  trust  property  meantthatthecorporation  was  tobe  tlie  trustees 
and  could  not  have  meant  that  the  trusts  themselves  were  tobe 
abolished.  Then  comes  the  Act  of  Consolidation  of  Febru- 
ary 2,  1854  (P.  L.,  21).  This  Act  reorganized  the  Board  of 
Controllers,  and  provided,  Section  23,  as  follows  : 

"  Immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  said  Board  of 
Controllers,  all  property  real  and  personal,  all  trust  and 
trust  funds,  and  all  estate,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
whatsoever,  that  are  or  shall  be  by  law  or  otherwise  vested 
in,  owned,  possessed  or  enjoyed  by,  or  that  in  anywise  apper- 
tain to  the  corporation  created  by  the  Act  of  Assembly 
passed  April  sixteenth,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  the  Con- 
trollers of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  Phil- 
adelphia, subject  to  all  the  trusts,  conditions  and  liabilities 
now  legally  applicable  thereto,  and  all  sums  of  money  due, 
payable  to  or  I'eceived  by  the  Board  of  Controllers,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  sums  expended  by  or  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  sliall  be  paid  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  upon  orders  drawn  under  appropriations 
regularly  made  by  Councils. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  by  this  Act  obtains  all  the  title 
to  school  property  that  the  former  corporation  of  Controllers 
possessed,  andsubjectto  all  the  trusts,  conditions,  and  liabilities 
legally  applicable  thereto  at  that  time.  All  moneys  due,  pay- 
payable  or  received  by  the  new  Board  of  Controllers  are  to 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  expenditures  are  to  be 
met  upon  orders  drawn  under  appropriations  legularly  made 
by  Councils.     But  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  thus  made 
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a  trustee  for  all  property  originally  held  in  trust  for  the  use  of 
the  old  Board  of  Controllers,  and  -when  any  of  the  property 
belonging  to  such  trust  was  sold,  the  proceeds -were  necessarily 
to  be  invested  in  other  school  property  in  order  to  preserve 
the  trusts.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  all  other  property 
held  originally  by  the  Controllers  in  fee  simple  purchased  by 
appropiiutions  made  by  the  City  itself,  or  paid  for  under  the 
olii  huv,  by  taxation  for  that  purpose,  would,  under  this  Act 
of  Consolidation,  go  directly  into  the  City  Treasury,  and 
under  the  City  Ordinance  of  January  25,  1855,  page  32, 
would  be  placed  to  the  Sinking  Fund  account  for  the  payment 
of  the  City's  debt. 

The  question  turns,  therefore,  upon  the  manner  in  which  any 
specific  piece  of  school  property  was  acquired.  Trust  prop- 
erty continues  to  be  trust  property  for  the  purpose  for  which 
the  trust  was  made,  and  the  fact  that  the  City  is  the  trustee 
makes  no  difference.  Property  that  has  been  paid  for  by 
taxation  for  school  purposes  is  not  trust  property,  but  City 
property,  quite  as  much  as  any  that  has  been  purchased  by 
definite  appropriation,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
latter  are  all  that  can  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  be 
used  indiscriminately  for  the  payment  of  the  City's  debt,  or 
to  meet  any  of  the  City's  current  expenses. 

Concerning  the  Ordinance  of  1855,  above  mentioned,  it  is 
only  necessary  to  say  that  this  could  only  apply  to  other  than 
trust  property,  and  whether  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  other 
than  trust  property  go  into  the  Sinking  Fund  or  not,  they 
must  go  into  the  treasury,  and  can  only  be  used  as  any  other 
money,  viz. :  by  regular  appropriations. 

Should  any  of  this  kind  of  property,  [i.  e.,  property  not 
originally  held  in  trust  for  school  purposes)  be  sold,  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  Councils  from  directing  that  it  be  rein- 
vested in  schools,  since  an  ordinance  made  by  Councils  can  be 
repealed  by  a  subsequent  ordinance,  and  this  subsequent 
ordinance  would  be  in  the  form  of  an  appropriation. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
trust  property  must  be  reinvested  in  schools,  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  other  property  may  be  so  reinvested  should 
Councils  repeal  a  former  ordinance  by  a  direction  to  that 
effect. 

Your  resolution  speaks  of  an  Act  of  April,  1855.     Upon 
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an  examination  of  the  Pamplilet  Laws,  I  have  been  unable  to 
find   such    an    Act,    but  only   the  ordinance  of  January  25, 


1855,  quoted  above.

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the 
30tli  ult.,  referring  to  the  mandamus  proceedings  in  Common- 
wealth ex  re  Young  vs.  Wagner,  and  asking  me  whether,  in  view 
of  the  facts  set  out  in  the  petition  in  said  proceedings,  and  in 
an  affidavit  filed  with  you,  you  will  be  justified  in  ordering 
water-pipe  to  be  laid  in  front  of  Mr.  Young's  houses. 

Mr.  Young  has  laid  out  a  private  street,  which  he  calls  Young 
street,  which  extends  southward  from  Wolf  street  at  a  distance 
of  115  feet  west  of  South  street.  This  private  street  does  not 
extend  from  one  highway  of  the  City  to  another,  but  only  over 
the  land  of  Mr.  Young.  It  is  not  on  the  City  Plan,  nor  under 
the  Act  of  June  6,  1871,  Section  3,  P.  L.,  1853,  can  it  be. 
This  view  is  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  I  gave  on  July  26, 
1884,  in  re  Esher  street,  and  with  Section  1  of  the  ordinance 
of  April  8,  1890. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  afiidavit  filed  with  you  does  not  jus- 
tify you  in  ordering  pipe  to  be  laid  in  this  private  street.  The 
property  owner  can,  if  his  view  be  correct,  obtain  redress  in 
the  mandamus  proceedings  begun  by  him,  or  he  can  apply  to 
Councils  to  have  Younj;  street  plotted  from  Wolf  street  to 
Ritner  street.  This,  if  done,  will  make  it  a  public  street,  and 
all  difficulty  will  be  removed.

delegate  to  any  political  convention,  nor  shall  he  be  present  at 
any  such  convention  except  in  the  performance  of  duty  relating 
to  his  position  as  such  officer  or  employee,  and  any  violation 
of  these  provisions  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  position,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  to  dismiss  him  from  office, 
and  enter  upon  their  record  the  cause  of  such  dismissal."

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  July  15, 
in  relation  to  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  laying  of  water- 
pipe  on  Wyndmoor  and  Willow  Grove  Avenues,  from  Stenton 
to  Ardmore  Avenues,  in  Montgomery  County,  I  beg  leave  to 
say  that  the  Act  of  April  10, 1873,  authorizes  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia to  furnish  water  from  the  water-works  lately  belonging 
to  the  Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company  to  any  of  the  residents 
of  the  township  of  Springfield,  in  the  County  of  Montgomery. 
I  have  carefully  considered  the  fact  submitted  to  me  in 
relation  to  the  matter,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  safest  course 
for  the  City  to  pursue  in  this  matter  Avould  be  not  to  lay  the 
pipe  on  said  Avenues  under  said  Act  until  the  individual  owners 
on  both  sides  of  the  Avenues  enter  into  an  agreement  or  con- 
tract to  pay  the  rates  fixed  by  the  City. 
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The  question  of  the  dedication  of  the  streets,  and  the  fact 
tliat  the  property  is  rural,  may  be  used  as  a  defence  against 
the  payment  of  the  City's  charges  by  those  residents  ^vllo  oppose 
the  laying  of  the  pipe.

DearStr: — Some  time  since  I  received  a  communication 
from  you  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  authorizing 
the  I'hihulelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  to  construct  its 
main  line  and  branches, to  authorize  changes  and  revision  in  the 
lines  and  grades  of  certain  streets,  the  location  of  a  new  street 
and  entering  of  security. 
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In  this  communication,  you  ask  Avliether  or  not,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  bill  is  so  framed  as  to  fully  protect  the  interests  of  the 
City,  and  is  so  Avorded  that  the  City  can  enforce  any  and  all 
conditions  which  it  now  contains,  or  Avhicli  may  be  inserted  or 
added  prior  to  its  passage  ? 

Second.  Whether,  in  my  judgment,  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  are  such  as  ■will  require  the  Belt  Line  Railioad 
Company  to  be  at  all  times  hereafter  open  to  all  railroad 
companies  desiring  to  use  or  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges 
thereunder. 

Third.  Whether  the  bill  is  so  worded  as  to  fully  guarantee 
and  provide  against  a  combination  or  monopoly  obtaining  con- 
trol of  the  road  and  its  franchises  in  a  way  that  the  latter  could 
violate  the  provisions  of  the  bill  relating  to  the  subject. 

Fourth.  Whether,  in  my  judgment,  it  will  be  better  for  the 
interests  of  the  City  that  a  bond  should  be  given  by  the  said 
Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
pledging  the  said  company  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  as  submitted,  or  as  it  may  be  agreed  to  prior  to  its  passage. 

A  short  time  after  the  receipt  of  this  communication  enclos- 
ing this  ordinance,  I  received  another  letter  from  you  in  which 
you  ask  whether  or  not  it  is  possible  to  devise  and  frame  a  plan  • 
whereby  the  stock  and  bonds  of  the  Philadelphia  Bslt  Line 
Railroad  Company  can  be  so  tied  up  as  to  leave  the  voting 
power  ill  the  hands  of  such  persons  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  commercial,  maritime  and  business  bodies,  so  as  to  insure 
the  future  management  of  the  road  in  the  interests  of  the  City 
alone,  so  that  no  other  one  or  two  or  more  companies  may  be 
able  to  obtain  control  to  the  exclusion  of  others. 

All  these  question  c:in  be  best  answered  by  giving  herewith 
a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  me  on  the  2lM  of  ALircli,18U0, 
to  George  S.  Graham  Esq.,  counsel  for  the  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  which  I  follow  Avith  a  copy  of  a  letter,  dated  June 
]9,  LSOO,  from  George  S.  Gr.ihani  and  John  G.  Johnson, 
Esquires,  counsel  for  the  said  Bolt  Line  Railroad  Company. 

It  will  ho  seen  in  the  letter  of  June  10,  sent  by  counsel  for 
the  B3lt  Tjine  Railroad  Company,  in  answer  to  my  communica- 
tion of  March  22,  that  they  agree  to  every  suggestion  I  have 
made  in  relation  to  the  mutter,  and  further  state  that  they  are 
instructed  by  the  officials  and  stockholders  of  the  Belt  Line 
Railroad  Company  to  agree  to  everything  that  may  be  sug- 
gested, with  the  end  in  view  of  preventing  the  company  from 
becoming  a  monopoly. 
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The  only  question  left  open  is  tliiit  concerning  the  future 
condition  of  the  road  in  case  it  becomes  insolvent.  In  order  to 
provide  against  this  emergency,  I  suggested  that  the  charter  be 
amended,  the  proposed  amendment  being  set  out  at  length  in 
my  communication  of  March  22,  1890.  To  this  the  counsel  for 
the  companv  replied  that  they  knew  of  no  method  by  uhich  the 
charter  could  be  amended,  unless  it  be  by  an  Act  of  Assembly 
as  a  supplement  to  the  original  Act  creating  the  corporation  ; 
and  having  carefully  examined  into  this  question,  1  am  unable 
at  this  time  to  sugiiest  any  plan  by  -which  the  said  amendment 
can  be  made,  except  by  the  passage  of  an  Act  of  Assembly. 

If  no  amendment  can  be  made,  and  the  company  refuse  to 
seek  the  assistance  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  then  I  can  only  add 
that  I  have  suggested  everything  that  occurs  to  me  that  -will 
protect  the  City  in  this  important  matter.  That  being  so,  the 
question  is  one  entirely  for  the  consideration  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — A  short  time  since,  as  you  know,  I  received  a 
communication  from  Thomas  IM.  Hammett,  Chairman  of  the

In  this  communication  to  me,lie  asked  whether  or  not,  in  my 
opinion,  the  bill  is  so  framed  as  to  fully  protect  the  interests 
of  the  City,  and  is  so  worded  that  the  City  can  enforce  any 
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and  all  the  conditions  which  it  now  contains,  or  which  may  be 
inserted  or  added  prior  to  its  passage  ;  and,  second,  whether,  in 
myjudgment,  tlie  provisions  of  the  bill  are  such  as  will  require 
the  Belt  Line  road  to  be  at  all  times  hereafter  open  to  all  railroad 
companies  desiring  to  use  or  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges 
thereunder;  and,  third,  whether  the  bill  is  so  worded  as  to  fully 
guarantee  and  provide  against  a  combination  or  monopoly  obtain- 
ing control  of  the  road  and  its  franchises  in  a  way  that  the  latter 
could  violate  the  provisions  of  thebill  relating  to  the  subject; 
and,  fourth,  whether,  in  myjudgment,  it  would  be  better  for  the 
interests  of  the  City  that  a  bond  should  be  given  by  said  Belt 
Line  Railroad  Company  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  pledging 
the  said  Company  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  bill  as 
submitted,  or  as  it  may  be  agreed  to  prior  to  its  passage. 
Subsequently  I  received  from  Mr.  Hammett  another  letter 
asking  me  whether  or  not  it  is  possible  to  devise  and  frame  a 
plan  whereby  the  stock  and  bonds  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt 
Line  Railroad  Company  can  be  so  tied  up  as  to  leave  the  voting 
power  in  the  hands  of  such  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
com-mercial,  maritime  and  business  bodies,  so  as  to  insure 
the  future  management  of  the  road  in  the  interests  of  the  City 
alone,  so  that  no  other  one  or  two  or  more  companies  may  be  able 
to  obtain  control  to  the  exclusion  of  others. 

You  will  see  that  the  Avhole  matter  of  devising  or  suggesting 
a  plan  that  will  forever  protect  the  City  against  the  burden  of 
a  monopoly  has  been  cast  upon  me,  and  I  have  given  the  sub- 
ject considerable  care  and  thought. 

I  have  examined  a  copy  of  the  proposed  agreement  between 
Francis  B.  Reeves,  Chas.  H.  Cramp,  Wm.  M.  S\n gcr]y.  et  al, 
officers,  directors  and  stockholders  of  a  certain  corporation  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  and  called  the 
Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  parties  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Philadelphia,  the  Commercial 
Exchange,  and  the  Manufacturers'  Club  of  Philadelphia, 
parties  iiereto  of  the  second  part,  and 

Temporary  Trustees,  The  Girard  Life  Insurance  Annuity  and 
Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia, Permanent  Trustee,and  Francis 
B.  Reeve?,  Trustee  for  the  stockholders,  parties  hereto  of  the 
third  part. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  provisions  of  the  agree- 
ment, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  it  is  carried  out  in  good 
faith  it  will  fully  protect  the  City  from  the  burden  of  a 
monopoly. 
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There  is  one  feature,  however,  about  the  agreement  to 
which  1  must  offer  an  objection.  It  -will  be  observed  that  the 
directors  arc  to  be  chosen  by  the  voting  trustees  from  the 
stockholders,  and  so  long  as  these  stockholders  have  the  inter- 
est of  the  City  at  heart,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the 
City  would  be  protected,  and  that  the  road  would  be  operated 
^Yithout  favoritism  and  discrimination  ;  but  if  at  any  time  the 
stock  should  be  bought  up  subject  to  the  trust  and  controlled 
by  those  who  are  identitied  with  other  corporations,  or  with 
one  corporation,  the  board  of  direction  could  manage  the  road 
in  the  interests  of  that  corporation  with  which  they  were 
identified,  and  whose  interests  they  desired  especially  to  serve. 
This  is  a  question,  however,  to  be  provided  against  in  the 
future,  and  at  present  is  not  even  to  be  considered  as  the 
slightest  danger  because  of  the  integrity  and  honesty  of  those 
who  petition  for  permission  to  build  the  road;  but  I  am  called 
upon  by  my  client  to  devise  means  that  will  at  all  times  in  the 
future  protect  the  City  from  a  monopoly,  and  I  must  object  to 
the  retention  of  the  five  shares  of  stock  in  the  hands  of  each 
stockholder  as  provided  for  in  the  agreement.  I  think  that 
all  the  stock  should  be  held  by  the  trust,  and  1  do  not  see  hovf 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  stockholders  bavins:  their  trust 
held  in  this  Avay  could  be  prevented  from  voting  upon  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  management  of  the  road. 

Theie  is  one  point  in  the  matter  about  which  I  have  con- 
siderable doubt,  and  that  relates  to  the  question  of  insolvency 
of  the  road,  for  if,  in  the  future,  the  road  should  ever  become 
insolvent,  and  the  franchises  and  property  of  the  road  should 
be  bought  by  others  than  those  who  at  present  form  the  cor- 
poration, this  agreement  avouM  absolutely  fail  of  its  purpose, 
and -the  new  corporation  filling  into  possession  of  the  property 
and  franchises  of  the  Belt  Line  llailioad  Company  would  in 
nowise  be  bound  by  any  agreement  that  could  be  made  at  this 
time. 

To  protect  the  City  against  such  a  contingency  I  am  able 
to  see  my  Avay  clear  in  advising  that  the  charter  be  amended, 
and  with  this  purpose  in  view  I  suggest  that  the  following 
amendment  be  made  to  the  charter  of  the  said  railroad  com- 
pany : 

""When  the  said  The  rhiladelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  wholly  completed,  and  each  part  thereof,  as 
rapidly  as  it  shall  be  constructed,  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of 
all  railroad  companies  which  shall  enter,  pass  over,  or  run 
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throu.iili  the  City  of  Philadelphia  over  the  said  tracks  of  the 
said  The  Pliihidelphia  Belt  Line  Kailioad  Company,  and  the 
said  railroad  conipanies  Avhich  shall  use  or  desire  to  use  the 
said  tracks  of  the  said  The  Philadeljihia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  shall  be  compelled  to  execute  a  proper  and  satis- 
factory agreement  with  the  said  The  Philadelphia  Belt  l^ine 
Railroad  Company,  to  comply  with  all  reasonable  rules  and 
reguhitions,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  apply  to  all, 
without  discrimination  or  favoritism.  That  tbe  dividends  are 
to  be  limited  to  0  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  the 
stock  actualh^  paid  in  ;  the  rights  of  charges  shall  be  limited 
to  the  actual  cost  and  expenses  of  operating  the  road, 
together  with  cost  and  expenses  of  maintenance  of  roadway, 
rolling  stock,  appurtenances,  fixed  charges,  interest  on  indebt- 
edness and  sinking  fund  instalments,  to  the  end  that,  by  wise 
and  economical  management,  the  terminal  railroad  facilities  in 
Philadelphia  may  be  increased,  and  the  charges  reduced  to  a 
minimum." 

If  such  an  agreement  as  that  referred  to  above,  subject  to 
the  changes  suggested  by  me,  shall  be  entered  into,  and  the 
charter  be  amended  in  form  as  above,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
then  everything  will  have  been  done,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  that 
will  prevent  the  said  The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company  from  ever  becoming  a  monopoly,  and  exercising 
its  rights  and  power  in  discriminating  against  one  railroad 
company  or  all  railroad  companies,  in  the  interest  of  one 
corporation.

Dear  Sir  :-^-After  our  numerous  interviews  concerning  the 
subject  of  your  letter  of  March  22,  1890,  we  desire  to  place 
the  conclusions  reached  by  us  before  you  in  a  formal  way. 
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We  agree  to  your  suggestion  concerning  tlic  stock  and  w'lW 
have  it  all  placed  in  trust.  We  also  ngrce  to  election  of 
diioctors  not  stockholders,  to  cover  your  objection. 

'i'iie  officers  and  stockholders  of  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  have 
instructed  us  to  agree  to  everything  you  may  suggest,  uith 
the  end  in  view  of  preventing  this  company  from  being  made 
a  monopol}',  and  of  securing  its  management  in  the  interests 
of  the  commerce  of  Philadelphia  and  i'ree  from  the  control  or 
interference  of  any  single  interest. 

With  these  instructions  wq  stand  ready  and  do  fully  assent 
to  tlic  amendment  of  the  charter.  But  a  legal  difficulty  arises 
Avhich  may  not  have  occurred  to  you.  Can  the  charter  be 
amended?  We  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  method  by 
which  this  can  be  done.  If,  however,  you  can  point  out  or 
indicate  a  mode  we  will  be  hnppy  to  adopt  it,  and  place  your 
sugirested  amendment  in  our  charter. 

We  fear,  while  this  amendment  has  been  sufrscsted  by  those 
vhose  motives  are  honest,  that  there  may  be  behind  them 
others,  with  whom  this  suggestion  lias  originated,  who  are  in 
no  sense  friendly  to  this  scheme.  Some  one  that  knew  that 
no  such  amendment  could  be  made,  might  rendily  suggest  it, 
and  then  pretentiously  clamor  for  its  adoption,  tendering  in 
such  event  their  support.  It  may  be  suggested  that  we  take 
out  a  new  chnrter;  but  this  cnnnot  be  considered  for  a  single 
moment.  Our  present  charter  secures  us  rights  which  Ave 
must  maintain,  and  we  cannot  abandon  it  and  take  out  a  new 
one,  without  at  the  same  time  losing;  advantafies  Avhich  could 
never  be  recovered  again. 

Believe  us,  those  whom  Ave  represent  are  ns  anxious  to  pro- 
tect the  City  and  the  commercial  interests  of  riiiladelphia  as 
any  one  can  possibly  be,  and  therefore  stand  rea<ly  at  any 
time  to  meet  you  and  adopt  any  sungestion  you  may  be  pleased 
to  make  that  Avill  not  affect  the  financial  side  of  the  question 
and  Avill  secure  the  ends  already  indicated.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.,  I 
have  to  say  that  the  specifications  attached  thereto  appear 
not  to  provide  for  other  than  ordinary  sidewalk  paving.  I 
know  of  no  custom  of  the  trade  which  justifies  such  an  inter- 
pretation of  the  words  "per  square  yard,  80  cents,"  when  applied 
to  paving  with  bricks  set  on  edge,  as  to  mean  one  square  yard 
of  surface  measurement. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  even  if  there  were  such  a  cus- 
tom of  the  trade  it  Avould  prevail  against  the  agreement  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  specifications. 

In  order  to  reacii  a   proper  solution  of  this  matter  I  think 
it  would  be  best  to  have  it  provided  for  by  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
September  25,  1890,  in  which  you  state  that  you  are  directed 
by  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to  ask  my  opinion  on  the 
following  points  with  reference  to  the  accompanying  ordinance 
ofthe  Germantown  Passenger  Railwny  Company  : 

1.  '•  Have  they  the  right  under  the  amended  charter  of 
April  3, 1872  (P.  L.,  761),  to  occupy  Twenty-second  street  ? 

2.  ''  Have  they  the  right  to  go  half  way  around  the  cemetery 
mentioned,  and  return  by  douMe  track  ?" 
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The  Act  of  April  3,  1872,  Provides:  "That  the  Ger- 
mantown  Passenger  Railway  Company  of  Philadelphia  be 
authorized  to  continue  and  extend  their  track  at  any  time 
hereafter  commencing  at  iheir  present  track  on  Seventh  street 
or  Germantown  Avenue;  thence  westward  along  Susquehanna 
Avenue  to  Thirty-third  street;  thence  southward  along  Thirty- 
third  street  to  Norris  street;  thence  eastward  along  Norris 
street  to  connect  with  their  track  at  Seventh  street  or  Ger- 
mantoAvn  avenue,  with  privilege  to  connect  at  Tiveniy -first 
street,  and  to  extend  along  any  convenient  streets  necessary 
to  make  the  circuit  around  Odd  Fellows',  American  Mechanics', 
Glemvood  and  Monument  Cemeteries." 

ItAvillbeseen  by  this  Act  that  authority  is  given  to  the  Com- 
pany to  connect  at  Twenty-first  street,  and  there  is  no  special 
authority  given  for  the  occupation  of  Twenty-second  street ;  but 
perhaps  Councils  could  give  permission  for  the  occupation  of 
that  street  if  it  were  necessary  to  enable  the  Company  to  make 
tlie   circuit  around  the  cemeteries  above  referred  to. 

In  a  careful  examination  of  the  Act,  I  find  no  authority  for 
the  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  extend  their  tracks  except 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  cm;wi«  around  the  said  ceme- 
teries, and  I  cannot  see  how  the  Act  gives  permission  to  occupy 
half  the  route,  and  then  return  by  means  of  a  double  track.

Dear  Sir:— Sihis  W.  Pettit,  Esq,  as  counsel  for  the 
Wenern  Union  Telegraph  Company,  has  referred  to  me  an 
ordinance  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  granting  permission  to  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  to  open  streets,  lay  and 
maintain  underground  conduits  and  cables,  construct  man- 
holes, and  make  office  connections,"  which  was  referred  to  the 
Electrical  Committee,  together  Avith  a  letter  from  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  dated  June  12,  1J<90,  addressed  to 
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the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
stating  that  the  Board  of  llig1iw;iy  Supervisors,  at  its  meeting 
on  that  day,  considered  the  application  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company,  "  for  permission  to  lay  conduits  in 
certain  streets,  and  have  formulated  the  accompanying  ordi- 
nance in  connection  therewith,  and  ask  its  reference  to  the 
Electrical  Committee." 

Mr.  Pettit  states,  in  his  letter,  that  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  objects  to  giving  the  bond  in  the  form 
required  by  the  ordinance  enclosed,  as  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  in  respect  to 
so  much  of  it  as  includes  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  license 
charges  now  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  ordinance;  and,  on 
behalf  of  the  company,  he  proposes  the  erasure  of  the  words 
"and  for,"  before  the  Avords  "license  charges,"  in  the  fifth 
line  from  the  foot  of  the  first  page  of  the  ordinance  as  drafted, 
and  the  interlineation  of  the  Avords  "except  as  to."  in  place 
thereof,  and  states  that  your  committee  desires  to  know  from 
me  whether : 

1.  You  can  safely  waive  the  provision  contained  in  the  ordi- 
nance as  proposed,  as  to  license  charges  without  prejudicing 
the  City's  rights  to  impose  such  charges  as  she,  by  law,  now 
has : 

2.  Whether  any  alteration  in  the  language  of  the  ordinance 
as  drafted  is  really  needed  to  protect  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  in  its  asserted  rights;  and 

3.  Whether  the  interlineation  suggested  by  ]Mr.  Pettit 
would,  if  adopted,  affect  in  any  way  the  City's  legal  rights  in 
the  premises. 

In  answer  to  the  first  proposition,  I  Avould  say,  that  the 
provision  contained  in  the  ordinance,  as  to  license  chai'ges, 
might  be  made  without  prejudicing  the  City's  legal  rights  to 
impose  such  charges  as  she  now,  by  law,  has  imposed. 

In  answer  to  the  second  proposition,  I  do  not  care  to  ex- 
press any  opinion,  as  that  is  a  matter  for  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  itself  and  its  counsel. 

In  answer  to  the  third  proposition,  I  Avould  say  that,  in  my 
jiuigment,  the  interlineation  suggested  does  affect  the  City's 
legal  rights  in  the  premises,  because  the  words  contained  in 
the  ordinance,  in  reference  to  the  license  charges,  are  an 
agreement,  or  covenant,  to  pay  these  charges  ;  and,  I  think, 
the  company  could  be  compelled  to  pay  the  charges  if  they 
accept  the  privileges  conferred  by  the  ordinance. 
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There  has  been  considerable  litigation  between  tlie  City  of 
Philudelphia  and  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  in 
reference  to  the  license  cliargcs  imposed  by  ordinances  of 
Councils.  George  Tucker  Bispham,  Esq.,  to  whom  the  mat- 
ter was  referred,  decided  that  the  charges  imposed  by  the  ordi- 
nance were  excessive  and  illegal.  His  report,  however,  was 
set  aside  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2  and  judg- 
ment was  given  against  the  Telegraph  Company,  the  license 
charges  having  been  sustained  by  ihat  court  as  proper  and 
reasonable. 

Upon  appeal  by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  the  decision  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  No.  2  Avas  sustained,  and,  therefore,  the 
highest  Court  of  this  Commonwealth  has  decided  that  the 
license  charges  imposed  by  the  ordinance  of  Councils  arc 
legal  and  reasonable. 

Suit  was  brought  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  license 
charges  against  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  and 
the  case  was  begun  in  the  said  court,  but  was  removed  by  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  to  the  United  States 
Courts,  Avhere  a  trial  was  had  and  a  verdict  recovered  for 
the  amount  of  the  charges  due  ;  but,  upon  motion  for  a  new 
trial.  Judge  Butler,  of  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  set  aside  the 
verdict  on  the  ground  that  che  license  charges  imposed  by  the 
ordinance  of  Councils  were  unreasonable,  thus  differing  from 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2  and  the  Supreme  Court 
in  his  decision. 

It  is  a  question  of  expediency  for  Councils  and  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  to  determine  whether  it  is  Avorth 
while  to  insist  upon  the  payment  of  tiicse  license  cliarges,  by 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  before  granting  the 
privileges  set  forth  in  the  ordinance  referred  to  me. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  ordi- 
nance submitted  is  legal  in  form,  and  that  the  elimination  of 
the  words,  as  sui^gested  by  Mr.  Pettit,  would  absolve  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  from  any  apparent  agree- 
ment on  tiieir  part  to  pay  the  license  charges,  which  have 
been  a  matter  of  continuous  litigation  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  that  company.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether 
J.  Robinson  Applegate  is  entitled  to  a  peimit  to  erect  on  prem- 
ises 8U2  Vine  street  a  two-story  brick  building  for  nionul'ac- 
turing  purposes,  the  lot  being  nineteen  feet  front  on  Vine 
street  by  100  feet  deep  to  Haviland  Place,  a  twelve-feet  wide 
alley  in  the  rear,  without  receding  from  Haviland  Place,  so 
as  to  make  it  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet,  as  required  by  Act 
of  1855,  my  opinion  is  as  follows : 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  provides  in  Section  6,  "  That 
no  new  dwelling  house,  or  other  building  within  said  City, 
shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley,  or  court  which  shall  be  of 
less  width  than  twenty  feet,  or  without  being  made  to  recced 
BO  that  such  street,  alley,  or  court  shall  be  of  that  width,  etc." 

The  use  of  the  word  '"front,"  in  the  Act,  seems  to  be  con- 
clusive as  to  tlie  present  case,  and  has  thus  been  judicially 
interpreted.  The  purpose  of  the  Act  has  been  defined  to  be 
the  widening  of  the  narrower  street,  only  when  the  front  of 
the  building  was  upon  it.  This  was  decided  in  the  case  of  the 
Guarantee  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company  vs.  The  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  1873  (30  Leg.  Int'r,  page  240).  The  Guar- 
antee building  fronted  on  Cliestnut  street,  but  had  one  of  its 
sides  on  Carpenter  alley,  fourteen  feet  five  and  a  half  inches 
wide.  It  was  held  that  the  Act  did  not  require  the  building 
to  recede  because  h  fronted  on  a  street  which  complied  with  the 
Act  as  to  width.  This  was  followed  and  approved  by  the 
Court  in  City  vs.  Newman,  on  March  13,  1883  (13  W.  N. 
C,  p.  11). 

In  the  case  of  Ridgway  vs.  City,  1  W.  N.  C,  page  148,  a 
warehouse  to  be  built  fronting  on  two  streets,  and  }-.aving  an 
alley  in  the  rear,  was  held  not  within  the  Act,  and  not  bound 
to  recede  in  order  to  widen  the  allc^^ 

It  seems,  therefore,  unquestionable  that  J.  Robinson  Apple- 
gate  may  build  on  Vine  street,  Avithout  receding  from  Havi- 
land  Place  in  the  rear,  and  is  therefore  entitled  to  a  permit. 
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Tlie  Ordinance  of  8th  of  April,  1890,  has  no  application,  as 
proposed  building  will  front  on  Vine  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  2d  inst.,  ask- 
ing me  whether  a  permit  can  be  granted  by  the  Board  to  the 
Union  Passenger  Railway  Company,  for  the  extension  of  their 
tracks  on  certain  streets  without  the  Company  first  filing  in 
this  office  the  obligation  called  for  by  the  Ordinance  of  July 
7,  1857. 

As  the  Company's  charter  subjects  them  to  the  Ordinance 
of  July  7,  1857,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  can  grant  the 
permit  without  the  obligation  being  first  filed  here.

Dear  Sir: — Y'our  favor  of  to-day,  enclosing  letters  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  from  District  Surveyor 
W.  C.  Cranmer,  and  from  John  jNI.  Sharp,  relative  to  the 
erection  of  houses  by  the  said  John  j\I.  Sharp,  on  Chestnut 
street,  west  of  Albion  street,  received. 

If  it  be  the  intention  of  the  said  John  M.  Sharp  to  build  his 
houses  fronting  upon  Chestnut  street,  and  not  upon  Albion 
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street,  then  lie  is  not  required  to  recede,  as  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly of  April  31,  1855,  referred  to,  only  refers  to  buildings 
■wliicli   front  upon  the  street. 

If  Mr.  Sliarp  intends  building  houses  fronting  upon  Albion 
street,  running  ^vestward,  then,  if  the  street  is  unimproved,  as 
stated  by  the  District  Surveyor,  he  would  be  required  to 
recede  two  and  a  half  feet,  in  order  to  make  the  said  Albion 
street  twenty-five  feet  wide,  in  accordance  with  the  above 
mentioned  Act  of  Assembly.  From  the  various  letters  you 
have  sent,  it  appears  that  the  said  Mr.  Sharp  is  about  to  erect 
houses  fronting  upon  Chestnut  street,  and  if  that  be  all,  then 
he  is  not  required  to  widen  the  said  Albion  street  to  twenty- 
five  feet.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant,  inquir- 
ing Avhether  or  not  City  Councils  may  appoint  a  commission 
to  locate  a  site  for  anew  municipal  hospital,  subject,  of  course, 
to  the  action  of  Councils  as  to  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ground,  etc. 

Councils,  in  my  opinion,  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission to  advise  them  sjs  to  the  eligibility  of  a  locality,  or,  in 
other  words,  power  to  appoint  a  purely  advisory  commission. 
They  may  submit  their  views  in  relation  to  the  location  of  a 
site  for  a  hospital ;  but  all  their  actions,  of  course,  will  be 
under  the  control  of  Councils.

September  23,  1890,  asking  my  opinion  in  reference  to  an 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  auiliorize  tmd  regulate 
the  placing  upon  the  Plans  of  the  Cit}'  of  certain  streets  of  oO 
feet  in  width  or  under,  "which  ■\vci"e  physically  opened  and 
Avholly  or  partially  built  upon  previous  to  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  or  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  April  21st,  1855, 
fixing  the  width  of  streets,"  I  am  of  opinion  that  tlie 
Mayor  is  correct  in  his  view,  that  the  ordinance  is  illegal 
because  it  provides  that  a  committee  of  Councils  shall  do  execu- 
tive duty,  and  that  the  purposes  sought  to  be  accomplished 
should  be  reached  by  ordinances  naming  streets  to  be  put 
upon  the  City  Plan,  and  passed  from  time  to  time. 

My  opinion  of  June  5,  1890,  does  not  touch  at  all  upon 
this  point,  but  simply  decides  that  the  objects  to  be  accom- 
plished by  the  ordinance  are  proper,  and  not  inconsistent 
Avith  any  existing  legislation.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  18th  instant, 
enclosing  a  blank  form  of  articles  and  agreement  for  bidders 
to  use  in  making  pi'oposals  for  tlic  erection  of  the  additions  to 
the  Insane  Department  at  Bleckley,  1  have  only  to  say  that  I 
have  examined  the  papers  submitted  and  find  them  about  the 
same  as  we  use  in  this  Department  for  public  work. 
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If  the  contractor  is  willin";  to  enter  into  such  a  binding; 
agreement,  and  the  Board  is  willing  to  vest  the  arbitrary  power 
in  the  architect,  I  find  nothing  in  the  agreement  or  specifica- 
tions that  is  illegal.  I  may  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the 
material  men  and  mechanics  cannot  file  claims  nor  liens 
against  the  City  for  work  and  labor  done  or  materials 
furnished. 

In  the  section  which  you  have  marked  "A,"  instead  of  the 
word  "owner,"  it  would  be  better,  perhaps,  to  insert  "  the  City, 
or  the  party  of  the  second  part."

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  21, 
stating  that  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  has  submitted 
the  following  question  for  my  opinion,  viz  : 

"  If  a  party,  after  (or  at  time  of)  erecting  a  building  12  feet 
wide  and  88  feet  deep,  upon  ground  12  feet  wide  and  50  feet 
deep  (thus  leaving  141  square  feet  of  open  space),  was  to  add 
to  said  building  a  bath-room  or  bay  window  projecting  from 
the  second  story  of  same  six  feet,  ".vould  such  projection  bo 
illegal  as  infi-inging  upon  the  aforesaid  open  space?  " 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  in  its  sixth  section  enacts: 

"Every  new  dwelhng  house  shall  also  have  an  open  space 
attached  to  it  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side,  equal  to  at  least  12 
feet  square."     (Orightly's  City  Digest,  j)ng,e  162.) 

In  Building  Inspectors  vs.  Estate  of  Heid  (5  County  Court, 
Rep.  520)  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  by  Judge  Mitchell 
(now  of  the  Supreme  Court),  held  that  the  manifest  purpose 
of  the  above  statute  is  to  secure  adequate  light  and  ventilation 
even  in  tlic  most  closely  built  portion  of  the  City,  by  requir- 
ing at  least  a  minimum  open  space,  and  that  such  space  Avas 
intended  to  be  prim;ivily  f)r  that  purpose. 

In  Eicliolys.  Building  Inspectors  (17  Phila.,  290),  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  No.  4  (by  Thayer,  P.  J.)  took  the    same  view 
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that  tlic  Act  was  intended  to  prohibit  the  erection  of  houses 
destitute  of  sunlight  and  fresh  air. 

These  cases  are  in  accord  with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  J3rice  App.  8  Norris,  85,  which  adds  another  purpose 
of  the  Act,  viz  :  I'rotcction  against  fire,  and  decides  that  the 
Act  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  give  due  effect  to  its  wise 
sanitary  provisions. 

The  facts  submitted  to  me  sliow  that  the  building  has  no 
more  than  the  minimum  open  space  of  144  square  feet.  Any 
diminution  of  the  space  on  the  ground  floor  would  necessaiily 
be  an  encroachment.  The  question  is  whether  a  projection 
over  the  said  space  from  the  upper  stories  will  bo  likewise  an 
encroachment.  The  facts  submitted  show  that  the  projection 
extends  six  feet,  but  the  amount  of  encroachment  (if  there  be 
one)  is  immaterial,  as  the  terms  of  the  Act  are  absolute,  and 
no  discretion  is  permitted  to  the  Building  Inspectors  in  enforc- 
ing it.  If  the  owner  may  project  any  portion  of  his  building  in 
the  upper  stories  for  one  foot,  he  may  likewise  project  it  over 
the  entire  space,  thus  defeating  the  intention  of  the  Act,  as 
above  expressed,  that  light  and  air  shall  be  furnished  to  each 
house.  It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  the  space  is  required  to 
be  "'  open,"  which,  being  opposed  to  "  closed  or  shut,"  can 
only  mean  that  the  space  is  to  be  entirely  open  to  the  sky.  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  Act  requires  the  minimum  space  of"  12 
feet  square  "  to  be  open  and  free  from  encroachments  from  the 
surface  of  the  soil  up  to  the  sky,  and  accordingly  answer,  that 
the  projection  referred  to  in  the  question  submitted  is  illegal, 
as  infringing  upon  the  open  space.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yours  of  the  2"')th  ult.,  stating  the  follow- 
ing facts  and  ie(|uestingmy  opinion  thereon  :  "A  party  erected 
a  buildinir   to  be  used  as    a    dwelling  on  the  southwest  corner 
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of  Eleventh  and  Jefferson  streets,  at  that  time  using  such  por- 
tion of  ground  as  allowed  open  space  as  recjuired  by  law.  In  1885 
it  was  used  as  a  laundry,  and  on  supposition,  in  accord  Avith 
application  made,  that  it  was  not  made  use  of  for  a  dwelling  any 
longer,  a  permit  was  issued  permitting  the  erection  of  an  addition 
to  same,  by  which  all  of  said  ground,  including  the  open  space 
previously  referred  to,  was  built  upon.  The  owner  of  said 
premises  now  desires  to  make  such  interior  alterations  as  will 
change  it  from  being  a  laundry  to  a  store  and  dwelling.  The 
question  we  desire  a  reply  to  is,  Tocomphj  with  the  law  relat- 
ing to  open  space,  is  it  not  necessary/,  in  order  to  make  use  of 
it  as  a  store  and  dwelling,  that  a  portion  of  said  building  as 
now  standing  be  taken  down  so  as  to  allow  1-14  square  feet 
of  open  space  to  exist  f 

The  Act  of  21st  April,  1855,  Section  6,  provides:  "Every 
new  dwelling  house  shall  also  have  an  open  space  attached  to 
it  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  equal  to  at  least  12  feet  square." 
Brightley's  City  Digest,  page  162. 

The  owner,  in  order  to  make  such  interior  alterations  as  will 
change  it  from  a  laundry  to  a  store  and  dwelling  house,  must 
provide  the  minimum  yard  space  or  12  feet  square  of  open  space 
as  required  by  the  Act;  and  if  the  plan  submitted  to  your  Bureau 
fails  to  show  that  he  proposes  to  do  so,  I  would  decline  to  issue 
the  permit  until  the  law  is  complied  with. 

The  terms  of  the  Act  are  mandatory,  and  you  are  without 
discretion  in  tiie  matter.  Every  dwelling  house  erected  since 
the  passage  of  the  Act  must  possess  the  12  feet  square 
of  open  space,  and  builders  ought  to  understand  by  this  time 
that  its  wise  provisions  for  health,  light  and  ventilation  and 
protection  against  fire,  cannot  be  avoided  by  changing  the 
dwelling  into  a  laundry  built  upon  the  open  space  and  then 
back  again  to  a  dwelling,  without  restoring  the  12  feet  square 
of  open  space  required  by  the  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Graham,  representing  the  Belt  Line, 
sent  to  me  a  short  time  since  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
pending  Belt  Line  Ordinance,  which  is  numbered  Section  13, 
and  which  reads : 

"  That  before  exercising  any  of  the  riglits  or  privileges  herein 
or  hereby  granted,  the  Philadelpliia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  officers,  directors  and  all  the  shareholders  thereof, 
shall  execute,  to  the  satisfaction  of  tlie  Mayor  and  City 
Solicitor,  an  agreement  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  voting 
trust  for  all  the  stock  of  the  said  railroad  company,  also  an 
agreement  providing  for  a  gift  of  fifty-one  per  cent,  of  the 
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stock  of  said  railroad  to  such  corporations  and  persons  as  may 
be  legally  competent  to  act  thereunder,  to  the  end  that  the  said 
railroad  may  be  forever  maintained  for  the  common  use  of  all 
railroads,  upon  equal  terms,  without  discrimination." 

I  see  no  oljection  to  add  the  said  section  to  the  pending  bill, 
and  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  above  section  would  better 
enable  the  City  to  accomplish  the  object  sought.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  October 
29,  in  relation  to  the  case  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Ilirzel,  a  member  of 
the  School  I3oard,  Twenty-second  Section,  Avho  resigned  in 
June  last,  I  answer  as  follows: 

As  I  understand  the  facts,  in  February  last,  while  serving 
a  term  as  School  Director,  Mr.  Hirzel  was  re-elected  for  a 
term  beginning  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1891.  After  his 
election  in  February  last,  and  while  serving  in  the  old  term, 
he  resigned  in  June  of  this  year,  and  the  Board,  as  they  had 
a  right  to  do,  elected  his  successor  for  the  unexpired  term, 
which  is  to  end  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1»91. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Hirzel  has  never  entered  upon  the  term 
to  which  he  was  elected  in  February  last,  the  Act  of  1887 
does  not  apply,  and  an  election  in  "February  next  must  be 
held  to  fill  the  term.  This  leaves,  of  course,  an  interregnum 
from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  when  Mr.  Hirzel  would 
have  qualified,  and  the  date  when  the  Director  chosen  in 
February  next  will  qualify,  and  this  period  can  be  filled  by 
the  Board. 

The  Act  to  which  I  refer  above,  and  which  was  approved 
on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1887,  provides : 

"That  vacancies  in  any  Board  of  School  Directors,  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  such  Board,  Avho  shall  choose  a  duly  qualified  person 
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to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  ot 
the  person  whose  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  neglect  ot 
duty,  under  existing  laws,  caused  such  vacancy." 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  Act  that  the  Board  is  authorized  to 
fill  vacancies  in  case  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  neglect  of 
duty,  while  the  Director  is  in  the  term  exercising  the  functions 
of  his  office. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Hirzel  never  has  entered  upon  the  term 
for  which  he  was  elected  in  February  last,  that  term  has  never 
begun,  and,  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  there  is  no  vacancy  in 
the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  enclosing  copy 
of  resolution  of  November  6,  entitled  "  Resolution  of  request 
to  the  City  Solicitor  relative  to  the  resolution  entitled  '  Reso- 
lution of  request  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  relative 
to  macadam  pavements  on  certain  streets.'  " 

In  answer  thereto,  I  would  say  that,  whenever  the  macadam 
pavement  was  put  down  without  expense  to  the  property 
owners  in  the  first  instance,  as  a  temporary  pavement,  a  per- 
manent pavement  can  subsequently  be  laid  at  their  expense. 
Where  the  macadam  was  paid  for  by  the  property  owners,  the 
question  is  not  so  clear. 

It  would  be  desirable,  I  think,  however,  to  test  this  latter 
question.  In  either  case,  the  ordinance  should  expressly  state 
that  the  cost  was  to  be  charged  to  the  property  owners.

On  January  5,  1870,  Councils  passed  a  resolution,  reading 
as  follows  :  "All  leases  or  sales  of  the  property  of  the  City 
shall  be  made  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  and  best  bi<hler, 
after  due  advertisement  in  at  least  five  daily  newspapers  of  the 
City,  for  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  day  of  sale  :  7Vo- 
vided,  That    the   officer  having  charge  of    the  sale   of   any

property  belonging  to  the  City  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  in 
the  advertisement  of  the  sale  that  the  City  reserves  the  right 
to  reject  any  bid  not  deemed  satisfactory,  and  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  City." 

This  resolution,  undoubtedly,  will  apply  to  your  case,  and 
I  advise  you  to  follow  the  procedure  prescribed  in  said  resolu- 
tion.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
24th  inst.,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  under  the 
Act  of  May  21, 1885,  you  should  return  to  the  City  Treasury 
the  full  fine  imposed  under  that  Act  for  the  violation  of  its 
provisions. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows :  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  May 
21,  1885,  P.  L.,  23,  reads:  "Every  person,  company,  firm  or 
corporate  body,  who  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  offer  or  expose 
for  sale,  *  *  *  *  any  substance,  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  which  is  prohibited  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act, 
shall,  for  every  such  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  recoverable  with  costs  by  any 
person  suing  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  debts  of 
like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  one-half  of  which  sum, 
when  so  recovered,  shall  be  paid  to  the  proper  county  treas- 
urer for  the  use  of  the  county  in  which  suit  is  brought,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  person  or  persons  at  Avhose  instance  such 
a  suit  shall  or  may  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  to  recovery." 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  section  that  one-half  of  the  fine, 
when  so   recovered,  shall  be  paid  to  the  proper  county  treas- 
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urer  for  the  use  of  the  county.  That  is  all  the  county  is 
entitled  to.  The  rest  of  the  fine  goes  to  the  informer,  or  the 
one  who  institutes  the  suit. 

Under  this  provision,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  a  full  com- 
pliance with  the  Act  when  that  amount,  which  the  county 
is  entitled  to  is  given  into  the  hands  of  her  treasurer. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1881,  P.  L.,  36,  provides  that  the 
magistrates  shall  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  within  five 
days  after  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  all  costs  of 
suits,  fees,  fines,  penalties  and  other  sums  of  money." 

Tliis  Act  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  Act  of  1885,  above 
quoted,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  complete  compliance  with  the 
law  by  paying  those  fines  which  the  county  is  entitled  to  into 
the  county  treasury.
